Walter stated that he was on duty alone from 12:00 
midnight to 8:C0 AV, on November 17, 1963 and that he resells - 
receiving a teletype which stated there would be an attempt 
on the life of President ICenr.edy in connection with his trip to 
Texas.

Hr, Kaynor was asked whether he can recall receiving

On 10/2/75 I received a phone call from Mr. Shanklin advising that he had 
just been contacted telephonically by an individual who identified himself as 
Robert Fink. Fink stated that he is employed by the House Committee on Govern- 
ihent Information and Individual Rights chaired by Congressman Jack Brooks 
of Texas. According to Shanklin, Fink indicated that he wanted to talk to him 
informally and planned on arriving in Dallas this coming weekend. The purpose 
of Mr. Shanklin 's caU was to seek advice as to whether he should comply with 
this request. . - 

I checked with the Office of Legal Counsel and Mr. Herington advised that 
it would be proper to inform Mr. Shanklin that he had not been released from 
his secrecy agreement and to so advise Fink of this fact. Mr. Herington also* 
noted that he knows that Fink is an employee of Bella Abzug’s Subcommittee. 

This information was relayed to Mr. Slianklin who advised that he would so 
inform Fink since while he probably will have to testify before some committee 
he would prefer to do so once official hearings have actually commenced. He 
indicated that he would inform Fink that in view of not having been released 
from his secrecy agreement he did not want to talk to him. * 

As an aside, Mr. Shanklin also mentioned that, apparently within the past ,r - 
week, he had been contacted by an individual advising of his intent to produce a 
motion picture on Lee Harvey Oswald and asked Mr. Shanklin if he would serve 
as an attorney as well as a technical advisor for the corporation which planned 
on making this production. According to Mr. Shanklin he turned the offer down, 
Mr. Slianklin was asked if he was in a position of identifying the individual who 
made this offer and he indicated that he was not. He stated that it was a ; 
corporation that was involved and the individual who contacted him has been 
involved in television programs in the Dallas area but that this individual 
requested that Shanklin not divulge his identity unless he, Shanklin, was agree- 
able to serving as the corporation attorney and technical advisqr f^^hj^^ilm. ^

JOHN F. KENNEDY ASSASSINATION MATTER 


At 9:80 p.m., 9/9/75, Tom Johnson, Publisher, "Dallas 
Times Herald," talked with the Director and me via conference 
call regarding a press inquiry he wished to mr.Jce concerning an 
allegation he had Just received. 

Mr. John© n advised that the source, whom he would not . 
reveal, had Indicated that a few days prior to the assassination a 
teletype had been sent to all SACs concerning receipt of information 
that a militant group might attempt to assassinate President Kennedy 
and all copies of this teletype are gone. He advised that the source 
was supposed to make a hard copy of the teletype available Thursday 
morning, however, from his notes the teletype as best as could be 
reconstructed was as follows: ♦

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Reference is made to 9/10/75 memorandum from J. *B. 
Adams to Mr. Callahan (cop attached) , which sets forth 
information furnished by Toifl^Johnson, publisher, "Dallas 
Times Herald," regarding a teletype allegedly sent from 
FBIHQ to the field on 11/17/63, concerning a threat to 
assassinate President Kennedy in Dallas, Texas. 

A review of FBIHQ files reveals the following: 

New Orleans, Louisiana, District Attorney James C. 
Garrison, on the night of 1/31-2/1/68, appeared on the Johnny 
Carson television show. During the program. Garrison stated 
that Mark Lane (Warren Commission critic-author) had been 
assisting him in his investigation of the assassination. He . 
said Lane had recently interviewed William S. Walter, a former 
Security Clerk in the New Orleans FBI Office. Walter allegedly 
told Lane that on the morning of 11/17/63, while on duty, he 
received a teletype message which was directed to all southern 
regional offices of the FBI. The message reportediy*"stated 
that an attempt to assassinate President Kennedy would be made 
in Dallas, Texas, on 11/22/63. Walter allegedly called the 
SAC and informed him of the message. ; 

Walter entered on duty as a GS-2 clerk in the i. 

New Orleans Office on 6/19/61. He was separated on 12/4/61, 
for military service and was reemployed after the military 
service on 8/14/62, as a GS-3 clerk. He resigned to accept a 
job with Jqhns-Manville Products Company on 9/7/66. At the 
time he was. a GS-5 clerk and was on probation for attending'/* 
college classes on three days and attending a wedding while '~ 
on sick leave during July, 1966. At the time of resignation/*' 
he asked that the probation be removed and this request was 
denied. ^ ^ _ 6 J Vi/j 
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On the morning of 2/1/68# Walter telephonically 
contacted SAC D. K. Brown of the Jacksonville# Florida# FBI; -'' 
Office# and came to SAC Brown's office that afternoon. During 
the telephone call and visit# Walter advised SAC Brown that he 
met Lane's wife during the first week of December, 1967# 
while attending a speech at Tulane University. Upon learning 
he was a former FBI employee# she told him that they had some 
information that the FBI knew the assassination was going to r 
take place in Dallas. Mrs. Lane told him that it was his f 

patriotic duty to bring any information he had regarding this 
to their attention# and asked him to talk to Mr. Lane. She 
also asked him for the names of any former employees who were - 
involved in the assassination investigation. • ^ t 

Walter claimed he told her he did not wish to talk 
to Mr. Lane and did not wish to get involved in any type of 
investigation of who killed the President. She then* told him 
that if he ever wanted to talk to Mr. Lane he could reach 
them at their residence in New Orleans. 

. „ . 

Shortly before Christmas# 1967# Walter said he 
heard on the radio that Garrison was in possession of a copy 
of a teletype message which indicated that the FBI had prior 
knowledge that President Kennedy was going to be assassinated. 

In mid-January, 1968# upon his return from a trip# his landlord 
told him a group of New Orleans Police detectives had been by 
to see him. The landlord told him one of the detectives had : 
said Walter was an important witness and should call him at. . 
a number he provided. Walter called the person# who said he 
was an employee of the New Orleans District Attorney's Office. 

A meeting was set up at which three employees of the District 
Attorney's Office and Mr. and Mrs. Lane showed up. They 
questioned him about such a teletype as mentioned above and 
he claims he told them he was not even sure he was on duty 
on 11/17/63, and had no copies of any Bureau communications, 

Walter told SAC Brown he never received or saw such 
a teletype or message. j 

On 2/2/68# Walter visited the New Orleans FBI and "7 
furnished substantially the same information. He added that 7 / 
upon his return to New Orleans on that day he found a letter.# ’ 
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from Mark Lane slipped under his door, in which Lane urged him 
to furnish information and threatened to publicly release a : : 7- 
detailed account of the conversation between Walter and Lame 
if he did not furnish information. Lane also threatened to i i -'. 
have him brought before a grand jury. Walter said he was going - 
to confer with an attorney in Hew Orleans. *1 

On 3/19/68, O.S. Attorney (USA) Louis C. LaCour, * • 

New Orleans, advised the New Orleans FBI that approximately 
one month previously Walter's attorney contacted his office 
to determine if Walter would be in violation of Federal law 
if he testified before a State grand jury and divulged informa- 
tion gained during his employment with the FBI. The attorney 
and Walter went to the USA's Office on 3/15/68, and Walter , 

advised that he had received such a teletype as described 
above while working the midnight to 8:00 a.m. shift on 11/17/63. 
He said he probably notified SAC Harry G. Maynor of receipt 
of the teletype since that was routine procedure. Walter said ; 

he did not have a copy of the teletype, he did not give a copy 
to Lane, and he did not know who would have a copy. 

On 3/26/68, Walter was interviewed at Nashville, 
Tennessee. He insisted that he did receive such a teletype 
and that there were other clerical employees of the New Orleans 
Office who knew of it, but he refused to identify any of them. 

He said that when he was interviewed in Jacksonville, Florida, 
on 2/1/68, he was not asked whether he actually received the 
teletype. 

On 3/27/68, former New Orleans SAC Maynor advised 
he had no recollection of such a teletype. 

All Special Agent and clerical personnel in New . ? 

Orleans in March, 1968, who were there in November, 1963, were 
interviewed, as were the other two persons who worked in the v I 
Hew Orleans Office in November, 1963, in the same job as ..'.-y-,- 
Walter. They all denied any knowledge of such a teletype. *2 
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An exhaustive search was made of FBIHQ records 
1968, and no record was found of any such communication ^ 
being sent on 11/16 or 11/17/63. Search slips were sent to " 
all field offices and Legal Attache ; Offices and no record . . 
was found of such a teletype. . ' • * * • -• * - 1 * " 
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Information regarding this matter was furnished 
to the Department of Justice. The Department requested 
additional information ort' several aspects and considered ~ 
possible prosecution of Halter for furnishing false informa- 
tion to FBI Agents or perjury if he were subpoenaed by 
Garrison and testified that such a communication existed.

Secondly, the allegations of William S.

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Additionally, during our investigation's^ the 
assassination, information was received that C . A A Hamblen, 
night manager for Western Union in Dallas, had claimed that an • ^ 
individual believed to be Oswald had visited his Western Union 
office twice, once to receive a Western Union money order and 
once to send a telegram to Washington, D. C. He claimed a 
fellow employee, a Mrs. McClure, could verify his information. 

Hamblen was subsequently interviewed under oath by ~ ' 
a legal staff member of the Warren Commission. He could not 
state for certain that the individual in question was Oswald. 

He furnished conflicting information to the Commission repre- 
sentative and was unable to produce any evidence that Oswald 
had ever received or sent a telegram or money order through 
the Western Union office in Dallas. Mrs. McClure denied ever 
seeing Oswald in the Western Union office. 

Two officials of Western Union testified under oath 
before the Warren Commission that thorough checks were made of 
Western Union records for the period of June through November, 
1963, for money orders payable to Oswald under his true name 
and known aliases and for telegrams sent by Oswald under his 
true name and known aliases. No indication was found of any 
such money order or telegram. Both of these individuals were 
positive and conclusive in their statements that Oswald never 
sent a telegram from Dallas, Texas, to anyone. Their testimony 
is fully covered in the Warren Commission Report and its 
supporting volumes. Hamblen's superiors concluded "that this 
whole thing was a figment of Mr. Hamblen's imagination," and 
the Commission accepted their assessment. .rrr- 

Information concerning Garrison's allegations regarding 
the meeting, telegram to Director Hoover, and the teletype to 
the field was furnished to the Attorney General and the White 
House in December, 1967, and January, 1968. .

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Reference is Made to B. H. Cooke to Mr. Gallagher - 
Memorandum of 9/12/75, concerning Dallas, Texas, Police 
Department motorcycle officers who escorted the Presidential ; 
car In Dallas on 11/22/63, not being interviewed by the FBI 
regarding the assassination. It was recommended that motorcycle 
officer D. fix Jackson be interviewed in view of his pertinent 
location in the Motorcade, In view of the fact he had never 
been interviewed, and in view of the fact he had retained notes 
regarding his observations during the assassination. 

By teletype of 9/15/75, (attached) the Dallas Office 
advised that Jackson was Interviewed on that date. He stated 
he heard three distinct shots which he feels came from the 
vicinity of the Texas School Book Depository. On the night of 
11/22/63, he prepared a detailed written account of the incident 
for his personal retention and still has it. He advised he was 
never interviewed by the FBI or the Warren Commission. .

Since none of the interviews of motorcycle officers 

in the motorcade have cast any doubts on the conclusions of 

the Warren Commission, General Investigative Division is of the 

opinion that there is no necessity to contact the other 

motorcycle officers who apparently were never interviewed. 
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Reference is made to B. H. Cooke to Mr. Gallagher 
memorandum of 9/16/75 regarding interview of Dallas/ Texas,

By teletype of 9/8/75, the Dallas Office advised 
eight motorcycle officers led the motorcade. They were in 
front of the car driven by the Chief of Police, who was in 
front of the President's car. Of these officers, one was 
interviewed by the Warren Commission, none by the FBI. 


Six motorcycle officers were to the rear of the 
President's car. Of those, one was interviewed by the FBI 
[(because he saw Lee Harvey Oswald in the Texas School Book 
(Depository immediately following the assassination) and by 
the Warren Commission. Another was interviewed by the 
Warren Commission, but not by the FBI. 

Four motorcycle officers were assigned to ride 
beside the President's car. Of those, none were interviewed 
by the FBI in 1963. Two were interviewed by the Warren 
Commission. The two who were not interviewed by the Warren 
Commission or the FBI, James MlThaney and D. L. Jackson, 
were interviewed by the FBI recently.

No mention of this matter can be found in the Warren 
Commission Report or its supporting volumes.

CHANEY stated that his position was the motorcycle to 
the President's right. The motorcycle to CHANEY 's right 
was ridden by Motorcycle "Officer D. L. JACKSON. On the 
motorcycle on President KENNEDY'S left was Motorcycle 
Officer BOBBY J. HARGIS. ^ 

CHANEY stated the officers assigned to closely 
accompany the President's automobile in the motorcade,

at Dallas Love Field Airport. He was assigned to ride as a > 
motorcycle escort officer to the right rear of the Presidential 
car, along with Dallas Police Officer JAMES CHANEY.. His specific 
location was to be adjacent to the rear bumper of the Presidential 
car, to the immediate right of Officer CHANEY.

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After the motorcade was formed, they proceeded ^ ^ ■■:<: rl 
from Love Field to downtovm Dallas, Texas. JACKSON main-‘> V 
tained his position 12 to 15 feet from the right rear of 
the Presidential vehicle during this trip. His specific 
assignment was to prevent bystanders from coming too close T$T ' “ 
to the Presidential car. As the Presidential motorcade pro- 
ceeded on Houston Street, and turned onto Elm Street, JACKSON r 
was forced to drop back five or six feet from the Presidential :: 
vehicle because of the heavy crowds. As the Presidential 
vehicle was proceeding down Elm Street, and JACKSON was turning 
the corner from Houston to Elm Street, he heard a loud report . 
which he first thought to be a motorcycle backfire. He looked 
at the Presidential car to see what the reaction was and ob- ^ ' 

served Texas Governor JOHN CONNALLY turn to his right in the 
car.

Service Agent was climbing onto the trunk of the vehicle and 
the car was picking up speed.

JACKSON advised he had recognized three distinct 
noises at the time President KENNEDY was shot and could identify 
two as definitely being gunfire. He further stated he is posi- 
tive the shot that struck President KENNEDY in the head was 
fired from his right rear, the vicinity of the Texas School 
Book Building.

JACKSON advised immediately following his release 
from duty on November 22, 1963, he prepared a detailed written 
account of the above incident and has maintained it in his 
possession since that time. 

He advised he is a white male, 44 years of age, and 
at the time of this incident did not wear glasses and did not , .

Security Patrol Clerk In the New Orleans Office in November, 1963, 
advised during the 1968 investigation that he knew of no such 
instructions being Issued. 

The General Investigative' Division has reviewed ' ; r 
abstracts In the assassination file (62-109060) and the 
security file on Lee Harvey Oswald (105-82555) for the period 
of time from the assassination through February, 1964.

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On 9-30-75 Deputy Associate Director - Assistant to 
the Director James B. Adams met with Chairman Peter Rodino, House 
Committee on the Judiciary, and Chairman Don Edwards, House 
Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional Rights, to brief the Chairmen 
on certain allegations that have been made regarding the Bureau's 
investigation of the assassination of President John F. Kennedy. Also 
present at the meeting were: Inspector John B. Hotis, Earl C. Dudley, 

Jr. , Chief Counsel, House Judiciary Committee, and Alan Parker, 

Chief Counsel, House Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional Rights. 

Mr. Adams reviewed the allegations concerning the 
alleged destruction of a note left by Lee Harvey Oswald with a receptionist 
of the Dallas FBI Office prior to the assassination of President Kennedy. 
He 6aid the Bureau has conducted a thorough investigation in this matter 
and has interviewed all of the alleged participants. Mi s. Nan Fenner, 
who was the receptionist at the time, said she was given a letter by 
Oswald which was to be delivered to SA JaircsP. Hor.ty, Jr. Oswald 
had been the subject of a security investigation by the Bureau and the 
case was assigned to Mr. Jlosty. Mrs. Fenner said the envelope was 
, not sealed and she noted the contents of the letter. She said it contained 
la threat to blow up the FBI and Dallas police departments "if you don’t 
j stop bothering my wife.” SA Ilosty denies the letter contained a threat 
\ saying it stated only if he (Ilosty) did not slop bothering Oswald’s wife 
he would take action and report the matter to the proper authorities.**

said that he found the note from Oswald in Hosty’s workbox some- , 
r time after tiic assassination and immediately referred it to J. Gordon 
Shanklin, who -was SAC of the Dallas Office. Mr. Shanklin has stated 
under oath he has no knowledge of such note. 

Mr. Adams said the Bureau has completed its investigation 
in this matter and a report will be submitted shortly to the Department 
of Justice for prosecutive opinion. (This report was submitted to the 
Attorney General by letter dated 10-1-75.) Until that determination is 
made, Mr. Adams said, he thinks it would be inappropriate for Congress 
to hold public hearings on the matter. Chairman Rodino agreed, saying 
he would give the Department a reasonable period of time to make its 
decision. He said it is essential, however, that the allegations be resolved 
and that hearings will be held by the full Judiciary Committee or by 
Mr. Edwards Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional Rights. 

Mr. Adams also discussed the allegations made by 
William S. Walter, former clerical employee of the Bureau, who 
claims that a teletype was sent to all FBI Field Offices alerting them 
to the possibility an attempt would be made to assassinate President 
Kennedy on 11-22-63. Mr. Adams pointed out that this allegation v/as 
thoroughly investigated by the Bureau in 19C8 and no evidence was 
developed to support it. A comprehensive review has been made of all 
FBI files and there is no record of any such teletype. He said that when 
Mr. Walter was first interviewed in this matter by the SAC of the 
Jacksonville Office, he denied having made this statement or having seen 
such a teletype. He later changed his story and told other officials he 
had seen such a teletype and had probably notified his Special Agent in 
Charge. Mr. Adams said that a polygraph examination of Mr. Walter 
was inconclusive although or.e examine’- slated that there was some 
indications of deception. He said it is not possible at this time to deter- 
mine whether this is a hoax or whether Mr. V/alter sincerely believes 
\that such a teletype exists. He said Mr. V/alter may have in mind a 
teletype that was sent to all Field Offices after the assassination requesting 
that all logical sources be contacted in this matter and the Bureau be 
i promptly ad/ised, Mr. Adams also pointed out' that the supposed text 
of the teletype was not consistent with the terminology normally employed 
in such Bureau communications. lie said, for example, that the terms

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CIs and PCIs were used instead of the normal wording "all logical 
informants and sources.” He also said that no mention would have 
been made of FD-302s or letterhead memorandum and the Bureau 
would have instructed that any information substantiating this threat 
would be provided the Bureau telcphonically and with appropriate 
dissemination made. 

With regard to the charge that Mr. Hoover lied under 
oath to the Commission when he stated that Jack Ruby was not an 
FBI informant, Mr. Adams pointed out that three letters were sent 
by the Director to the Warren Commission in this matter. The 
letters indicated that Ruby was contacted on nine occasions by Agents 
of the Dallas Office to determine whether he was willing to furnish 
information to the Bureau regarding criminal matters. These 
contacts were discontinued when Ruby failed to provide any useful 
information. As to Ruby's alleged involvement in the union killing 
In 1939, Mr. Adams said that these allegations were made a matter 
of record in the Warren Commission Report. He showed an exhibit 
in the Commission Report to Mr. Parker which is an FBI investigative 
insert containing information that a review of the records of the 
Chicago Police Department did not reflect any reference to Jack Ruby 
or Jack Rubenslein or to the mur Jer of Leon Cook. The Commission 
exhibit also contains the results of a check of the records of the nev/spaper 
morgue of the Chicago Tribune by the FBI in 1963. The article states 
that much of the information about this matter came from Jack Rubenstcin 

on 12-9-39.

At the close cl the mectng, Chairman Rodino expressed 
tconcern over the Department's failure to respond to his letter of June 25th 
Ito the Attorney General concerning the verification and access procedures 
used by GAO in its study of the Bureau's domestic intelligence activities.

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On 10/14/75/ Inspector John B. Hotis and SA Paul V. 
Daly of this Division met with Timothy Ingram/ Staff Director/ 
and Eric Hartshorn/ Staff Member/ of captioned Committee to 
discuss their recent request for testimony by this Bureau.

SYN OPSIS : On 10/30/75, "New York Times* article attributes 

information to cx-FBI official to effect that FBI tapped Marina 
Oswald's telephones and bugged her living quarters in Texas and 
at hotel in Washington, D.C. Stated no information developed 
regarding motives of Lee Harvey Oswald or supporting suspicions 
that Oswald was involved in a conspiracy which the ex-official 
said prompted the coverage. Two former Warren Commission staff 
members stated they could not remember ever being told of the 
coveraqe but another said he recalled being told of bugging at 
Marina Oswald's hotel room. Files reflect J. Lee Rankin, General 
Counsel of Warren Commission, expressed concern to Director Hoover 
on 2/24/64, about Marina Oswald running out before further 
testimony obtained. He asked about a stakeout on her. Director 
Hoover suggested a telephone tap could also be considered. 

Approval for tap obtained from Attorney General Kennedy on 
2/25/64. Microphone coverage approved internally 2/27/64. Tele- 
phone coverage established at residence in Richardson, Texas, 
2/29/64. Microphone coverage established there 3/2/64. 

Coverage resulted in uncovering of negotiations between 
Marina Oswald and her attorney which was considered undesirable. 

Mo significant results obtained along lines of purpose of coverage. 
Inspector J. R. Malley discussed discontinuance with Rankin on 
3/6/64, and he said there was no objection. Coverage removed 
3/12/64. The pertinent information that was obtained v/as furnish- 
ed to Warren Commission v/hen received. Report covering coverage 
was prepared but not sent to Warren Commission since if it was 
made part of public record it would be readily apparent the infor- 
mation came from technical coverage. No indications found of 
bugging of Marina Oswald's hotel room. A Washington Field Office 
letterhead memorandum was sent to Warren Commission which contain- 
ed infor^i tion rcoarding l ong-distance telephone calls obtained 

which could be mistaken for telephone 
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DETAILS ; The 10/30/75# edition of the "New TOrk Times" newspaper 
carries an article by John M. Crewdson on page 34 entitled "Tap 
On Marina Oswald's Room Reported by Ex-FBI Official." Information 
in the article# attributed to an unnamed former FBI official# says 
the FBI tapped Marina Oswald's telephone and bugged her living 
quarters after the assassination of President Kennedy. The article 
states the coverage continued for some months but to the best of 
the recollection of the ex-official# no information was developed 
which bore directly on Lee Harvey Oswald's motives or supported 
suspicions held by some FBI officials that Oswald was involved in 
a conspiracy against the President's life. These suspicions 
prompted the Bureau to initiate its electronic coverage of 
Mrs. Oswald# according to the ex-official. Also according to the 
official# the FBI failed to report either the fact of the surveil- 
lance or its product to investigators for the Warren Commission. 

The article set forth interviews of two Warren Commis- 
sion staff members who said they could not remember having been 
told of the coverage. Another staff member said he recalled 
having been told that the FBI had bugged the hotel room that 
Mrs. Oswald occupied on her visit to Washington to testify before 
the Commission. 

The bugging of the hotel room was also confirmed by the 
ex-FBI official who said it produced nothing apparently related 
to the investigation at hand. * 

The FBI is quoted as saying that it had "conducted an 
electronic surveillance of Marina Oswald's residence from 
2/29/64# to 3/12/64# based upon written approval of the Attorney 
General of the United States." The article says the FBI denied 
having conducted electronic eavesdropping on Mrs. Oswald at her 
Washington hotel (A copy of the newsijaper article is attached# 
numbered one). ' 

The General Investigative Division has developed the 
following information regarding this matter. On 2/24/64# Director 
J. Edgar Hoover prepared a memorandum relating to a conversation 
he had on that date with J. Lee Rankin# General Counsel of the 
Warren Commission. Mr. Rankin expressed concern that Mrs. Oswald 
might run out on the Commission before they had an opportunity to 
get her back for further testimony. He said he was wondering 
about a stakeout on her which would watch her and sec who is 
visiting her for a while. According to the memorandum# Mr. Hoover 
suggested a telephone tap could be considered in addition to the 
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stakeout since •re would not be a trial sl^Pmy information would 
not be excluded (A copy of Mr. Hoover's 2/24/64, memorandum is 
attached. The comments regarding a telephone tap are on page six. 
Filed in 105-126032-66, numbered two). 


On 2/24/64, a memorandum was prepared for the Attorney 
General stating the FBI had received a request from the President's 
Commission on the assassination of President John F. Kennedy for 
a technical surveillance regarding Marina Oswald. The Attorney 
General was requested to authorize installation of a technical 
surveillance at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Declan «P. Ford in 
Dallas, Texas (where Marina Oswald was living at the time), or 
at any other address to which Marina Osv/ald may move in the future. 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy signed his approval to this memo- 
randum on 2/25/64. (A copy of this Attorney General approval is 
attached. Filed in National Security Electronic Surveillance File 
maintained by the Intelligence Division, numbered three) . 

By memorandum from Mr. Sullivan to Mr. Belmont 2/27/64, 
microphone surveillance was requested and approved for the 
residence of Mrs. Oswald, 629 Beltline Road, Richardson, Texas. 

She had rented this residence and was expected to move there from - 
the Ford residence on the weekend of 2/29 to 3/1/64. (Copy of 
2/27/64, memorandum attached. Kept in Special File Room, 
105-82555-2400, numbered four). 

On 2/28/64, the Director sent a letter to Mr. Rankin 
which referenced the discussion of 2/24/64, in which Mr. Rankin 
requested the FBI to conduct appropriate investigation to determine 
the contacts and activities of Marina Oswald. Information was set 
forth in the letter which came from a physical surveillance which 
was instituted after the 2/24/64, discussion. (The 2/28/64, letter 
to Rankin attached, 105-126032-80, numbered five). No installations 
were made at the Declan Ford residence since Marina Oswald was 
moving from there shortly after the approvals were granted. They 
were made at Mrs. Oswald's new residence in Richardson, Texas. The 
telephone surveillance was established at 4:35 p.m., 2/29/64. The 
microphone installation v/as completed and placed in operation at 
4:30 p.m., 3/2/64. (See attached 3/2/64, Dallas airtel enclosing 
two FD-142s both captioned "Recommendation For Installation of 
Technical or Microphone Surveillance." Kept in Special File Room, 

• 105-82555-2363, numbered six). 
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By memorandum of 3/5/64, from W. A^Branigan to 
W. C. Sullivan, it was recommended that Inspector J. R. Malley 
discuss with Mr. Rankin the fact that the technical surveillance 


(telephone) and the associated lookout and physical surveillance 
.had uncovered. details of Mrs. Oswald's negotiations with her . 
attorney, William McKenzie, which from a legal standpoint was 
undesirable and raised the possibility that the Bureau could be 
criticized for this coverage. Additionally, the technical , 
microphone, and physical surveillances had not developed 
commensurate significant results concerning her contacts and 
activities. It was recommended that Inspector Mailed advise 
Mr. Rankin the physical and technical surveillances were being 
discontinued. It was additionally recommended that the microphone 
surveillance be discontinued on our own authority since we had 
not advised the Commission of the microphone surveillance. 

Mr. Hoover approved both recommendations. (Copy of 3/5/64, memo- 
randum attached. Maintained in 105-82555-2588, numbered seven). 


By A. Rosen to Mr. Belmont memorandum of 3/6/64, 
Inspector Malley reported that he had discussed the discontinuance 
of the physical and technical surveillances with Mr. Rankin on 
3/6/64, and Mr. Rankin advised there was no objection to the 
discontinuance of the surveillances. (Copy of 3/6/64, memorandum 
attached. Filed in 105-82555-2587, numbered eight). 


The physical surveillance was discontinued at 
10:00 a.m., 3/9/64. (See attached 3/9/64, Dallas airtel. Filed 
in 105-82555-2582, numbered nine). 


Removal of the technical and microphone installations 
from Mrs. Oswald's residence and the nearby surveillance location 
was completed at 2:30 p.m., 3/12/64. (See attached Dallas airtel 
- of 3/18/64. Filed in 105-82555-2688, numbered ten). 


By memorandum W. A. Branigan to Mr. Sullivan of 4/7/64, 
it was stated that a report had been prepared at Dallas by Special 
Agent Milton L. Newsom, dated 3/23/64, which set forth the results 
of the technical and microphone surveillances of Marina Oswald. It 
was recommended that the report not be sent to the Warren Commis- 
sion since the pertinent information from the sources had been 
sent to the Commission by separate letter as the information was 
♦•'received. The point was made that there was no objection to 
giving the report to the Commission but if it was made a part of 
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the public record ^it would be apparent to a dreader that the 
information came from a technical surveillance. Mention was made 


that even though the coverage was placed in response to the 
Commission’s request, it did not appear that the Commission 
specifically gsked for the technical surveillance. Therefore, 
if there was public criticism it would be directed at the FBI 


rather than the Commission. 



Director Hoover wrote on the memorandum "I agree 
reluctantly because Commission seems to be intensively alert to ' 
embarrass FBI as evidence in recent list of interrogations 
addressed to us by the Commission. " (Copy of 4/7/64, memorandum 
is attached. Maintained in Special File Room, 105-82555-3144, 
numbered eleven) . 


Regarding the allegation that the FBI bugged 
Mrs. Oswald's hotel room while she was in Washington to testify 
before the Warren Commission, no indication has been found of - 
this. Appropriate files have been reviewed and checks have been 
made by Supervisor H. W. Porter, Analytical Research Unit of 
the Intelligence Division. 


What the Warren Commission staff member may have had 
in mind when he told the "Mew York Times" that he recalled being 
told that Mrs. Oswald's hotel room was bugged when she was in 
Washington is that the Washington Field Office prepared a series 
of letterhead memoranda regarding Mrs. Oswald's stay at the 
Willard Hotel in February, 1964, which were furnished to the 
Warren Commission. The source of most of the information in the.

At 5:15 PM, 10/23/75, Supervisor Emory Horton, Dallas Office, 
telephonicaily furnished the following information: 

According to Mr. Horton the Information set forth below was telephonicaily 
furnished to the Dallas Office by SA Gemberling who is currently on sick leave, 
having suffered a heart attack in August of this year. According to Mr. Horton, 
Gemberling advised as follows: 

At 2:23 PM, 10/23/75, Gemberling received a long distance telephone 
call (apparently from Washington, D. C. ) from an individual identifying himself 
as^eS^Vhitten who identified himself as being with Columnist Jack-Anderson. 

Mr. Whitten stated he had been reviewing records at the Archives on / ; 
10/22/75 and had located an affidavit of Gemberling's dealing with Hosty's L 
name not being included as part of Oswald*s address book and wanted to know 
if Gemberling would still stand on the affidavit. ^ 

Gemberling told Whitten he most certainly would stand on what he had 
said at that time and would have no further comment as he is still a Special Agent 
of the FBI and felt any inquiries should be channeled through the FBI Head- 
quarters. 

Mr. Whitten stated he thought Gemberling would probably feel that way 
but wanted to give him an opportunity to comment. The conversation was then

"Umberto Claim House" Restaurant located in Manhattan in 
Hew York City. Sitting next to my table were some men talking 
about how everything turned out well with the murders of 
Robert and John. They talked about how "we" always find the 
right man for a "hit," meaning a contract for the killing of 
a person. It's a very interesting case to see and understand 
everything clearly. They used many Italian words, making it 
hard for me to understand everything. One of the men with gray 
hair, not very tall, slender, speaking in a soft voice, said 
that Oswald had been offered 50 grand to kill J.F. Kennedy and 
that Jack Ruby was offered 20 grand to kill Oswald right after . 
he had shot John Kennedy. Ruby was at the wrong place to ru b 
out Oswald and consequently was nabbed by the police. Ruby had 
good connections with the Mafia, as I was able to gather from 
this conversation. Russia and Nosenko had nothing to do with 
the assassination of Kennedy. 

The assassination of Robert Kennedy was carried out 
in the same manner. A stranger offered Sirhan 20 grand to 
assassinate Robert. Another man had been given a contract to 
kill Sirhan immediately after Robert was assassinated. Investigation: 
showed that many more bullets had been fired than those found 
on Robert's body. As I recall, five shots had been fired. As 
a result, a question was raised about the possibility of a 
second gun. It's "true" that a second gun was to have been 
used, not to kill Robert but to rub out Sirhan. The "hit" man 
was paid 20 grand for this job. Sirhan knows well that he had 
better keep his mouth shut; otherwise he will get killed like 
all the others. . 

Before the assassination of Robert Kennedy, I met and 
talked for hours with the soft-spoken man about all kinds of 
things, politics and the "Cosa Nostra," which means "our family" 
in Italian. It's interesting what goes on there. 

I'm very sorry that I'm only now able to tell you all 
these things. There are many reasons for this. I had nothing to 
do with the assassination of the two Kennedy brothers. At the 
time John Kennedy was murdered I was in Africa. And when 
Robert Kennedy was killed, I was, as far as I recall, working for 
Jaffy (I heard the news of his assassination on the radio) e 



X neith^^hope nor expect that X'll\ja "framed” in 
any way for the as^Ts sinat ions or for withhol^Bg this information 
for such a long time. X always believed that cne police would 
be able to uncover all this by themselves. Today it sounds 
unbelievable to me how the Mafia can be so clever and crafty • 
in carrying out assassinations. ' 

The James Hoffa case is interesting, don't you think? 
Why don't you bring in and put behind bars Tony Giacalone, 

Leonard Schultz and Antony Provenzano? They are the people 
who knew full well that Hoffa would be killed. Charge them with 
conspiracy to murder Hoffa. Maybe Sam Barry took him. They 
know quite well how everything was planned. Because of this 
threesome it was possible to talk Hoffa into coming to a meeting 
that never was. Everything was a well-planned trick to get him. 

When I'm free next year, X'll take this case and try 
to solve it, for it has remained a big mystery to date. X've 
some very good connections in the underworld. 

Please don't try to make use of the things X've just 
told you. Otherwise X'll be forced to stop talking. 

X've good contacts all over the United States. X speak 
English quite well, but X can't write well. Maybe it's better 
for my own protection to write everything in German. At any 
rate, I kindly ask you not to tell anybody who told you or how 
you found out about these circumstances. I want to help you to 
clear up the case. If you need a sworn statement, please let 
me know/I'll be happy to oblige you.

He had killed his first man in 1960, for 
which he was convicted and sent to Raiford Prison. Be was 
paroled in 1968. 

He was working for me, for my company in 1971 and 
at that time I found out all about his involvements. He saved 1 
my life when a second contract was putou^to kill me. His > 
partner had the contract and he asked HHB to help him. After 
flHBB had found out that he wanted to kill his boss (me) , 
he didn't like the idea^Hp set it up so that his partner got 
killed, and not I. it without letting me know it. 

After everything wasover^Se told me what was going on. At 
that time he also told me that he had had enough time to get 
rid of his (partner's) car so that the police wouldn't find out 
about the 8 or 9 murders he had committed together with his 
partner. In 1971 alone he killed Walter Defrece and the two 
Horostead girls (the two girls were also connected to a narcotics 
ring). My wife was at the scene of the incu3er^, a fact I 
learned in October or November 1972. He, is also responsible 

for the death of his partner. I know he killed several more 
people during 1971, but I never found out who they were and when 
they had been killed. Be did it with another guy who was also 
a "hit” man for the Meyer Lansky family and for a big narcotics 
ring. Several guys from this narcotics ring have been arrested 
and one of them has also been charged with murder. I found this 
out on the 20th of September when I was visited by two 
investigators from Fort Lauderdale, and after I informed them 
who killed Walter Defrece. They kept asking me if I had something 
to do with the murder. The Miami police are also trying to frame • 
me for the murder of the two Homstead girls. They told me I 
knew too much; I had something to do w ith it. I know that the 
girls were killed with my gun. ^^K^-stole the gun from me. I 
reported to the police that my gun had been stolen. Anyway 
I reported it after the girls had already been killed. I never 
knew exactly when he took it. After I had seen my gun in his 
car, he told me that he took it on the last day before I sent 
him home. That was the day or a week before he killed the girls. 

He only told me to watch out because the gun was hot. The police 
never found this out from him. They only know it because I 
told them. They never charged me. They had me in Miami a year 
ago for questioning. They tried to blame roe for the murder. 

When they arrived at a dead end they wouldn't take my word for 
it. They frame whoever is the best possibility. That's the 
psychology (sic) of the Dade County Police Department. 
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kalso one detective who is'^wolved in a 
narcotics ring a^Fprostitution. He hates ro^Pike nothing 
else. He threatened my life. If I make a wrong move, he will 
kill me wherever I am, or he will put me behind bars for the 
rest of my life. I can't do anything about the Police Department. 
I don't know what to do.

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On 10/12/75, United Press International (UPI) carried 
e story from West Hartford, Connecticut, which quoted former 
l<ew Orleans, Louisiana District Attorney Jim Garrison and 
author Lark Lane at a three— day conference on the assassination 
of President Kennedy . 

Garrison and Lone said that the former Julia Ann 
> Merce r of Dallas, Jfexas, whose present name they would not 
disclose, will testify before a House Fill Subcommittee,* 

Garrison gave UPI copies of what he said were Miss Mercer's 
heretofore unpublished 6igncd statements that Dallas iBI Agents 
and the Sheriff's Department falsified testimony she gave to 
both agencies on Jack kuby. They said that if Miss Mercer's 
testimony had been unaltered and acted on. Jack kuby could 
have been prevented from fatally shooting Lee Harvey Oswald, 
They said Miss Mercer would give evidence implicating the FBI 
and the Dallas County Sheriff's Department in a cover-up of > 
what they claim was a CIA conspiracy to kill Kennedy. f 

These are not new a.llegations, While on the Johnny 
Carson Show on the night of January 31 - February 1, 19G8, 
Garrison stated that the FBI had interviewed Mercer immediately 
following the assassination and she claimed to. have seen a 
man approximately an hour or so before the assassination who 
carried a rifle from a truck. Gax*rison further stated that 
the day following the assassination the FBI exhibited several 
photographs to Mercer, one of which was of Jack Kuby, Garrison 
claimed that Mercer identified the photograph of kuby r.s the 
driver of the truck from which the man with the rifle emerged 
approximately one hour .before the assassination.^ ^ ^3*"*«* 
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The facts of this matter are that FBI Agents did 
interview Mercer on 11/22/63, when she volunteered information 
that she bad seen a truck with an "air conditioning" sign 
parked near the assassination site at approximately 10:50 a.a, 
on 11/22/63. She claimed a man left the truck carrying what 
appeared to be a gun case. She was again interviewed by FBI . 
Agents on 11/25/03, and was exhibited photographs of Lee Harvey 
Oswald to determine if the man carrying the object from the 
truck may have been Oswald. Mercer advised the Agents that 
the individual in question did not resemble Oswald. 


Mercer was again interviewed by FBI Agents on 11/27/53 
(five days after the assassination and three days after Ruby 
killed Oswald). At this time she was shown a group of 
photographs, which included Jack Ruby. She stated the driver 
of the truck she had observed on 11/22/63, bad a rather large 
round face similar to Ruby's, but she could not identify 
Ruby as the driver. 

The results of tlie interviews of Mercer were 
furnished to the Varren Commission. 


Luring the investigation of the assassination, the 
FBI determined that at approximately 11 a.u, (which is the 
approximate time Mercer saw the truck), Ruby was at the "Balias 
morning Hews" placing advertisements for bis two night clubs. 
This was corroborated by several people who saw and talked 
with him at the time. 

It should be noted that in this same 10/12/75 UPI 
release, Garrison and Lone mentioned that former FBI A gent 
Vfilllam S jftf alter, now a bank executive in Morgan Citjr, 
fTouisima , will"’ a Iso testify before the same House Subcommittee. 
Garrison said Y/nlter will testify 10/20/75 that as an FBI Agent 
in ba lias he received a telegraphed message from the FBI's 
Y.’aslflhgVOn Headquarters five days before Kennedy's death that 
thexe would be an e.ttewpt on Kennedy's life, but the warning 
was destroyed and never followed up. 
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Garrison said the barren Comioission appears to have 
decided in advance that Oswald was the lone assassin of 
President Kennedy and tailored its investigation to fit its 
pre judgment. 

The UPI release listed others at the three-day 
conference at the University of Hartford as George O'Toole, 
former CIA Chief of Problems Analysis, and Haver ford 
University Professor Josiah Thompson, author of "Six Seconds 
in Dallas."

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Reference is made to UPI wire service release dated 
10/16/75 (copy attached), crediting U. S. Representative Don 
Edwards with statements raising issue with the FBI's working 
relationship with the Warren Commission during the investigation 
of captioned case. 

The wire service release specifically quotes U. S. 
Representative Don Edwards, Chairman of the House Civil and 
Constitutional Rights Subcommittee as stating that the FBI 
was not *candid with the Warren Commission and that it didn't 
provide the Warren Commission with all the information in / 

its files"; that Edwards' panel is trying to determine if | 

there was "an appropriate working relationship" between the 
FBI and the Warren Commission; and thirdly, that the Commission 
did not have its own investigators and had to rely on the FBI. 

The above allegation that the FBI was not candid with 
the Commission and did not provide all the information in its 
files to the Commission is false and without foundation. The 
Commission's records themselves reflect that our five-volume 
report submitted 12/9/63, which summarized the results of our 
investigation conducted immediately after the assassination, 
was of principle importance to the Commission. Based upon an 
analysis of this report, the Commission requested the FBI 
furnish "the underlying investigative materials relied upon in 
the summary report." Reports dealing with this request were 
subsequently furnished the Commission which in turn organized 
the facts developed into pertinent categories in order to reveal 
unresolved and unanswered questions from which additional investi* 

• gation was requested. It should be noted that these additional 

* 'requests for investigation were handled not only by the FBI 

but by other Governmental agencies and Congressional Committees. 
The Commission record also points out that independent experts 
_ outside the Federal Government were used to supplement and 
'verify thg ^information provided the Commission. A * Q 
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* In light of the above information it appears highly 

unlikely that any pertinent information could have been withheld 
from the Commission as it would have come to light during the 
course of the Commission's inquiry. The Commission relied not 
only on the above investigative results but based its findings 
primarily upon the testimony of sworn witnesses. 

In regard to whether or not there was an appropriate 
working relationship between the FBI and the Commission, there 
is no information to indicate that there was anything but an 
excellent working relationship between the Bureau and the 
Commission. The actions of the Bureau as well as those of all 
other investigative agencies connected with this inquiry were 
subjected to the scrutiny of the Commission. The Commission 
record clearly states whenever the facts or rumors called for 
an appraisal of the acts of the agencies themselves, special 
measures were taken and the actions of that agency were 
reviewed in detail by the Commission's staff. In some instances, 
the inquiry conducted by the Commission's staff included the 
appearance and testimony under oath of the responsible official 
of the agency under scrutiny. 

The statement that the Warren Commission was not 
provided all the information in the FBI files is in apparent 
reference to our recent acknowledgment concerning the note 
left at the Dallas Office of the FBI by Lee Harvey Oswald prior 
to the assassination. This matter has been the subject of an 
extensive internal FBI inquiry handled separately. There is no 


9 The point raised in the ^above news release that the 

Commission did not have its own investigators and had to rely 
upon the FBI is a misleading statement. The Commission did not 
have its own investigators as is evidenced by the Commission's 
report which reflects that "Because of the intelligence, coopera- 
tion and facilities of Federal investigative agencies, it was 
unnecessary for the Commission to employ investigators other 
than the members of the Commission's legal staff. " The Commission 
did not have to rely solely upon the FBI in the conduct of this 
*" investigation as the Commission record indicates that 10 major 
Departments of the Federal Government, 14 independent agencies, 

4 Congressional Committees, plus independent experts were 
utilized in the conduct of this investigation. The independent 
'experts were used on occasion to verify and supplement investi- 
gation conducted by the above sources. 
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The above information is clearly contained in the 
Foreword to the "Report of the President's Commission on the 
Assassination *of President John F. Kennedy."

FYI I received a phone call yesterday from a man who had 
read the story about Nagell {copy enclosed!* He did not 
identify himself and I figured he wouldn't if I asked-* so

He asked what it would be worth to me to have a logical 
explanation of Kennedy's assassination — "what has 
happened-* the name of the killer and why*" I asked whether 
he had it and he said he did* He indicated that the killing

, information to ex-FBI official to effect that FBI tapped Marina 
Ur Oswa ld's telephones and bugged her living quarters in Texas and -

regarding motives of Lee 'Harvey Oswald or supporting suspicions 
that Oswald was involved in a conspiracy which the ex-official 
said prompted the coverage.

Coverage resulted In uncovering°of negotiations between 
Marina Oswald and her attorney which was considered undesirable. 

No significant results obtained along lines of purpose of coverage. 
Inspector J. R. Malley discussed discontinuance with Rankin on 
3/6/64, and he said there was no objection. Coverage removed 
3/12/64. The pertinent information that was obtained was furnish- 
ed to Warren Commission when received. Report covering coverage 
was prepared but not sent to Warren Commission since if it was 
made part of public record it would be readily apparent the infor- 
mation came from technical coverage.

DETAILS : The_ 10/30/75, edition of the "New.Yofk Times* newspaper 

carries an article by John M.^Ctewdson oh page 34 entitled^Tap 
On Marina Oswald* s Roon} Reported by Ex-FBI Official.* Information 
"in the article, attributed to an unnamed 'former' FBI official, says 
the FBI tapped Marina Oswald '6 telephone and bugged her living 
quarters after the assassination of President Kennedy. The article 
states the coverage continued for some months but to the best of 
the recollection of the ex-official, no information was developed 
which bore directly on Lee Harvey Oswald's motives or supported 
suspicions held by some FBI officials that Oswald was involved in 
a conspiracy against the President's life. These suspicions 
prompted the Bureau to initiate its electronic coverage of 
Mrs. Oswald, according to the ex-official. Also according to the 
official, the FBI failed to report either the fact of the surveil- 
lance or it6 product to investigators for the Warren Commission. 


The article set forth interviews of two Warren Commis- 
sion staff members who said they could not remember having been 
told of the coverage. Another staff member said he recalled 
having been told that the FBI had bugged the hotel room that 
Mrs. Oswald occupied on her visit to Washington to testify before 
the Commission. 


The bugging of the hotel room was also confirmed by the 
ex-FBI official who said it produced nothing apparently related 
to the investigation at hand. 

The FBI is quoted as saying that it had "conducted an 
electronic surveillance of Marina Oswald's residence from 
2/29/64, to 3/12/64, based upon written approval of the Attorney 
General of the United States." The article says the FBI denied 
having conducted electronic eavesdropping on Mrs. Oswald at her 
Washington hotel (A copy of the newspaper article is attached, 
numbered one) • 


The General Investiqative Division has developed the 
following information regarding this matter. On 2/24/64, Director 
J. Edgar Hoover prepared a memorandum relating to a conversation 
he had on that date with J. Lee Rankin, General Counsel of the 
Warren Commission. Mr. Rankin expressed concern that Mrs. Oswald 
might run out on the Commission before they had an opportunity to 
get her back for further testimony. He said he was wondering 
about a stakeout on her which would watch her and see 'who is 
visiting her for a while. According to the memorandum, Mr. Hoover 
* suggested a telephone tap could be considered in addition to the 
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stakeout since there would not be a trial so any information would 
not be excluded (A copy of Mr. Hoover's 2/24/64, memorandum is 
attached. The comments regarding a telephone tap are on page six. 
Filed in 105-126032-66, numbered two). 


On 2/24/64, a memorandum was prepared for the Attorney 
General stating the FBI had received a request from the President's 
Commission on the assassination of President John F. Kennedy for 
a technical surveillance regarding Marina Oswald. The Attorney 
General was requested to authorize installation of a technical 
surveillance at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Declan P. Ford in 
Dallas, Texas (where Marina Oswald was living at the time), or 
at any other address to which Marina Oswald may move in the future. 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy signed his approval to thi6 memo- 
randum on 2/25/64. (A copy of this Attorney General approval is 
attached. Filed in National Security Electronic Surveillance File 
maintained by the Intelligence Division, numbered three). 


By memorandum from Mr. Sullivan to Mr. Belmont 2/27/64, 
microphone surveillance was requested and approved for the 
residence of Mrs. Oswald, 629 Beltline Road, Richardson, Texas. 
She had rented this residence and was expected to move there from 
the Ford residence on the weekend of 2/29 to 3/1/64. (Copy of 
2/27/64, memorandum attached. Kept in Special File Room, 
105-82555-2400, numbered four). 


On 2/28/64, the Director sent a letter to Mr. Rankin 
which referenced the discussion of 2/24/64, in which Mr. Rankin 
requested the FBI to conduct appropriate investigation to determine 
the contacts and activities of Marina Oswald. Information was set 
forth in the letter which came from a physical surveillance which 
was instituted after the 2/24/64, discussion. (The 2/28/64, letter 
to Rankin attached, 105-126032-80, numbered five). No installations 
were made at the Declan Ford residence since Marina Oswald was 
moving from there shortly after the approvals were granted. They 
were made at Mrs. Oswald's new residence in Richardson, Texas. The 
telephone surveillance was established at 4:35 p.m., 2/29/64. The 
microphone installation was completed and placed in operation at 
4:30 p.m., 3/2/64. (See attached 3/2/64, Dallas airtel enclosing 
two FD-142s both captioned "Recommendation For Installation of 
Technical or Microphone Surveillance." Kept in Special, File Room, 
105-82555-2363, numbered six). 
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By memorandum of 3/5/64, from W. A. Branigan to 
W. C. Sullivan, it was recommended that Inspector J. R. Malley 
discuss with Mr. Rankin the fact that the technical surveillance 
(telephone) and the associated lookout and physical surveillance 
had uncovered details of Mrs. Oswald's negotiations with her 
attorney, William McKenzie, which from a legal standpoint was 
undesirable and raised the possibility that the Bureau could be 
criticized for this coverage. Additionally, the technical, 
microphone, and physical surveillances had not developed 
commensurate significant results concerning her contacts and 
activities. It was recommended that Inspector Malley advise 
Mr. Rankin the physical and technical surveillances were being 
discontinued. It was additionally recommended that the microphone 
surveillance be discontinued on our own authority since we had 
not advised the Commission of the microphone surveillance. 

Mr. Hoover approved both recommendations. (Copy of 3/5/64, memo- • 
randum attached. Maintained in 105-82555-2588, numbered seven). 

By A. Rosen to Mr. Belmont memorandum of 3/6/64, 
Inspector Malley reported that he had discussed the discontinuance 
of the physical and technical surveillances with Mr. Rankin on 
3/6/64, and Mr. Rankin advised there was no objection to the 
discontinuance of the surveillances. (Copy of 3/6/64, memorandum 
attached. Filed in 105-82555-2587, numbered eight). 

The physical surveillance was discontinued at 
10:00 a.m., 3/9/64. (See attached 3/9/64, Dallas airtel. Filed 
in 105-82555-2582, numbered nine). 

Removal of the technical and microphone installations 
from Mrs. Oswald's residence and the nearby surveillance location 
was completed at 2:30 p.m., 3/12/64. (See attached Dallas airtel 
of 3/18/64. Filed in 105-82555-2688, numbered ten). 

By memorandum W. A. Branigan to Mr. Sullivan of 4/7/64, 
it was stated that a report had been prepared at Dallas by Special 
Agent Milton L. Newsom, dated 3/23/64, which set forth the results 
of the technical and microphone surveillances of Marina Oswald. It 
was recommended that the report not be sent to the Warren Commis- 
sion since the pertinent information from the sources had been 
sent to the Commission by separate letter as the information was 
received. The point was made that there was no objection to 
giving the report to the Commission but if it was made a part of 
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the public record, it would be apparent to a reader that the 
information came from a technical surveillance. Mention was made 
that even though the coverage was placed in response to the 
Commission's request, it did not appear that the Commission 
specifically asked for the technical surveil lance. Therefore, 
if there was public criticism it would be directed at the FBI 
rather than the Commission. 



Director Hoover wrote on the memorandum "I agree 
reluctantly because Commission seems to be intensively alert to 
embarrass FBI as evidence in recent list of interrogations 
addressed to us by the Commission.” (Copy of 4 / 7 / 64 , memorandum 
is attached. Maintained in Special File Room, 105 - 82555 - 3144 , 
numbered eleven) . 

Regarding the allegation that the FBI bugged 
Mrs. Oswald's hotel room while she was in Washington to testify 
before the Warren Commission, no indication has been found of 
this. Appropriate files have been reviewed and checks have been 
made by Supervisor H. W. Porter, Analytical Research Unit of 
the Intelligence Division. 

What the Warren Commission staff member may have had 
in mind when he told the "New York Times” that he recalled being 
told that Mrs. Oswald's hotel room was bugged when she was in 
Washington is that the Washington Field Office prepared a series 
of letterhead memoranda regarding Mrs. Oswald's stay at the 
Willard Hotel in February, 1964 , which were furnished to the 
Warren Commission. The source of most of th e information in the 
letterhead memoranda wa 1 at the hotel. He was 
identified in the letterhead memoranda as "WF T-l.” One of the 
letterhead memoranda, dated 2 / 20 / 64 , set forth extensive informa- 
tion attributed to "WF T-l” regarding long-distance telephone 
calls made during the stay by Mrs. Oswald's business manager, 

Jim Martin, and her lawyer, John M. Thorpe, who were with her on 
the trio. T he in/orjmation obta ined was of the type readily avail- 
able ^ 1 3 but to someone unfamiliar with 

investigative techniques Tt might appear as having come from a 
telephone ”bug.” (Copy of the Washington Field Office letterhead 
memorandum of 2 / 20 / 64 , and its cover airtel are attached. Filed 
in 105 - 82555 - 2223 , numbered twelve).

RUBY stated he was born March 25 # 1911# at Chicago, 
Illinois, and attended the second year of high school but did 
not complete that year of school. He presently resides at * 
Apartment 207, 223 South Ewing, Dallas, Texas. He operates 
the Carousel Club at 1312^ Commerce, and the Vegas Club, 3508 
Oak Lawn, In Dallas, Texas. His name at birth was JACK RUBEN- 
STEIN, but he had his name legally changed to JACK RUBY at 
Dallas, Texas, In 1948 or 1949. He has also used the name 
' i JACK LEON RUBY. He has lived In Dallas since 1947# living 
Boat of the time In Chicago, Illinois, before that time.

On Friday, November 22, 1963# after he heard that * 

, President KENNEDY had been assassinated, he placed signs • 

* on the doors of both of his clubs, that because of the 
death of the President, the clubs would be closed. He had 
not planned on opening them again until after the President 1 * 
funeral, because he was ashamed that anyone would want to 
V participate In dancing or any entertainment after the assassl- 
mm . •• nation. On Friday night, he went to his church. Congregation 
Shearith Israel Synagogue, for prayer, and remembered that 
Rabbi SILVERMAN told those present that this tragic event 
should make us all better people. He later went to a dell- 
* catessen and had some sandwiches made up, and drove downtown 

and called Detective SIMS at the Homicide and Robbery Bureau 
at the Police Department, to see If anyone there wanted the 
sandwiches. Mr. SIMS told him they had all eaten, and the 
sandwiches were not needed. RUBY explained that he has 
operated night clubs In Dallas since 1947# and during that 
time has become personally acquainted with many members of 
the Dallas Police Department. The officers have been very 
fair with him, and not one has ever put his hand out for even 
one dime. He knew that the police officers were working 
very hard, and he Just wanted to do something for them, so 
he thought he could help them by getting them some food. 

After he talked with Detective SIMS, he decided to call 
Radio Station KLIF in Dallas# to see if anyone there wanted 
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the sandwiches. He could not get anyone to answer the 
phone, so he walked over to the Police Department to 
find someone that could give him the phone number In the 
room where the broadcasts were being made at KLIP. While 
In a hallway at the Police Department, he saw the Officers 
escorting OSWALD, the man who killed President KENNEDY, down 
the hall to an assembly room. He had never seen OSWALD be- 
fore, and did not know him. He noticed that OSWALD had a 
black eye, and his face was scratched, and heard OSWALD 
mumble something as he passed by him. OSWALD was In the 
assembly room for a few moments, then was brought back down 
the hall and taken upstairs. He later returned home, where 
he watched television broadcasts about President KENNEDY 
and the assassination, and read the newspaper articles about 
It. The following morning, he drove down to the spot where 
President KENNEDY was killed, and spent about an hour there, 
talking for some time with Police Officer CHANEY, who was on • 
duty there. After that, he returned home where he read news- 
papers and watched television. When he was alone, he cried 
a great deal, because President KENNEDY was his idol, and 
he was grieved that this nut OSWALD did a thing that brought 
such grief to the people of Dallas and people all over the 
world. 

On Saturday night, November 23# 19^3# he called a 
friend, TOM O' GRADY, who was formerly a member of the Dallas 
Police Department, and talked with him about President KENNEDY* s 
death, but he did not discuss with 0* GRADY anything about 
shooting OSWALD, because such’ a thought r bad not occurred 
to him at that time. 

RUBY declined to give a detailed account of his 
activities, or any other names of persons he had been In 
contact with during the past few days. 

He was also upset over an advertisement by one 
BERNARD WEISSMAN in the Dallas Morning News newspaper of 
November 22, 1963, criticizing President KENNEDY • RUBY 
said he was proud of the fact that he was a Jew, and was 
ashamed that anyone named WEISSMAN would criticize the 
President. 



RUBY said that many grievances built up, apparently, 

* until he reached the point of insanity. He read in the news- 
paper about 0SWA1D having a trial, and he thought that President 
KENNEDY'S wife would have to return to Dallas for the trial . 






and he did not think she should have to undergo that ordeal. 
He recalled that not too long ago an officer of the Dallas 
Police Department was killed by a hotel man, and the hotel 
man beat the deal and was never even sentenced for the 
killing. Because of this, he was afraid that if OSWALD 
were tried in court, he might be turned loose. As he walked 
down the streets, he noticed that people were going about 
their regular activities, and at night they were in clubs 
dancing and having a good time, apparently not in mourning 
or grieving continuously as he had. He felt that the civic 
leaders of Dallas were very sincere in their sorrow, but 
were helpless to show how much they were grieving. He also 
knew that the officers of the Dallas Police Department were 
helpless to do anything to OSWALD for killing President 
KENNEDY. He said he saw Attorney General BOBBY KENNEDY on 
television, and thought how much he loved his brother, the 
President, and how much BOBBY KENNEDY would like to do 
something to OSWALD, but couldn’t do anything to OSWAID. * 

He read newspaper articles about the President’s children, 
and he thought of the sorrow that had been brought to them. 

He said he was proud of the way the City of Dallas had 
handled racial problems, and he thought it was the greatest 
city in the world, so he wanted to be something, better than 
anyone else. 

RUBY Said he thought about these things, and had 
become very emotional. On Sunday morning, November 24, 

1963, he left his apartment at about 10:00 a.m. and drove 
his car downtown to a parking lot across the street north 
of the Western Union Office, at the corner of Main Street 
and North Central Expressway. Before he left heme, he put 
his revolver in his right coat pocket. He had bought this 
revolver, a Smith and Wesson *38 special caliber hammerless 
revolver, two or three years ago, at Ray’s Hardware on Single- 
ton Avenue, in Dallas, Texas. After parking his car, he 
went to the Western Union Office, and sent a $25.00 money 
order to an employee, KAREN BENNETT, at Ft. Worth, Texas, 
so that she could go by the Western Union Office there and 
pick the money up, as she had requested him to do. KAREN 
BENNETT lives in Ft. Worth. '

Sometime after sending the telegram, he entered 
the basenient of the building where the Police Department 
. in Dallas is located, entering from the Main Street side. 

RUBY said he did not wish to say how he got into the 
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* ‘basement, or at what time he entered. Ee did say that no 
one helped him in any way to enter the basement of the 
building, and he did not use any press badge or help 
anyone move in camera or press equipment into the building 
to gain entrance. When OSWALD was brought out through 
the door to the basement, RUBY said he was standing among 
the press representatives. When OSWAID passed near him, 

RUBY pulled his revolver from his pocket, placed the re- 
volver next to OSWAID, and fired one shot at OSWAID. RUBY 
was immediately grabbed by the Police Officers and taken 
into custody. 

RUBY said he had not planned to do this when 
he went into the basement, but declined to say why he 
brought his revolver with him when he came downtown. Be 
also declined to give any reason for shooting OSWAID, . 
except to say that it was Just a moment of insanity that 
overcame his sane reasoning when he saw OSWAID. 

RUBY said that basicallyjie was a humanitarian, 
and was not a Joiner of organizations. He belongs to no 
clubs, or groups of any kind, and is not a member of any 
political group. He has no particular political philosophy, 
and when he votes, he votes for the man that he thinks trill 
do the best Job. He said he had not talked with anyone 
about shooting OSWAID, he made no telephone calls, or 
told anyone directly or indirectly that he intended to 
shoot OSWAID, and he made no plans to shoot OSWAID. He 
said that if OSWAID had confessed to shooting President 
KENNEDY, he probably would never have shot OSWAID, because' 
he would have felt that OSWAID would have been convicted in 
court, but since OSWAID had not confessed to the assassination, 
he was afraid OSWAID might be' turned loose. He said that 
hundreds of people had probably thought about wanting to 
kill OSWAID, but he knew that no one would do anything about 
it. Then, after he had shot OSWALD, he wondered whether he 
had not been a sucker, even though he had done what many 
people had probably wanted to do. He said he was not in- 
volved in any conspiracy with anyone, no one asked him or 
• suggested to him that he shoot OSWAID, and no one gave him a 
shot In the am or anything to give him oourage to do this. 

It was simply a compulsive act. 

. RUBY described himself as a white male, born March 

25 , 1911, at Chicago, Illinois. He is five feet, nine inches

*' ' RUBY related that be was born on the West Side area of 

Chicago and grew up at unrecalled addresses on Maxwell and Bolstead 
Streets In Chicago. As soon as be was large enough, be started 
Working Abound rodeos and sporting events, selling refreshments. Be 
also sold banners at conventions, and scalped tickets for varlouis 
; sporting events. Sometime in about 1933 or 1934, be went to 
"California where be sold tip sheets at the race tracks on the 
Vest Coast. Be lived in San Francisco most of the time and also 
sold subscriptions to the Bearst newspapers. For a short time in 
1936 be went into business with SA11 GORDON who is now a restaurant 
owner in Sacramento, California. Be and GORDON bought small turtles, 
painted their backs, And sold them at the fair in Pomona, California. 

In about 1937, be returned to Chicago, Illinois, and contacted a 
■ friend; LEON COOK, an attorney, who had organized a Scrap Iron and 
Junk Handlers Union, A. F. of L. RUBY became Secretary and Treasurer 
of this Local at Chicago in 1937 and worked at this job until either 
the last month of 1939 or January, 1940, when LEON COOK was killed 
during an argument at a -union meeting. As he was an official of the 
‘union, he was held in jail overnight for questioning but was never 
charged with any crime in connection with the shooting of LEON COOK. 

A man named JIM MARTIN was the person who shot LEON COOK and MARTIN 
was convicted of this shooting. After the death of LEON COOK, RUBY 
quit his jo!b with the Ucrap Iron and Junk Handlers Union. Since be 
bad no middle name, be has frequently since the death of his friend 
LEON COOK, used the name LEON as his middle nane. Early in 1940, 
be traveled throughout the Northeastern part of the United^ States,

that Area. The punchboards gave prizes of candy, with the big prize 
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as a cedar chest. . Be did this tint 11 he was Inducted Into the V. 8 . 
Army Air Corps, in 1943 at Rockford, Illinois. Bis Serial Number 
was possibly 1,076,666 or 3,076,666. While in the service, be took 
basic training at Keesler Field, Biloxi, Mississippi, then went to 
aircraft mechanic school at Seymour Johnson Air Base at Goldsboro, 
Worth Carolina. After he finished this school, he was sent to 
school at Farmingdale, New York, at the factory where the P-47 
airplanes were manufactured. Following this school, he went back to 
Goldsboro, North Carolina, for a short time. Be was subsequently 
assigned to Hunter and Drew Air Fields at Savannah, Georgia; 

Blumenthal Field, Wilmington, North Carolina, and McDill Field, 

Tampa, Florida. Be was honorably discharged from the service In 
1946 as a private first class. Be said no disciplinary action was 
taken against him while he was in the military service. Be worked 
around Chicago helping his brother EARL in a mall order business 
until he moved to Dallas, Texas, in June, 1947. Bis sister, EVA GRANT, 
was living in Dallas. Be and EVA opened a nightclub known as the 
Singapore Club at 1717 8. Ervay and he worked there. 

Late in 1947, he returned to Chicago for a few weeks but 
his sister, EVA GRANT, called for him to come hack to Dallas to 
help her so he returned. They changed the name of the Singapore Club 
to the Silver Spur and he resumed working there. Be lived in^a room 
at 1719§ S. Ervay while working at the Silver Spur. In 1952, "be took 
over the Bob Wills Ranch House Club, located at Corinth and 
Industrial Streets, and operated both places for a short time, but 
soon went broke and lost both clubs. MARTY GUZPLE, who is now dead, 
and WILLIE EPSTEIN, who now lives in New York City and with his father 
operates a millinery manufacturing shop, assumed some of the debts 
and took over the Silver Spur. He .went back to Chicago but did not 
like living there so after a month or two be decided to return to 
Dallas because he owed a lot of money to people in Dallas and was 
depressed about this and wanted to return to Dallas and make some 
money and pay off bis debts.

They operated that 
club for a while, but RUBY and ALKANAN had some disagreements over

'to sell an item known as a "twist board" which is manufactured by 
Plasti-Lite Products, Inc., owned by LLOYD AD AT 3 of Fort Worth,

SUBJECT: •, ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT

1 delivered the evidence from the FBI Laboratory to Chief of Police 
JESSE E. CURRY and Assistant Chief of Police' BATCHELOR. Dallas PD, 
this date. I told Chief CURRY that the FBI Laboratory had 
developed some evidence from material sent to the Laboratory 
by their Department and felt that it would be unwise to give 
such to the press at this time because of the evidentiary nature 
of the matter. Chief CURRY stated that he was not going to make 
available any of the information developed by the FBI Laboratory 
and that it would only be made available at the time of trial.

District .Attorney HENRY WADE came to the Dallas PD on the night 
of 11/24/63,' and Asst.' Chief of Police BATCHELOR told WADE it 
was unwise to give this material to the press and that Chief 
CURRY had made a commitment to the FBI that he would not release 
same. Deputy Chief M. W. STEVENSON, CID, Dallas PD, pleaded 
with WADE not to release this information, as well as Deputy 
Chief G. L. LUMPKIN.* WADE told the press conference himself, 
according to Asst. Chief BATCHELOR. 

I asked HENRY WADE why he had released this Information without 
checking with the FBI and he stated that be knew that if he checked 
with the FBI, they would object to releasing same, and therefore, 
called the press conference without conferring with any Bureau 
representative. , / 
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JACK L. RUBY was interviewed in an interview room 
located on floor 6-M of the Dallas County Jail, Dallas, Texas* 

His attorneys, KELVIN BELLI, San Francisco, California; 

JOE TONAHILL, Jasper, Texas; SAM BRODY, Los Angeles, California, 
and WILLIAM CHOULOS, San Francisco, California, were present. 

The interview commenced at 1:50 PM and continued until 3:30 PM, 
when RUBY went to the rest room. It was resumed again at 3:34 PM 
and continued until 5:00 PM. 

JACK L. RUBY was advised by SA C. RAY HALL that he did 
not have to make any statement. He was reminded that his attorneys 
were present, and that any statements he made in answers to 
questions could be used against him in a court of law. 

JACK L. RUBY then furnished the following information: 

On the night of Wednesday, November 20, 1963, he was at 
his club, the Carousel Club, in Dallas, Texas. He thinks he closed 
the club at about 2:00 AM on November 21, 1963. One of his dancers, 
called "LITTLE LYNN", drank some champagne before closing, and when 
she started home she got sick and passed out at Nichol6 Brothers 

parking garage near his club. He think6 this occurred after 

2:00 AM on November 21, 1963, but it could have been after 

2:00 AM on November 20, 1963. He went over to see about her, 

and tried to get her to go to a hospital, but she refused to go. v 
He remained with her, trying to take care of her, until 4:00 AM 
or 5:00 AM and then went home, so far as he can now recall. After 
he got home, he went to bed and went to sleep. 

At about 10:30 AM or 11:00 AM on November 21, 1963, he 
received a telephone call at home from a girl named TRAMMELL, whose 
first name may be CONNIE, or something similar. He met this girl 
at the Carousel Club about sight months previously, and since meetin; 
her she has called him on the telephone several times. The 
TRAMMELL girl lives in an apartment on either Gaston Avenue or * 

Live Oak Street in Dallas. When she called him on November 21, 

1963, she told him that she had to get a job and that she had 
an appointment with LAMAR HUNT. He asked her how she got an 
appointment with HUNT, and she told him that she called HUNT'S 
; home and got his number, then just called his office and asked 
’ him for an appointment about a job. • 
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* TRAMMELL asked RUBY to come after her and give her a 
ride downtown, so he got dressed, picked her up and drove her ' 
downtown. RUBY had an appointment with his attorney but does 
not remember whether it was GRAHAM KOCH or STANLEY KAUFMAN. 

Both attorneys have offices in the Mercantile Securities 
Building, Dallas, the same building in which LAMAR HUNT has his 
offices.- TRAMMELL went up to see LAMAR HUNT and after RUBY 
completed his business with his attorney regarding some tax 
matters, he waited around the cigar stand in the lobby for a 
•while for . TRAMMELL to come down, but she' did not, so he left and 
went to the Carousel Club. When he got to the club, one of his 
employees named LARRY was there. 

LARRY was a young boy whom he had seen at the State 
Fair of Texas, and he gave LARRY a job at the Carousel Club 
after the fair closed. He had asked LARRY to build a crate 
so he could ship a dog to a friend of RUBY's, AL GRUBER, who 
lives on Olympic Street in Los Angeles, California. LARRY had 
not built the crate, so he jgot after him for not having done 
what he had asked him to do. So far as he remembers, he stayed 
around the Carousel Club until about 9:30 PM, when he and RALPH 
PAUL, who owns part of the Carousel Club, went to the Egyptian 
Lounge for dinner. 

/ * * 

While they were eating at the Egyptian Lounge, a man 
named CONNORS, who is a salesman for the Dallas Morning News 
newspaper, came over to the table and invited RUBY over to the 
Castaway Club located nearby. He declined the invitation because 
he did not want to go to this club as the manager had hired an 
orchestra away from RUBY that had played for RUBY for several years. 
After* dinner, RUBY returned to the Carousel Club. During the 
evening of November 21, 1963, he did the breaks between shows, 
which were two breaks of twenty minutes each, and he used a 
roulette wheel to give. away prizes to the audience. Sometime 
during the evening, he ordered someone out of the club because 
he was creating a disturbance, but he has no idea who this person 
was. He believes he closed the Carousel Club at about 2:00 AM on 
-November 22,* 1963, and went home. If he went anywhere^ to eat 
before going home, he does not remember it*. He does not now 
remember whether GEORGE SENATOR, who shares the apartment with 
RUBY, was at home when he arrived there or not, but he went 
directly to bed and went to sleep* 
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On .the morning of November 22, 1963, RUBY got up at 
about 9:30 AM and does not now recall .whether GEORGE SENATOR was 
in the apartment or not. He drove downtown and stopped at the 
Dallas Horning News at about 10:50 AH. He believes he stopped . 

... .for a moment and talked to two girls employed there, GLADYS CRADDOC) 
and a girl named CONNELLY or CONNELL. He thinks he gave them a 
.. bottle of Larson '8 CRD, a food supplement for persons on a diet. 

He then went to the office of TONY ZOPPI, but TONY was not there. 
RUBY looked over a brochure there about BILL DEMAR, a master of 
ceremonies at the Carousel Club. Another employee of the news- 
paper, a Mr. PAYNE, may have been in ZOPPI *s office while RUBY 
was in there. 

RUBY left that office and went to Mr. JOHN NEWNAM's 
office at the newspaper to talk about RUBY's ads. RUBY was trying 
to make a 12:00 noon deadline. Hr. CONNORS, the same person RUBY 
had seen at the Egyptian Lounge the previous evening, came in to 
NEWNAM's office, and they talked for a while. NEWNAM came in, and 
RUBY completed his advertisements for hi6 clubs. 

At about that time, people began running around, and 
RUBY heard someone say that somebody had been shot. First, he 
heard that Governor CONNALLY had been shot, then a Secret 
Service Agent, and then someone said that "our beloved President 
has been shot". RUBY then called his sister, EVA GRANT, and told 
her about the shooting and told her he would be at her house as • 
soon as he could. He left the Dallas Morning News but does not knc 
'the time when he left. He drove to the Carousel Club and told his 
employee, ANDY ARMSTRONG, to get in touch with everybody and tell 
them he was closing his clubs. He then called a friend, ALICE 
NICHOLS, and she told him that Neiman-Marcus had closed their 
store. He called AL GRUBER in Los Angeles from the Carousel Club 
and told GRUBER he would send a dog to him soon. RUBY said he 
talked to GRUBER about the death of President KENNEDY but began 
crying and finally just told GRUBER he had to break it off and 
hung up the telephone. 

« 

Somebody brought some merchandise to the club, but he 
does not remember who it was, and RUBY just told the man to take 
the merchandise back as he did not want aoy. He called his sister 
several times during the afternoon and was so upset that he was 
belligerent toward his employees, ANDY and LARRY, who were at 
the Carousel Club. He remembers getting a telephone call from 
KATHY KAY; he called his business associate, RALPH PAUL, and told 
* PAUL that he was going to close his clubs; he called BRECK WALL 
in Galveston, and also JOE PETERSON; and he called his sister 
EILEEN in Chicago, locating her at his 6i6ter MARIAN'S house. 
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Sometime late that afternoon, he left the Carousel 
Club and went to the Ritz Delicatessen and bought a lot of food 
*and then went to the home of his sister in Dallas, EVA GRANT. He 
and his sister talked and while there, his employee, ANDY, called 
. and tolid him that DON SAFRAN, of the Dallas Times .Herald, had 
called and wanted to get in touch with him. RUBY then called 
SAFRAN, who told RUBY that the Cabana and the Century Room were 
going to close and he did not know what ABE and BARNEY WEINSTEIN 
were go'ing to do. 0 RUBY said he told SAFRAN that he had already 
closed, without aSking what the other club owners were doing. 
SAFRAN then asked RUBY about whether he would be open the next 
night, and RUBY said he did not know but would call him back. 

In a few minutes RUBY called SAFRAN back and told him he was 
going to be closed Saturday and Sunday nights, in addition to 
• • Friday night. 

At no time did RUBY go to Parkland Hospital on 
November 22, 1963. At about 7:00 PM or 8:00 PM, he left his 
sister's home and drove to hi6 apartment to get dressed to go 
4 to Congregation Shearith Israel Synagogue, arriving there at 
about 10:00 PM or 10:30 PM. Before he left his apartment, he 
called Dr. COLEMAN JACOBSON to determine when the services began 
at his Synagogue* Following services, refreshments were served, 
but he did not feel like visiting with anyone. He stayed there 
for a short time, then drove toward downtown. He passed the Club 
BaliHai, noticing that it was open, and then drove by the Gay Life 
Club and saw that it was closed. He then drove on to Phil's 
Delicatessen and went in and talked to the owner, PHIL MILLER. 

He had read in the newspaper, or heard over the radio, that the 
police officers in the Homicide Bureau would be working overtime 
that night, so he ordered ten sandwiches and decided he would 
. take them something to eat. After he ordered the sandwiches, he 
called the Police Department Homicide Bureau and talked to 
Detective SIMS, telling him he was getting some sandwiches and 
would bring them down for them; • SIMS told hinr they were about 
through and were ’winding up things there and did* not want any- 
thing to eat. After SIMS told him that % ’he decided he would 
* take the sandwiches to the employees at KL1F Radio Station. 

? f He explained that he has 'known 'GORDON MC LEND0N, owner 

'* of the radio station, for a number of years, and he also knows 
fv- RUSS KNIGHT, a disk jockey at the station. The employees at the 
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radio station have been good about giving him free plugs when 
he was trying to get started with his clubs, and he just wanted 
to do something for them because he knew they would be working 
"late. He called GORDON MC LENDON's home, from Phil's Delicatessen, 
" . • in order to get a number at the radio station so he could talk to 

’ * the nen on duty there. The daughter gave him a number, and he 
told her he was going to take some sandwiches to the radio 
station, but the daughter told him her mother had already sent 
some food up there. RUBY called the number he had gotten, but 

it wa6 a wrong number. 

. • 

He picked up his sandwiches and discovered they had made 
only eight, when he ordered ten. He drank a soft drink, then left 
with hi6 sandwiches and drove downtown, driving up Commerce Street 
and parking across from the City Hall. He decided to go to the 
Police Department to try to locate some newsmen from KLIP in 
order to obtain the unlisted phone number for the radio station. 

He went to the third floor of the Police Department, where the 
newsmen were gathered. A6 he got off the elevator* a policeman, 
who wa6 not known to RUBY, asked him where he was going, or whom 
he wanted to see. RUBY told him he was looking for JOE DELONG, 
of KLIF, and the officer let him go on inside. He looked around 
for a while, without seeing anyone from KLIF, and asked some 
unknown police officer to have JOE DELONS paged over the loud- 
speaker. DELONG did not answer the page, but while he was waiting 
he saw Captain FRITZ, of the Police Department, come out of his 
office with a person, OSWALD. RUBY heard a reporter tell FRITZ' 
that this was not a good place, so FRITZ went back inside his 
office with OSWALD. In a minute, RUBY heard some newsmen say 
something about the basement, so he went down there to an 
assembly room where some newsmen were. ,* 

When he saw OSWALD here, this was the first time that 
he had ever seen him. He had never heard the name of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD before OSWALD’S arrest on November 22, 1963, by the Dallas 
Police Department. Any rumors that OSWALD was ever at any of 
RUBY's clubs are wrong because RUBY had rever seen LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD at any place before he saw him with Captain FRITZ at the 
*" Dallas Police Department the night of November 22, 1963. Any 

rumors that OSWALD was at the Carousel Club are absolutely untrue. 
RUBY has since heard reports that his master of ceremonies at the 
Carousel Club, BILL DEMAR, has reported that OSWALD was at the 
Carousel Club one night before President KENNEDY was assassinated.

* . RUBY said that this is absolutely false , because OSWALD was never 
there, RUBY has heard that ED SULLIVAN got in touch with BILL 
DEMAR and wanted DEMAR on SULLIVAN'S television program, but 
SULLIVAN did not believe DEMAR' s story and would not use him. 

RUBY further advised that newspaper reports that RUBY and OSWALD 
• * were seen together in Waco, Texas, are complete falsehoods because 
he was never with OSWALD anywhere. Reports that OSWALD was going 
to RUBY's apartment after President KENNEDY'S death are abso- 
lutely false, because OSWALD did not know RUBY, RUBY has never 
had any previous connection with OSWALD, and OSWALD could not 
have been going to RUBY's apartment, RUBY said that his employee, 
• ANDY. ARMSTRONG, knows more about RUBY's club and RUBY's morals 
than anyone else, and ANDY can tell anyone that OSWALD was never 
-in the Carousel Club, 

• # • 

When RUBY got to the assembly room, he went to the 
hack of the room and stood on top of a table, so he could see 
and be out of the way. In a few minutes t HENRY WADE, the District 
Attorney, and Captain FRITZ came into the assembly room with 

• — 'OSWALD for an interview with the press, OSWALD mumbled or talked 
— * a little, but the newsmen could not hear him, RUBY did not hear 

OSWALD either. After a short time, Captain FRITZ took OSWALD 
" * away. HENRY WADE was then interviewed by the newsmen, 

. RUBY said that he had his ’revolver in his right front 
trouser pocket all during this evening, November. 22 and 23 v 
1963, except when he went to church services. He left the 
revolver in his car while he was in church but put it back in 
his right trouser pocket when he got back to his car. He said 
he carried his gun because he had a lot of money on his person 
and always carried his gun when he carried money, 

. 

After the interview with WADE, RUBY left the assembly 
- room and was out in the corridor, A newsman came by whom RUBY 
did not know, and RUBY asked him if he had seen JOE DELONG, of 
KLIF, This man said he had not seen DELONG, and RUBY mentioned 
that he had some sandwiches for KLIF, This man said he was from 
\ " KBOX radio and asked RUBY what was the matter with them . RUBY 
•*" said he told the man that next time maybe, but this time he had 
the sandwiches for KLIF, This man from KBOX then gave RUBY the 
unlisted phone number for KLIF, RUBY went around behind the 
. counter in the basement offices of the Police Department and 
telephoned KLIF, talking to an employee named KEN, He told KEN 
he had some sandwiches but could not get in the entrance door 

* to the radio station. At about that time, HENRY WADE walked 
by, and RUBY was still talking to KEN so he asked KEN if he 
wanted to talk to HENRY WADE, KEN said he did, so RUBY called 
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to HENRY WADE and told WADE he was wanted on the telephone* 

. WADE talked on the phone to KEN, then handed the phone back to 

— RUBY* RUBY talked to KEN again, and KEN told him it was great 

of RUBY to help him get the interview with WADE* 

• • 

RUBY said he then left the Police Department building, 
went to hi6 car and drove over to Radio Station KLIF* He got 
the sandwiches out of his car to take thee upstairs, but the 
front door was locked* In about ten or fifteen minutes, RUSS 
* • KNIGHT came by and let him inside* They all went upstairs, 
and the employees on duty ate the sandwiches* RUBY left Radio 
Station KLIF at about 3:00 AH on November 23, 1963, and drove to 
the Dallas Tiroes Herald newspaper building* He went inside and 
* talked to an employee named PAT GADOSH and gave PAT a twist 
* *board, an exerciser* GADOSH is the person at the newspaper who 
takes RUBY's ads for his clubs* 


He talked with GADOSH about the advertisement in the 

Dallas Horning News, by BERNARD WEISSMAN, that was critical of 

President KENNEDY* GADOSH told RUBY not to worry about the ad, 

because the Dallas Homing News was suffering enough for carrying 

• . such an ad* RUBY got his ad taken care of and drove toward home* 

• • 

V*While .driving home’, RUBY thought of the similarity 
. . between the BERNARD WEISSMAN advertisement and a sign he had 

seen which read, "Impeach EARL WARREN"* He drove home and 
awakened GEORGE SENATOR and asked SENATOR to go with him. He 
• ? * • called the Carousel Club and awakened his employee, LARRY, and 

* .• asked LARRY if he knew how to operate a Polaroid camera* LARRY 

. .* • * said he could operate the camera, so he told LARRY he would be 

» ......down to pick up LARRY and the camera. RUBY and SENATOR then 

drove to the Carousel Club sometime about 4:00 or 5:00 AM on 
. r : November 23, 1963, and picked up LARRY and the camera. They 

■ tr. drove to Central Expressway and Ross Avenue, where they found 

* *• - a sign, about 2 feet by 4 feet, on top of a Potter Steel Company 

.. •• .*• sign, which read "Impeach EARL WARREN", and at the bottom of this 

. * • sign was "Box 1757, Beltham, Mass."

• • They took- some photographs of this sign, and RUBY then 
remembered that the BERNARD WEISSMAN ad had the address "Box 1792, 

.-*** *• • Dallas, Texas", so they drove to the Main Post Office in Dallas 

and looked at Post Office Box 1792. RUBY asked a man on duty at 

*; 'the post office for the name of the man who had Post Office Box 

* • * 1792, but the man told him he could not give RUBY the name of 

the box holder* . They left and went to the Southland Hotel 
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Coffee Shop, where RUBY talked for a few minutes with the 
owner, a nan believed to be named WEBB. RUBY said as a 
patriotic American he was so upset and intense over the sign, 
and-the- advertisement critical of President KENNEDY,'* that*. .he 
could not eat anything but drank some orange juice at the 
coffee shop. They left the coffee shop and dropped off LARRY 
at the Carousel Club at about 6:00 AM. A6 he got out of the 
car, LARRY told RUBY that he supposed RUBY was not going to 
bed, and RUBY told LARRY that he was not going to bed. RUBY 
and SENATOR drove on to their apartment and went to bed. 


At about 8:30 AM on November 23, 1963, LARRY phoned 
RUBY and asked him what kind of dog food he wanted. RUBY said 
that before he realized that he had told LARRY he was not going 
to bed, he talked real ugly to LARRY. He found out later that 
LARRY left the keys to the Carousel Club next door and left 
town without telling RUBY he was leaving or where he was going. 

* RUBY got up at about 11:00 or 11:30 AM and got dressed and 
/ drove downtown. He decided to stop and look at all the wreaths 
that had been placed on the side of the street near where 
President KENNEDY bad been shot. He looked at the wreaths, then 
went over to talk to Police Officer CHANEY, who was on duty 
there, and talked with CHANEY for a few minutes, but choked up 
and left because he did not want CHANEY to see him crying. He 
went on up the street and met WES WISE, of KRLD television station, 
and talked to WISE for a few minutes.. He drove on away and as he 
was leaving he noticed that Captain FRITZ and Chief of Police 
CURRY were walking around the scene of the assassination. He 
backed up and told WISE, "There goes FRITZ and CURRY", He then 
. drove on home. 
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Later on in the afternoon he drove back downtown and 

* went to Sol's Turf Bar and talked with a man named BELLOCHIO, 

or something like that, who was in the place, and also talked 
to his accountant, ABE KLEINMAN, who was in the place. He 

■ showed them photos that he had taken of the sign "Impeach EARL 

WARREN", and they talked about that, BELLOCHIO was talking 
. about the bad publicity that Dallas would get because President 
KENNEDY had been killed in Dallas and said he would probably 
have to leave town, RUBY reminded him that he had made his 
• 'money in Dallas and should not leave now, BELLOCHIO wanted one 
> *of the photos that RUBY had taken, but RUBY would not give him 

* a photo. While in this bar RUBY called his attorney, STANLEY 

* •'KAUFMAN, and he told STANLEY about the photos. RUBY was in 

Sol's Turf Bar about forty-five minutes, then left sometime ' 
between 3:00 and 4:00 PM on the afternoon of November 23, 1963, 
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< He does not remember exactly where he went .*!. 
when he left but may have gone by the Lacy Building to see his 
tailor, but he then went bach to the Carousel Club and then on 
home* His employee ANDY at the Carousel Club called him about 
6:00 PM and wanted to leave, but RUBY told ANDY to stay at the 
olub to answer any incoming telephone calls* He stayed home 
until about 11:00 PM, when he went to the Pago Club* He sat 
down at a bach table and ordered a Cohe. BCB NORTON, the manager, 
came over and told RUBY that he was going to close the club but 
had been told to keep it open* RUBY told NORTON that was all 
right, he could do whatever he wanted to do, but he -had closed 
his clubs. RUBY left there after he finished his Cohe and drove 
to hi6 Carousel Club* He stayed around there for a little while, 
then drove home because he was not interested in any gaiety* He 
did not go to the Cabana Motel and visit a club there* 


RUBY said that on the morning of November 24, 1963,' 
he got a call from one of his dancers called LITTLE LYNN, who 
has been a pain to him because of her actions, and she said she 
needed some money for her landlord* On Friday night, November. 22, 
1963, he had to give her $5.00 so she could get home. He did not 
want her to come by his apartment to get the money because her 1 

husband would come with her and RUBY did not like her husband. 

He told LYNN he would 6end her some money by Western Union to 
Fort Worth, Texas. He had a lot of money with him that he had 
for a deposit to pay his excise tax, so he got his revolver and put 
it in his right front trouser pocket. He said he never carried the

* He said he had no permit to carry a gun and had no card 
or badge as any kind of law oenYd?cciBen£ officer* 'iHdweYer,K.* “* 
a number- of officers of the Dallas Police Department knew he had a 
gun* He recalled that a couple of times the police officers had 
taken him out of jail and given his gun back to him. He did not 
recall the names* of these officers* He said that being around 
clubs and carrying money— it was like a jungle with all the 
stickiips— he carried his revolver when he had money on his person* 




He left his apartment, got in his car and started to 
town to send the money to LITTLE LYNN. As -he drove out of his : 
driveway, he stopped and talked to a neighbor, name unknown but 
who is the father-in-law of Police Officer BUDDY MUENSTER. RUBY 
•had. his dog in the car with him* He drove toward town on the 
Thornton Expressway and turned off onto Industrial Street, then 
up Industrial to Main Street so he could see the wreaths at the 
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• spot where President KENNEDY was assassinated. As he passed 
the County Building he noticed a lot of people around so he 
assumed that OSWALD had already been moved to the County Jail. 

He drove on up Main Street and as he passed the City Ball he 
noticed a number of people around there. Just before he reached 
the next corner v he made an illegal left turn into a parking lot 
across the street from the Western Union Office and parked his 
car there. He left his dog in his car. He then walked across 
the street and sent a money order for $25.00 to LITTLE LYNN at 
. * • ;Fort Worth. 


After sending the telegram, he left the Western Union 

* - office and walked west on the same side of the street, toward 

• * the City Hall, located on the next corner. Before he reached 

v - the Police Department building, he noticed a police officer 

: standing at the entrance to the ramp going into the basement 

- • -from Main Street, but he did not know the police officer. Just 

* * before he reached that point, a police car came out of the 
basement, and he recognized the driver of the police car as 
• Lieut. PIERCE. He explained he hasknown Lieut. PIERCE for 

* twelve or fourteen years. PIERCE did not look toward him or 
speak to him and RUBY did not speak to Lieut. PIERCE. RUBY 
could not recall seeing anyone else in the police car with 
Lieut. PIERCE in either the front or back seat of the police car.

As. the police car driven by Lieut. PXERCE came out of 
**.r the basement ramp, the officer on duty at the entrance stepped 
•• *• - back and walked toward the curb next to the street, with his 

: • back toward RUBY. As the police car got even with this officer, 
the officer stooped down and looked inside the car. , At about 
- *• this time, RUBY had reached the entrance to the Main Street 
ramp, and he took in the movement of the police car and the 
. * officer on duty at the ramp, with a quick glance. Without 

breaking his stride or hesitating, RUBY turned to his left and 

* walked down the ramp into the basement. As he entered the 

* * ramp, he does not recall seeing any person standing around the 

* entrance, and he does not know a former police officer named 
-•« DANIELS. 


RUBY said he'is positive he did not have either of 
his hands in any of his pockets— either coat or trouser pockets— 
' when he entered and walked down the ramp. He did not look behind 
him to see which way the police car went when it entered the 
street, and he did not look behind him to see whether anyone - 
observed him entering the basement.. RUBY said he had no kind

Just as he got to the bottom of the ramp, RUBY said, 

"A person who pops out with two men; that is all I can remember; 
naturally I know who he is; to me; he had this smirky, smug, 
vindictive attitude; I can't explain what impression he gave me, 
but that is all I can—, well, I just lost my senses; the next 
I knew I was on the ground and five or six people were on top of 
me". RUBY said that as he was going down the ramp he spoke to no 

* one and no one spoke to him. He did not recognize anyone in the 
crowd there, and he did not stop and stand behind anyone. 

RUBY was asked why he killed OSWALD, and he said, "X 
was in mourning Friday and Saturday. To me, when he shot before 
me like he did, something in my insides tore out, and I just went 
blank. To me, he represented— I' 11 go back a little bit. X 
* listened to a eulogy Saturday morning, I am sure, and X heard 
Rabbi SILVERMAN speak about our President. He said, 'Here- is a 

• .* . man that fought in all battles, but he didn't have a chance to 

• fight here, he was shot from the rear*. I have been around people 

that are so smug and hard. Then about OSWALD being associated 
•••.with Communism, and how he blemished this beautiful city; and Mrs. 

KENNEDY having to come back to the trial. X told no one X was 

.! going to kill him. No one knew I was going to shoot him. I didn't 

- discuss anything with anyone about shooting him. No police 

officer assisted me in any way, or did, or said anything to 
. . suggest my shooting OSWALD. X remembered MULLINAX, a police 

** * .officer who was killed, and MULLINAX was a friend of mine. X did 
not know J. D. TIPPIT. I knew a TIPPIT on the police department, 
but he was in the Special Service Bureau, and he was not the TIPPIT 
- i '* that was killed. X did not know the TIPPIT that was killed." 


RUBY said he has never had any serious illnesses or 
hospitalizations and does not have a steel plate in his head. 

He volunteered his mother had previously been committed to an 
insane asylum. He professed to know of no other history of mental 
"illness in his family.

RUBY stated he was born in Chicago in 1911. He spent 
. . four or five years in various foster homes in Chicago, mentioning 
that his father was an alcoholic. He said the father's alcoholic 
habits contributed to his mother's mental condition, 'along with 
her problems in "the change of life". He said he remained in 
Chicago until X933. . . 


\ 
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. •' • •- ,■**.- •••* He said that in 1933 he, one AL . DUNN, MAURY (last name 

.not recalled) and a third person, whose name he. could not imme- 
diately recall, went to Los Angeles, California, where they sold 
"Collier's Tip Sheet", which he described as a handicapper's 
tip sheet for horse races. He said their arrival in the Los 
Angeles area coincided, as he recalled, with the opening of the 
Santa Anita Race Track. He related they remained in the Los 
*' Angeles area for a few months only and during the same year, 

1933, went to the San Francisco area, where he at first engaged 
in similar activities at the Bay Meadows Race Track. Subsequently, 
he sold subscriptions to Hearst newspapers, the San Francisco 
Examiner and San Francisco Call Bulletin, covering San Francisco 
and small towns in the general area. 

He said he remained in San Francisco until 1937 and 
returned to Chicago and was unemployed for a considerable period. 

In 1941, he related, he, his brother EARL RUBY, HARRY EPSTEIN, 
MARTY SHAR60L (Phonetic) and MARTY GIMPLE "went on the road" 
selling punch boards and small cedar chests in numerous Eastern 
and New England states. He specifically mentioned the states of 
New York, Connecticut and Pennsylvania. He 6aid he had no fixed 
'address during this period, that the group lived in various hotels.

RUBY related that in late 1941 he returned to Chicago 
and continued his business of selling punch boards, primarily 
•through mail orders. He mentioned an advertisement was run in 
Billboard magazine in this regard. He mentioned that during this 
period he became very closely associated with ARTY WAYNE, a 
. . musician. , 




RUBY stated he remained in Chicago until 1942. He said 
his brother SAMUEL was in military service, stationed at Jefferson 
Barracks in the St. Louis area. He said he went to St. Louis and 
spent a week or two there, to be near his brother. His brother 
EARL, he related, -was at the time in the U. S. Navy, stationed 
at Dutch Harbor. He said he sold punch boards- while* in the- 
St. Louis area. He said he returned to Chicago in 1942 and "hung 
".around home," mentioning specifically the area of Division and ( 
'Damon Streets. He said he had had difficulties with his previous 
partners in the punch board business. 

. < 

- In the period 1942-1943, he operated out of Globe Auto 

Glass Company, owned by one MORRIE KELLMAN. He mentioned that his 
brother. HYMAN had, during this period, been released from military 
service as being "too old". He said that he personally entered 
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the ailitary service in 1943 and remained until 1346. 

. RUBY said that in 1946, on being discharged from 

military duty, he returned to Chicago and "prospered" in his 
Bail order business involving punch boards and miscellaneous 

~ . . items. He said his sister EVA had for sobie time been wanting 
to operate a night club in Dallas and had moved to Dallas from 
California. He said he in the meantime had had some friction 
with his brothers and had sold his interest in their mutual 
business of selling punch boards and* other items to the brothers. 

He said he sent money to his sister EVA for a lease on 

.a building in which to open a club. He 6aid he at that time was 
living at the Congress Hotel, Chicago, having saved some money. 

• He said for a brief period he was associated with one PINKIE 

~ -• HARWOOD, who lived in Detroit, in the promotion, of- -"cookware". 

This was not a successful venture. 

He said that in 1947 he moved to Dallas to be associated 

• with EVA in the night club business. He returned to Chicago, how- 
ever, in the same year in a few months in an effort to enter into 

various Merchandising deals". Being unsuccessful, he returned to 

Dallas in 1947 and ha6 lived in Dallas continuously since. 

• 

RUBY said he went broke in the night club business in . 
19S2 and had a "mental breakdown". He continued along this line 
by saying he was "mentally depressed" and that he "hibernated in 

• the Cotton Bowl Hotel" for three or four months, declining to see 
his friends. He said he went back to Chicago briefly and his 

- brother EARL tried to help him out financially. He returned to 

Dallas, however, in 1952. 

• 

RUBY said his first ventures in Dallas were the Bob 
Wills Ranch House and Silver Spur. He said that WILLIE EPSTEIN 
and MARTY 6IMPLE were associated with him in the Silver Spur 
and it was at the Silver Spur that he went broke. He said after 

* his "comeback" he tried operating the Silver Spur again. In 1952- 

• ** . ' 1953 he operated the Ervay Theater, a motion picture house, 

> briefly. In 1953 he became associated in "the * Vegas. Club and 

- "Hernando's Hideaway". 

« • . 

* * /<* In 1956 he sold his interest in the Silver Spur. He 

related that in 1959-1960 he persuaded his brother. EARL to come 
to Dallas and to assist in establishing the Sovereign Club. 


' * EARL did not remain in Dallas, however. He said the Sovereign 
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v'Club, established as a private club, became the Carousel, which 
^ continues to operate. 

RUBY said he has not been associated with or operated 
any night clubs except in Dallas, Texas. 

RUBY stated that he visited a friend of his brother in 
Windsor, Ontario, Canada, in 1929-1930 for two or three months. 

In 1933, when en route to California on a brief trip, he went 
across into Mexico at Juarez. He said this was purely a "tourist” 
trip of short duration. He said he has never been in Mexico 

* otherwise and has never been outside the Continental United States 
except as indicated above and below. He said he has never been in 
Honolulu, Hawaii. 

RUBY related that in August 1959 he went to Havana, 

. Cuba, to see L. C. MC WILLIE, who was "some sort of a good will 
sian" for the Tropicana, a gambling establishment. He said MC WILLIE 
sent him a plane ticket and he lived at the Fosca Apartments with 
MC WILLIE. for a period of eight to ten days. He said he spent all 
.of his time in Havana except to go to a small area on one occasion 
with "one of the FOX brothers", who owned the Tropicana. He said 
• his trip to Cuba was completely non-political and that he has had 
no correspondence with persons in Cuba. He said MC WILLIE is now 
. at the Thunderbird Hotel, Las Vegas, Nevada. 

• • • • 

* RUBY stated he has not been a member of any political 
associations, clubs or organizations. He said his brother HYMAN 
was at one time interested in politics in Chicago in a small way. 

He said he may have belonged to B'nai B*rith and the "Jewish 
Welfare Fund". He said he has never been a member of the 
*-* Communist Party or any "front" organizations, that he has had no 
membership in, or affiliation with, or interest in "Fair Play for 
' Cuba” or any other Cuban organization of any type. 

* RUBY volunteered that some years ago, "at a time when 
CASTRO was popular in the United States", hs read of an individual 

■••in the vicinity of Houston, Texas, having tjen engaged in "gun 
running to CASTRO". He said he attempted fc; f telephone to get in 
touch with this individual as he had in mini. "making a buck" by 
possibly acquiring some Jeeps or other similar equipment which 
'he might sell to persons -interested in their importation to Cuba. 

He said nothing came of this. He said he hadnever attended any 
meetings concerned with "gun running", smuggling of persons in 
or out of Cuba or- otherwise* in* relation to Cuban affairs, 

RUBY said he was associated in about 1937 in Chicago 

with* the Scrap Iron and Junk Dealers Union but has otherwise had 

. • «... 
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no other direct association with any union except American Guild 
of Variety Artists, the latter in connection with his night club 
businesses. 

RUBY stated that during the summer of 1963 he took a 
trip to Houston, Texas, en route to Edna, Texas, where he visited 
CANDY BARR, a former Dallas strip tease figure who had just been 
[released from the Texas State Penitentiary!] He said he gave 
cANDY a dog a6 a present. He said he went on to New Orleans on 
this same trip, his purpose being to attempt to engage the ser- 
vices of "JADA", a stripper who had been performing in New 
Orleans. 


He said that in the summer of 1963 he flew via American 
Air bines to New York City, where he remained for two or three 
days at the new Hilton Hotel. He said his purpose was to see 
*' JOE GLASER, a booking agent, and to see officials of American 

Guild of Variety Artists in order to register complaints relative 
to competitors in Dallas. He said he traveled alone. On this 
*• • trip, he recalls having run into "DANTE", a magician, in an 
* automat and having visited or contacted BARNEY ROSS, former 
well-known prize fighter whom he had known in Chicago. He said 
on the return to Dallas he went via Chicago and that members of 
his family joined him briefly at 0*Hare Field, the Chicago 
airport. RUBY said he could recall.no other travel outside of 
Dallas during 1963.

He mentioned having been in New York, Joplin, Missouri; 
-.yf Tulsa, Oklahoma, and Chicago in 1956 when he was attempting to

given "special prices" on drinks; for example, he would give

INSPECTION DIVISION ADDENDUM H. N. BASSETT :jmh 11/18/75 


The purpose of this addendum is to record what has transpired 
as a result of the foregoing information and to recommend appropriate action. 
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SAC Williams furnished the foregoing information during the 
evening of U/13/75. A conference concerning its content was held between 
Messrs. Adams, Mintz and Bassett on the morning of 11/14/75. It was 
agreed that in view of Hosty's comments, clarification was necessary 
and accordingly, SAC Williams was telephonically instructed to interview 
Hosty, place him under oath and to obtain complete details relative to the 
foregoing allegations. In addition, ASAC, Dallas (in the absence of the 
SAC), was telephonically contacted for the purpose of determining what 
Dallas files disclosed relative to the airtel in question. 

Hosty, on 11/14/75, furnished a sworn statement to SAC Williams. 
The original is being sent to FBIHQ; however, a rough copy is attached (see 
tab #2). In his statement Hosty advised that shortly after they received 
word of the assassination of President Kennedy on 11/22/63, he attempted 
to locate the pending file on Oswald. Upon its location and being furnished 
to Hosty he noticed on top of the file an airtel from WFO to the Bureau 
which was dated either 11/18 or 10/63, block stamped into the Dallas Office 
11/22/63. He said that he did not recall whether the airtel had been serialized 
but it had been block stamped and apparently Supervisor Howe had seen it 
since he had written Hosty's name in the block stamp. En route to the 
SAC’s office with the file he read the airtel. 
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Hosty claimed that upon return to the Dallas Office following 
his testimony, he had occasion to look In volume I of the Oswald file and 
noted both copies of the airtel were then the top serial in voluine I. Furthe » 
he noted that his name had been crossed out and former ASAC Clark had 
written his name below Hosty's and initialed it for filing. Hosty cone d 
that from the afternoon of 11/22/63 until sometime in May, 1964, former 
ASAC Clark had retained the serial in his possession; however, he felt 
that this would be proper In view of the fact that c ^^ a ® 
to Clark shortly after the assassination. In furnishing this particular ^ 
statement Hosty stated that he was not alleging any wrongdoing on anyone s 
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I part but in anticipation of being questioned before any Congressional 
Committees, it is possible that this incident might arise and was of the 
opinion it could cause considerable difficulty. 

As to why this information had not been previously furnished, 
particularly when he was asked on several occasions during our prior 
inquiry concerning the Oswald visit to the Dallas Office as to whether 
Hosty had any other information that would be pertinent, he claimed that 
this did not appear to be pertinent to previous inquiries until it became 
apparent that the House Committee might reopen the entire Oswald case. 

ASAC, Dallas, and subsequently the SAC, reviewed pertinent 
files in that office. It was determined that the airtel in question, i.e., 
WFO airtel to Director, two copies to Dallas, 11/19/63, is serial 57 in 
the Oswald file. (Xerox copy of this airtel is attached. See tab #3. ) As 
will be noted, Hosty's name is crossed out in the block stamp but is 
initialed for filing by an Individual using the initial "H. " fi should be noted 
that Clark's name appears nowhere on this serial. E is believed highly 
probable that the "H" in this block stamp belongs to Howe. This is based 
on the following: 

Serial 50 of the Oswald file is a copy of an airtel with two 
enclosures which New Orleans sent to the Bureau with two copies to Dallas 
on 10/24/63. (Xerox copies of this serial and the two enclosures, serials 
49 and 48, attached. See tab #4. ) As will be noted, on serial 50 there 
appears the following written notation: "48-49-50 c/o to JPH 10/28/63. 
Obtained from his box and initialed into file to complete file following 
11/22/63 H. " The interpretation of this written notation is as follows: 

These three serials were charged out to Hosty on 10/28/63 
and apparently were still in his workbox the date of or shortly after the 
assassination and initialed into the file by Howe in order to have continuity 
of an extremely fast-moving case. E will also be notea that Hosty's name 
is crossed off on all three of these serials and apparently initialed in the 
file by Supervisor Howe. While no such written notation appears on the 
above-mentioned serial 57, it is logical to assume that the same action 
* was taken on this serial in order to get all pertinent material int9 the 
Oswald file. Dallas, in furnishing this information orally, advised that 
the "H" appearing in these block stamps is not identical to the "H" which 
.Hosty used when initialing mall for filing. G •• 
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Dallas has also advised that the Oswald file has been "stripped" 
which means that duplicate copies of various serials In file have 
destroyed.

The demands of processing the Rosenberg case and the 
existing backlog of FOIPA requests have precluded am earlier 
handling of this matter. On October 17, 1975, representatives 
of the FOIPA Section prepared an inventory of the documents 
which are the subject matter of the requested review. This j 
inventory reveals there are a total of 222 documents that J 

must be reviewed, 109 of which are unclassified, and 113 of / 

which are classified documents. The classified documents 
consist of 95 confidential documents, 17 secret documents, 
and 1 top secret document. The preliminary review by the 
FOIPA Section discloses the classified OC /a

and other Bureau communications, and absent the original 
or complete document, particularly administrative pages 
which contain the basis for initial classification, a 
determination regarding current classification cannot be 
made. The FOIPA Section is currently engaged in obtaining 
the original complete documents, in order that classification 
review can be accomplished. The inventory prepared indicates 
the classified documents mainly involve the "IS - Russia," 

"IS - Cuba" and "Security Matter - C" categories. 

The FOIPA Section is of the opinion that we should 
withhold material in this review only where there is an 
absolute, compelling reason to do so. It is felt, for 
example, that telephone toll records, previously withheld 
on the basis they were obtained from a confidential source, 
would now be released, even though they are accompanied 
by a statement that records could only be obtained by a 
subpoena. Further it is considered that third party 
privacy should be applied only where the matter is of a 
deeply personal or intimate nature and disclosure would 
be clearly unwar r anted. 

In 1970, the FBI reviewed Warren Commission 
documents for disclosure purposes, utilizing guidelines 
proposed by the Department of Justice as a criteria for 
determining what could or could not be released. Those 
guidelines have been updated by the Department of Justice 
to, in effect, make them now consistent with the provisions 
of the FOIA. It has been determined this 1970 review was 
accomplished by representatives of the Intelligence and 
General Investigative Divisions without the necessity of 
submitting copies of documents proposed for release through 
Bureau channels for additional review and approval. It la 
considered this procedure is highly desirable and should 
be continued in the review currently requested, except that the 
FOIPA Section should coordinate release in accordance 
with information and instructions in referenced memo.

He did 
not know the identity of the man he alleged was Senator 
RIBICOFF' s agent, however, he described the man as 55-60 
years old with dark hair, not tall and not short who weighed 
about 175 pounds and used glasses when he was looking at the 
track sheet. He never saw the man again and has no idea 
where he might be. He was unable to furnish any basis 
whatsoever for his statement that Senator ABRAHAM RIBICOFF 
was a Communist or that the man was the Senator's agent. He 
claimed he was very friendly with President KENNEDY but ad- 
mitted he had never even met the President. 

He stated that at one time he was wrongly arrested 
and held prisoner for 127 days at Fairfield Hills Hospital 
(FHH), a Connecticut State mental institution at Newtown, 
Connecticut.

Line 9 - The dates again would have been spelled out, 
e.g., NOVEMBER TWENTYSECOND THROUGH TWENTYTH1RD, S1XTYTHREE. 

Lines 12 and 13 — The term "BUREAU SHOULD BE KEPT ADVISED 
OF ALL DEVELOPMENTS VIA TELETYPE" would normally have been 
shortened to read "SUTEL DEVELOPMENTS.” 

Line 14 the term "OTHER OFFICES HAVE BEEN ADVISED" 
appears redundant since the message was directed to all SACs. 

Line 15 - This line should appear ”END AND ACK PLS.” 

Lines 16 through 19 appear to indicate that this message 
was transmitted simultaneously to three offices, i.e., Mobile, 
Dallas and New Orleans followed by a single acknowledgement 
indicated by the characters "KT TI TU CIA.” This is inconsistent 
with the normal sequence of events since each of the three office 
abbreviations should be followed by a separate acknowledgement 
consisting of the time, OK FBI, field office abbreviation and 
operators initials. The diagraphs "KT TI” do not correlate to 
any known teletype terminology; however, the "TU C1R" meant 
THANK YOU-CLEAR and is accepted terminology. The following is an 
exact representation of how the message should have appeared with 
appropriate format and terminology used in Bureau messages at 
that time:

To clarify the variation between the standard heading 
as set forth on Page 2 and copies of ALL SAC teletypes in Bufiles, 
it should be noted that the Initials "FBI" were not transmitted 
on the teletype machine following the word "Director” even though 
"FBI" invariably appeared on the 0-9 green and on the blocked 
yellow when prepared by the stenographer at FBIHQ. The deletion 
of the initials FBI from the transmission copy was placed into 
effect sometime between 1961 and March, 1963, as an economy 
measure by eliminating unnecessary information in the heading of 
teletype messages . 


The caption as set forth in the alleged teletype and 
as set forth in the representation of how a teletype message 
should have appeared in 1963 would have depended entirely upon 
the dictator. For example, the dictator of such a communication 
could have used "President Kennedy" as opposed to "President 
John F. Kennedy" in recognition of President Kennedy’s eminence. 
There was not then, nor is there now, a prescribed format for the 
captions of teletype messages, this being the prerogative of the 
dictator.

This concerns the purported teletype dated 
11-17-63 originating from the Bureau to All SACs concerning

No instructions given regarding^ / 
advice to State and local authorities and Secret Service. 

Files do not indicate the normal cover memorandum for such 
a communication.

The initial |aa| 
newspaper article about the letter, which 'appeared in the 
"Dallas Times Herald," also contained the Director's statement 19 
regarding the internal inquiry into its existence. FBIHQ had 
no knowledge of the letter until informed of the allegations 
regarding it by the representative of the "Dallas Times Herald" 
in July, 1975.

eluded "the muter and directions of bullets which strode the President were not 
correctly determined" and that "the President was shot from behind and above." 

doling also said he found that "Procedures that would have been invalu- 
able In locating and characterizing the wounds of President Kennedy were not carrie 
cut at all, or were carried out only in part." He asserted that the postmortem ex- 
amination itself "was carried out under military orders restricting the initial ex- 
amination to locating 'a' bullet, and under 'orders' not to dissect the President's 
back/throat wound." 

After pointing out that Texas authorities were "unlawfully refused their

(4) "The circumstances surrounding the postmorten examination were most 
unusual. More than 30 persons were present within the autopsy room, most of them 
military, and five were Secret Service or FBI agents." 

(5) Despite this presence, 'The postmortem examination team failed to 
dissect the track of the back wound." 

(6) doling also found unusual "The failure to consult the Dallas physicic 
who initially treated the President." He said this "resulted in failure to recognize

The disclosure that the FBI sent a letter to The Reverend Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. urging him to corrrr.it suicide is another fresh proof of how the Federal 
government is becoming the greatest menace to the life and liberties of the 
American people. 

From the FBI to the IRS, and from the CIA to the Pentagon, agency after 
agency of the Federal government is committing acts of illegality and wrong-doing 
that are worthy of a totalitarian society. 

In the case of Dr. King, since it now appears incontrovertible that the FBI 
urged him to kill himself, the question must new be asked whether the FBI played 
any role in his murder in Memphis in 1968. Far-fetched, you say? If Dr. King 
had taken his life at the instigation of the viscious letter mailed to him by the 
FBI, the FBI, at the least, would have been an accomplice in the killing. And 
the Bureau certainly tried. As Sen. Frank Church (D. -Idaho) said, "That was 
certainly no Christmas card." 

Moreover, the FBI's letter was not an isolated Incident. It committed 25 
separate acts of harassment, all of them illegal, in its systematic campaign to 
bring Dr. King down. When these acts failed. Dr. King was nysteriously murdered. 
Moreover, the FBI considered planting stories that Dr. King was patronizing a 
white-owned hotel in Menphis. Such stories, conceivably, might have influenced 
Dr. King to stop at the popular black-owned Lorraine Hotel, where he was in fact 
murdered by a sniper's bullet for the high crime of stepping out on his balcony. 

Not only did the late J. Edgar Hoover hate the popular civil rights leader, 
but under Hoover the FBI waged a war of disruption and incitement to violence 
'against a number of black protest groups, including Chicago's Blackstone Rangers 
and Jersey City's Black Panthers. The FBI also — despite advance warnings that 
James Meredith was going to be shot on June 6, 1966, in Mississippi - failed to 
guard him to prevent the shooting even though its agents were Just five minutes 
from the scene. 

The FBI crusade against Dr. King, using tactics of deceit and treachery that j 
would have done Justice to the Russian secret police, brings to mind other 
exanples of FBI wrong-doing. Exhibit No. 1 was the FBI's failure to notify the 
Warren Commission that alleged assassin Lee Harvey Oswald had been, at the least, 
contacted by an FBI agent shortly before President Kennedy's murder, and was 
perhaps a paid FBI informant. Exhibit No. 2 was the FBI's efforts to make Black- 
Stone Ranger chief Jeff Fort think members of his own party were attenpting to 
kill him. The FBI apparently hoped that Fort might stroke first. 

It's time for the American, people to ask some hard questions: 

What role did the FBI play in the murder of Dr. King? Why wasn't he 
protected by the government. Instead of harassed? 

What is the true role of the FBI.'ln the murder of President Kennedy? 

What was the role, if any, of the FBI in the shooting of James Meredith?

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What was the role. If any* of the FBI In the murder of Sen. Robert Kennedy? 

Is it possible that the FBI — once highly revered by the American people — 
has become a private. Secret Police force that has been ccmitting crimes to 
satisfy the illegal whims of its leaders? 

Ponder, if you will, the fact — as brougiit out in a recent issue of Ere 
Atlantic Monthl y — that J. Edgar Hoover regarded his no. 2 aide as so "unstable" 
mentally that he felt carpelled to fire him. Ponder whether dangerous and 
demented individuals inside the FBI weren't possibly engaged in a lawless orgy 
of violence and murder against the civil rights movement '3 leadership? 

Surely, every FBI agent guilty of crimes against Dr. Kir/? Should be fired 
and prosecuted to the full extent of the law for these crimes. 

Surely, Sen. Church’s cormdttee should undertake a sweeping probe of the 

FBI. 

Surely, FBI chief Clarence Kelley should launch his own probe Immediately. 

Surely, Justice Department head Levi should swing into action to create a 
probe of his own. 

Surely, President Ford should demand action today to clean up the FBI. 

Hne irony of ironies in the entire sordid King tragedy was that the FBI 
was atteirpting to Justify its crwn crimes on grounds that Dr. King was being 
influenced by Canonists. No proof of those connections has ever surfaced, but 
assuming that the Canonist strategy is to destroy the liberties of the American 
people, there were a lot of Kremlin dupes in the FBI headquarters building in 
Washington, D.C., and El Dupo No. 1 v/a3 J. Edgar Hoover.

Agent in Charge to destroy both the note and the u emorandum 
regarding it that he had given the Special Agent in Charge on 
the night of November 22. 

The Agent'|told us that he complied with these instructions 
and destroyed the note and the memorandum. 

The Supervisor has told us that he had no knowledge of 
the disposition of the note. 

The Special Agent in Charge, who retired prior to the 
receipt of the allegations in this matter, has denied having 
any knowledge of Oswald's visit to the Dallas Office or of 
Oswald's leaving .a note there. He maintains that he did not 
issue any orders to destroy the note. In fact, he claimed to . 
have no knowledge of this entire matter until July, 1975. 

The personnel who were assigned to the Dallas Office in 
November, 1563, and who have admitted personal knowledge of ■ 


the Oswald visit and the note, have denied having any know- 
ledge that the facts of this matter had beer, brought to the 


attention of FBI .Headquarters. 

One employee did state, however, that uhs. heard from an 
unrccallcd source that t meeting vat- ho!»d <»i yovwnt, 1 to leridr-. 
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what to do wii^^the Osv.’3ld note. She nai^^ the purported 
participants, including an Inspector from Washington. She 
qualified this information by saying that she had no firsthand 
information/ that it was hearsay, and that she did not desire 
it included in her sworn statement. That Inspector, now retiree 
a3 well as the other alleged participants in this meeting, 
unequivocally denied having any knowledge of the Oswald visit, • 
including the note and its destruction.

Our inquiry into this matter has included interviews with 

a large hutnber of present and former FBI officials, including

Kennedy assassination case. With the exception of the above- 
mentioned former Assistant Director, all have furnished state- 


ments denying any knowledge in this matter. 

Whatever thoughts or fears may have motivated the con- 
cealment of Lee Harvey Oswald's visit to our Dollar Office, 
as well as the concealment and subsequent destruction of the 
note he left there, the action wits wrong. It was, in feet,

I assume* that when- 
ever a letter is received that it is recorded somehow. We 
have no record that this was, in fact, recorded, and the date 
that it was received. Could that have been the reason, that 
is, he didn't want to bring this out that rules had been vio- 
lated? 

Mr. Adams. No, I don't think that the note would have 
necessarily been recorded until such time as he took action 
on it and included it in the official files of the FBI. In 
other words, the receptionist would not record the note when 
she received it. She delivered it to the Agent and he would 
normally include it in a communication, or he would send it 
to tiie Chief Clerk's office, where it would be serialized into 
the files.

Mr. Adams. At this time/ in 1963, our guidelines were 
rather narrow in this regard. They provided basically for 
notifying the Secret Service of any threat against the Presi- 
dent/ against his family/ or the Vice President. 

Immediately following the assassination, Mr. Hoover 
ordered an inquiry be conducted by former Assistant Director 
‘Dale, who was in charge of the Inspection Division, and it was 
immediately recommended and also approved that our criteria 
for disseminating information to the Secret Service be broaden- 
ed. And that recommendation and those criteria were subse- 
quently incorporated into an agreement between the FBI and the 
Secret Service. We have such an agreement* today. I can fur- 
nish the Committee the guidelines by which we do today fur- 
nish information to the Secret Service. 

Mr. * Badillo.* According to the testimony that you made here. 

the contents of the note were of a threatening nature; that is,

according to the testimony of the receptionist and the Agent. 

Is that correct? 

Mr. Adams. The receptionist felt it was threatening in

Mr. Doddv^^Jfou mentioned that there-As a letter from the 
former Director of the FBI to Mr. Rankin l^garding apparently 
an inquiry surrounding Mr. Ruby. You pointed out in your 
testimony there were eight occasions between March 11, 1959 and 
October 2, 1959, when Mr. Ruby was investigated or talked to 
by the FBI. Now, that is once a month cr rather less than 
once a month during that period of time. Is it normal procedure 
to talk to someone once a month over a period of time such as 
that, and then have r.o information or results that were ob- 


tained? Is that common practice? 

Mr. Adams. Well, he was contacted originally because it 
was felt that he was an individual who would be able to pro- 
vide criminal information to the FBI because of his employment 
as a night club operator. These contacts are standard to 
determine if he is going to be able to become an informant for 
the FBI. Once these contacts prove negative, although he 
indicated a willingness to cooperate, but he never furnished 
any information, then the file was closed. But this would be

As an aside, Mr. Stern advised that he had been sent various news \ 
clippings concerning the Oswald visit to the Dallas Office prior to the assassina- 
tion and the subsequent destruction of the note which Oswald had left. He asked 
me if I had reviewed Hosty’s testimony before the Warren Commission and I v*‘ 
told him that I had on two or three occasions. He inquired that in this review 
had he, Stern, asked any question of Hosty that might have elicited the fact v 
that Oswald had visited the office. I told Mr. Stern that he had not asked any 
such question. He stated that he felt bad about this because apparently he had / 
fallen down on his job although he agreed that he might not have received a 4 
truthful answer had he asked the key question. He further stated that certainly 
Hosty had had ample opportunity to advise him of that development during the 
conferences which he had held with Hosty prior to the latter’s actual testimony. *

subsequently furnish in which his, Stem’s, name is mentioned and I told him 
that 1 would be glad to comply with his request. ......

Of particular significance is the fact that Hosty in his sworn statement 
of 11/14/75 specifically stated that upon his return to the Dallas Office following 
his testimony he noted ”My name had been crossed out and former Assistant 
Special Agent in Charge Kyle Clark had written his name below mine and had 
initialed it for filing.” There is no other way of interpreting this other than a 
categorical statement on Hosty's part; however, when confronted with the 
actual serial showing that Clark's name appeared nowhere on it he states, ”1 
had assumed Clark's initials would have been on this serial since this case had 
beeh reassigned to Clark sometime after 11/22/63.” Jt is noted that Hosty is 
due to be interviewed by representatives of the House Subcommittee on Civil 
and Constitutional Rights on 12/4/75.

On referral from the director's Office, Deputy Assistant 
t irector Homer A. Boynton talked to John J. McCrory on December 3, 
1975. McCrory advised that television station XDFW-TV had 
received from an anonymous contributor an employment application 
for Lee Harvey Oswald at thr^jev't lbi 3 s Company, Toledo, Ohio. 
McCrory indicated that there mi ^’Something’ significant about this 
employment application but he declined to discuss details. He 
stated that Station KDFl’-TV was going to announce on its evening 
nov/s, 12/3/75, that it had thin employment application.

I’cCrory was immediately 
advised of the foregoing and lie. stated that in view of the 
fact that the information had been furnished to the Warren- >.

McCrory stated that he would furnish the 
FJI with the proposed text of tlioir evening news announcement, 
an well as a copy of the employment application, both of which 
are attached hereto.

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Eyewitness News has obtained a job application 
that reveals some activities of Lee Harvey Oswald in the 
days prior to the assassination of President Kennedy in 
Dallas. The application had not been made public before. 

The application was made with a Dallas company 
a few weeks before the assassination. It is unique in 
that it apparently is mentioned nowhere in the Warren 
Commission Report, although the FBI purportedly picked 


it up from the company a few days after the assassination. 

The signature on the application appears similar 
to Oswald's signature on documents taken from the Warren 
Commission Report. Channel 4 Eyewitness News authorized 
a Dallas handwriting expert to compare the signatures, 
but he was unable to render a conclusive opinion because 
of the poor quality of the documents. However, present- 
day employees of the company in question say it is common 
knowledge among them that Oswald did make the application 
a few weeks before the assassination. 

Eyewitness News obtained the new document from 
a source who wishes to remain anonymous. There is no 
startling new information in it, but .there are some 
unusual things about it. . * 

For one, it fails to mention the two Oswald 
children. Under the category of dependents, Oswald 
mentioned only his wife Marina. • 
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Oswald also misrepresents his military service, 
claiming he was in the service from 1959 to 1962. Actually, 
the Marines discharged him in 1959, and he was in the yi 
Soviet Union until 1962. ; = 

Oswald's application is also vague about his 
previous employers. He does mention two, but he omits 
his whereabouts during the late spring and early summer 


of 1963. 


It was during that time that he lived and worked 


in New Orleans, where he campaigned for the "Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee." He also traveled to Mexico during 
that period, ostensibly seeking a visa for a trip to 


Cuba. 


Oswald returned to Dallas in October of 1963, 


went to work at the Texas Schoolbook Depository on 
October 16th and according to our source, made this 
newly-discovered employment application about two weeks 
before the assassination. The application itself is 
undated. The company is located in an industrial district — 
away from downtown Dallas, but relatively close to the 
Trade Mart where President Kennedy was to speak during 
his Dallas visit. •

The Report does mention several other Oswald attempts 
to find employment in Dallas, and Marina Oswald's 
testimony before the Commission was that her husband 
was looking for another job after he went to work at 
the Schoolbook Depository. 

The Report also contains a Dallas street map

the map in the area of the company in question, and 
some questions about the mark were put to witnesses 
before the Commission.

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Oh 11/21/75 retired Bureau official James R. Malley telephonically 
advised that he had been earlier alerted by Mr. Paul Daly of the Office of 
Legal Counsel that he, Malley, would be receiving a request by the Senate 
Select Committee for Intelligence Activities concerning an interview with 
regard to Malley’s involvement in the investigation into the assassination of 
President Kennedy.

T-l was advised the identity of the interviewing 
agent and provided the following information: „r- : ,j!> . 

I In early October, 1963, T-l, along with several 

co-workers of the Johnson Western Gunite Company (JWGC) , 
stopped at the end of the day after work at a bar which 
he believed to be called the River Bottom Bar or Salt 
River Bar located at about 50th Avenue and River Bottom, 
Phoenix, Arizona. They had been working on a tri-city 
sewer project. While in the bar having a drink, T-l 
observed and heard an Individual who was standing at the 
bar who said, "That son of a bitch, red-headed KENNEDY 
bastard. We got it fixed. When he gets to Dallas, we 
gothim^'T-1 commented to one of the individuals with him, 
fBB^SSEBSSP, that such remarks should not be made about the 
President of the United States. T-l stated the above 
remarks were as near as he can now recall and he particularly 
remembers the "red-headed" portion of the remark because 
until that time he had not thought of KENNEDY as being 
red headed. 

T-l thought little more of this incident until 
the day of the assassination of President KENNEDY when he 
was working at the County Jail in Phoenix doing construction 
work with JWGC. After he heard the news of the 
assassination of President KENNEDY , he commented to 

that it appeared the individual at the bar 
may have had something after all. 

T-l stated he had never seen the individual 
who made this remark prior to the occasion that the remark 
was made, and he has never seen Jim since in person. He 
believes, however, he has seen him on a number of occasions 
during the showing on television of the "home movies" which 
were taken during the time of the assassination. The 
individual he feels is the same one he heard to make this 
remark i3 standing in the crowd in the movies and was 

dressed as he was when he was in the bar.

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"T-l has not brought this to the FBI's attention 
previously because LEE HARVEY OSWALD was arrested shortly 
after the assassination and he seemed to be the only 
person involved. Only recently since the re-opening of 
the KENNEDY Assassination Case has he felt there is 
possible substance to the statement at the tar in 1963. 

This has 'worked on his mind' for some time and felt it 
was time he told someone of the incident. 

"I have read this statement thoroughly, 
including this page and 7 others and find the facts to be 
true to the best of my recollection. I have provided the 
statement voluntarily and have not been coerced or 
threatened in any manner whatsoever. '

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,SA Hosty) Mrs. Fenner stated that she had not done so until after Joe Schott 
j (now retired SA out of the Dallas Office) wrote his book, "No Left Turns", la v£, 
1975, at which time she discussed the matter with SA Ural Horton (now 
retired). Oir Inquiry clearly established that Fenner mentioned this matter 
on several occasions to personnel in the Dallas Office prior to 1975. It is 
interesting to note that during the testimony Mrs. Fenner was not asked con 
cerning her statement to us that she had been instructed by Supervisor Howe . ;V 
sometime after the assassination to forget the Oswald letter. In fact, during V.t 
the testimony Mrs. Fenner, after testifying tliat ASAC Clark told her to for- - 
get the note, was then asked if this was the only conversation she had with *3. 
anybody in the immediate time frame following the assassination and according 
to the transcript she responded by nodding her head in the affirmative. . ' 

Mrs. Fenner testified that she was interviewed on two occasions - 
by the Inspection Division on the 15th of July relating she was placed under 313' 
oath immediately after admitting she had received this Oswald note. This I s'pli 
erroneous inasmuch as Mrs. Fenner was not placed under oath until the ■* ^33- 
second Interview on that date when sIm? furnislied the sworn state ment . _ - 

In her testimony Mrs. Fenner advised that slie and her husband 
f were watching television on Sunday morning, 11/24/63, and observed Oswald , 
•being moved from the city jail and she stated to her husband, "Oh my God, V . 
that’s the man who brought the letter to the office." In her affidavit to us i 1 
Mrs. Fenner stated she initially identified Oswald from newspaper photographs 
as being the person who delivered the note for SA Hosty. , 


Shanklin 's Testimony • - ^ . 

Shanklin appeared before the Committee immediately after Mrs. 

Fenner and furnished a long opening statement in which he recited circumstances 
in the Dallas Office at the time of the assassination and immediately thereafter 
and unequivocally stated he has no recollection of hearing of Oswald's visit to 
the office or of the note prior to learning of this information in July of 1975. . 

He stated he had no recollection of ever seeing the note and no recollection of 
discussing the note or Oswald's visit with anyone at the time prior to July, 

.1975. He stated that if, as Mrs. Fenner alleged, the note contained a threat /v; 
to blow up the Dallas Field Office or any threat of violence and it had been 
brought to his attention he would remember it to this day. He was vigorously 3/ 
questioned by all Congressmen in attendance and Congressman Drinan was^p^jf; 
very forceful in attempting to pin Shanklin down to yes or no answers 
cerning these events. /■.' .

i Hosty testified on 12/12/75, the day after Mrs. Fenner and Shanklin 
appeared. The Initial questioning pertained to his assignment of the Lee Harvey 
Oswald and Marina Oswald cases and investigation he performed prior to 
Kennedy's assassination. Hosty also testified concerning his activities cm ' 
11/22/63, including his interview of Oswald on that date. Hosty’s testimony J'if, 
closely followed that of his affidavits furnished to us during the course of our ^ T 
inquiry and contained no deviation as to his recollection concerning the Oswald V 
note. . . . - ... .......... , . .... lV -A •;•••'/• 


In response to a question, Hosty stated that when he testified before , 
the Warren Commission, he was instructed before testifying that he was only 

( to answer questions that were asked of him and he was not to expand or elabo- 
rate in any manner. According to Hosty, he was given these instructions by 
Shanklin, Dallas Agent Supervisor Gemberling and former Assistant to the 
Director Belmont. Hosty continued by explanation that any law enforcement / 
officer, in testifying, is to stick to first-hand knowledge and not volunteer any- 
thing. According to Hosty, he was specifically instructed not to discuss FBI :•••' 
policy and if any such questions were asked by the Commission, he was to defer 
to Mr. Belmont. Hosty continued that with regard to his current testimony, ; . 
he was instructed to tell everything and to hold back in no manner, shape or ./; • 
form. . • - ....... . . 

The Corpmittee members asked many questions of Hosty concerning / 
the disciplinary action taken against him as well as others, both in the field 
and at Headquarters. Concerning his own disciplinary action, Hosty testified 
that he did not think his discipline was justified and explained that he responded 
by memorandum dated 12/6/63 to the SAC in answering the 16 questions then : 
Assistant Director James Gale (Inspection Division) had telephoned to the SAC 
on J2/5/63. According to Hosty, he answered those questions applicable to -w 
himself in his memorandum. He continued that on 12/8/63 Supervisor Howe 
came out of Shanklin's office, obviously perturbed and upset, and handed both 
copies of Hosty's memorandum to Hosty and told him to keep these as he "might 
need these some day.” Hosty testified he did keep the memorandum of 12/6/63. 

Hosty testified approximately five or six years ago while assigned // 
to the Kansas City Office, his personnel file was left unattended on his super-’| - 
visor's desk and he perused his file as he was curious as to why he had been j&Z 
censured. He stated in his file he found a memorandum from the Agent In 
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Charge (Shanklin) to Headquarters In which the SAC set forth answers to the^.^’- 
questions propounded by Assistant Director Gale. According to Hosty, both *£7, 
his answers and those of Howe were set forth and at the end of the memorandum" 
was an addendum by Mr. Shanklin. According to Hosty, two of the answers / 
attributable to him were not the answers tliat he gave in his 12/6/63 memo-^vt 
randum to the SAC. He advised the SAC's memorandum to the Bureau stated 7.77 
that 'I felt maybe I was wrong and should have done it differently. ** Hosty 
testified that he did not make such a statement and his letter of censure was 
based upon these false and changed answers. Hosty continued that his ->•*• 
disciplinary action "had to do with administrative handling of my interviewing ■ v 
Marina Oswald in November of 1963 and my placing a memorandum in the file 
opposed to writing a letter to FBIHQ" in May of 1963. Hosty was asked if he 
liad appealed his disciplinary action prior to discussing this matter with - , 

Director Kelley in 1973 and replied in the negative stating that he felt it would * 
have been useless. In response to why he felt it would liave been useless, 7:71^/ 
Hosty said because it was obvious that the people he would have to appeal to f 
were the ones that were responsible for the change. Concerning Hosty’s 12/6/63 
memorandum setting forth his response to Mr. Gale’s questions, he advised — 
that his attorney had two copies of his memorandum which were turned over to * 
the Committee. Hosty further testified that each one of the copies had some. 77/ 
corrections and additions in handwriting, Supervisor Howe writing on one of ?T/ 
the copies and he, Hosty, making minor changes on the other copy. "... 

During the questioning relating to the disciplinary action, Hosty 
stated that he felt he and Howe were penalized more than all the others who / • ’ 
were censured and further commented that it was a normal procedure for ,7 

Washington to focus the blame for some failure away from itself and onto ' ^ 

'some Agent out in the field. It should be noted during this questioning about 7 
the disciplinary action Hosty stated that Congressman Edwards wanted to .

Hosty also testified that while assigned to the Kansas City Office, .> 
then SAC Carl Dissley, just prior to Dissley’s retirement, told Hosty that he - 
had recommended to the Bureau that Hosty be considered for promotion to ';-U ; 
the position of relief supervisor and according to Dissley, Hosty had been % 
turned down for the reason that there was a stop on Hosty’s file from 
Tolson. In subsequent questioning Hosty clarified this by stating that SAC 
Dissley did not make his recommendation in writing to Headquarters but he 
made a telephone inquiry to see if it was feasible to submit a written request, 
and when Dissley was advised in the negative, no written record was made.^g^

1973, he orally brought this matter to the attention of Mr. Kelley and on 
instructions reduced the matter to writing and sent the material personally I 
to Mr. Kelley. He continued that about five weeks later he received a tetter 
from Mr. Kelley which stated in essence that the action was taken under 
Director Hoover and he himself could do nothing about that previous action 
taken by another person.

Howe's Testimony 




Howe’s testimony on 12/12/75 immediately followed that of Hosty. 
His testimony closely followed that previously furnished to the Bureau with 
one notable change. Howe had advised us tliat following the assassination ; , 
of President Kennedy he had learned from Fenner that Oswald had been to 1 
the Dallas Office and left a note for Hosty. However, he told us he had no - 
distinct recollection of having gone to SAC Shanklin with this information, i 
In his testimony before the Committee, Howe stated after learning of this ■■■? 
information from Fenner he reported same to Shanklin. - . ./-w 


Howe was questioned extensively concerning the disciplinary action v;; 
meted out by the Bureau as well as the handling of the response to Gale's 16 
questions as referred to above. Concerning the answering of these questions, ■ ' 
Howe related that he and Hosty sat down together and answered the questions 5 
in rough draft form to the best of their ability and then they took the answers 
in to Shanklin *s office where the proposed responses were discussed with both 
Shanklin and Jim Malley (Inspector James R. Malley who was on special . J * ’ 

assignment in Dallas at the time). According to Howe, he and Hosty went ‘4: t 
over the responses with Shanklin and Malley and there were some changes that > 
they suggested as to how certain responses could be worded a little bit 
differently. Howe states he does not recall giving the rough draft copy with 
noted changes to Hosty but pointed out that Hosty was. present when the changes 
I were made. Howe also pointed out he and Hosty jointly prepared their responses 
1 to the questions and Howe stated he was satisfied with the changes that were 
! made. Howe also testified that he had no knowledge that the answers prepared 
by Hosty and himself were changed without their knowledge. 
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v ' Howe was asked if it was a practice at that time in the FBI that 
whenever there was a possibility the Bureau might be criticized for some jIC^vliv 
failure or alleged failure whether a scapegoat was made of some Agent in 
the field in order to get the focus away from Washington. In response Howe 
stated the Bureau is all one organization and a dereliction of an Agent is 
a reflection against the FBI as a whole and that is the reason derelictions of ^ 
specific Agents were subject to disciplinary action because the dereliction 
reflected on the Bureau. Howe continued that Mr. Hoover was a strict 
disciplinarian and considered anything that happened to the Bureau as a « ’ . 
reflection upon the Bureau itself. Howe pointed out that people at Headquarters 
were disciplined and given letters of censure the 6ame as a street Agent in -

Bureau file 67-798, serial 3048, is an airtel from Dallas to the ^ r 
Bureau, dated 12/8/63, referring to Gale’s telephone calls of 12/5 and 6/63, ' 
and enclosing among other things an undated 24 -page letterhead memorandum 
(LHM) captioned "Lee Harvey Oswald, aka," responding to 15 of Gale’s *... 
questions. It is noted that in his response Shanklin combined two questions 
into one, which accounts for the variance in the number of questions asked 
and those answered. In submitting the response SAC Shanklin did not enclose 7 . • 
any memoranda from either Hosty or Howe, and a review of Bureau files, - - . 

1 including Hosty's personnel file, fails to locate Hosty’s memorandum of 12/6/63. 
Inquiry of the SAC, Kansas City, determined a review of Hosty's field personnel 
file likewise failed to contain a copy of his 12/6/63 memorandum, although a # ^ 
copy of Shankiin's 24-page undated response is in Hosty’s personnel file bearing 
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a block stamp date of 12/8/63. The AS AC, Dallas Office, made a search of 
the Dallas personal and confidential file (maintained by the SAC) and contained ~ 
therein is Shanklin’s undated 2 4 -page LHM in response to Gale’s questions; 
however, this file does not contain Hosty’s memorandum of 12/6/63. The LHM 
does liave a notation that copies were filed in personnel files of Hosty, How©,, -?

When Hosty brought this matter to Mr. Kelley’s attention by letter <4 
dated 10/24/73, he furnished to Mr. Kelley two copies of his 12/6/63, four- , :

Levine did not comment as to which statements were truthful and which 
were false. Levine told Sullivan he was willing to talk to the FBI concerning his 
evaluation. The New York Office was inquiring as to whether the Bureau desired that 
someone talk to Levine. * * .. . — v ;-r- • .. 

I advised SA fcT^'^l that although I, of course, am not any kind of expert 
on psychological stress evaluation, I had not heard that it had been certified as an 
acceptable technique, that this inquiry would be referred to the Laboratory, Inspection 
and General Investigative Divisions, but that in absence of any further response by the 
Bureau New York could assume the Bureau saw. no point in contacting Levine on this 
matter. Inspector Kelleher of the Laboratory Division confirmed that psychological 
stress evaluation has not been validated as an acceptable technique. Mr. Bassett 
advised the name Ruiz or anything close did not’ figure into the recentduqui 
ducted by his division. ^

214-665-6560, was interviewed at the Gainesville State ' : \ r ^ 
School, Gainesville, Texas, telephone 214-665-0701, where 
he is employed as a Youth Counselor. He was advised of the 
Jtdghtities of SAs and 

as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI). He was advised that an interview was desired concern- 
ing his having reportedly stopped a woman at Ardmore, 

Oklahoma the night before President JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY 
was assassinated on November 22, 1963, and who was hysterical 
and told him that something bad was going to happen to the 
President in Dallas, Texas, the following day. 

MC MILLAN advised he was employed as a patrolman 
by the Ardmore, Oklahoma Police Department from June, 1963 
to~ October, 1967. Between 1:30 a.m. and 2:00 a.o., on 
November 22, 1963, he was in a patrol car parked on the 
Southeast corner of North Commerce Street and 12th Avenue 
Northwest in Ardmore, Oklahoma, when he observed an old 
vehicle occupied by a lone woman going up and down North 
Commerce Street. After about four observations of this 
vehicle, he stopped the woman while she was proceeding south 
on ‘North Commerce Street in about the 1000 block. When he 
first approached her, she became hysterical and after calming 
her down, she said, "They are going to do something terrible 
to the President when he comes to Dallas today." 

MC MILLAN spent about 15 minutes talking With this 
woman. He checked her^for intoxication by having her. get 
out of the car and walk a straight line which she was able 
to do. She told him she had been to a party in Texas and 
had left the party and was just driving around. MC MILLAN 
found a martini glass in the car. The car was an old model 
coupe, a Chrysler product, believed to be a 1939, 1940 or

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1941 model but was in excellent condition. It was a dark 
color. It bore a Texas license. The lady was named MART 
FRANCES ODOM. She had a current Texas Drivers License and 
was from a suburb of Dallas, Texas, believed to be Irving, 
or Hurst, Texas. MC MILLAN recorded this woman’s name, ^ 

drivers license number, car description and car license 
number and made an activity report. that same night to the 
Ardmore Police Department. He also made a record of the 
same information on a legal size pad of paper for his own 
use which he has since lost. He did not arrest this woman, 
but let her proceed in her car. He described her as a white 
female about 35 years of age, 105-110 pounds, 5'3"-4 M , brunette, 
attractive and well built, well dressed and who appeared to 
be quite intelligent. He assumed she was married. 

* % * During the afternoon of November 22, 1963, after 

MC MILLAN learned of the assassination of President KENNEDY, 
he immediately proceeded to the Ardmore Police Department - 
from his residence and obtained the information from his 
activity report and gave such information to two FBI Agents 
at the Ardmore Police Department. It is his recollection v - ' * 

he *p u * the information on a piece of paper and gave it to 
BAs SHIFFER and PITTS. He estimated this was between 4:00 
and 5:00 p.ra., on November 22, 1963. MC MILLAN states other 
individuals whoceither saw his report or knew of its contents 
and who may have witnessed him giving such information to 
the two FBI Agents were Chief of Police BUCK HOUCHENS 
(phonetic); Assistant Chief of Police JESS MC GINNIS; 

Patrolman FRANK LINDSAY and Patrolman WOODY EDEN. 


MC MILLAN thought nothing more about this infor- 
mation until he read about the investigation being conducted 
into the assassination of President KENNEDY by District 
Attorney JAMES GARRISON in New Orleans, Louisiana# in what 







MC MILLAN believes was about 1964 or 1965. MC MILLAN recalls ^ 
that he skv. mention of the name "ODOM" in connection with 
GARRISON’S investigation. MC MILLAN then called GARRISON’S 
number one investigator, name not recalled but believed It. 
was an Italian sounding name and gave him the information 
concerning MARY FRANCES ODOM as set forth above. GARRISON’S 
investigator wanted a copy of MC MILLAN’s police activity 
report made on this incident but MC MILLAN upon checking the 
Ardmore Police Department records was unable to locate any 
such report. MC MILLAN discussed the absence of his activity 
* report with dispatcher BILL FREEMAN at the Ardmore Police 

Department, and called SA SHIFFER of the Ardmore Resident 
Agency of the FBI. MC MILLAN alleges that SA SHIFFER told ' 
him there was no copy of the report made by MC MILLAN in 
FBI files in Oklahoma, as it had been sent through proper 
channels. MC MILLAN stated he was never interviewed in person 
by JAMES GARRISON’S investigator because shortly after tus 
contact, by telephone, GARRISON’S investigation ended as a 
failure. MC MILLAN again heard nothing further until about 
October, 1975, when some reporter from a Dalits newspaper, 
name of reporter and newspaper not recalled, called him and • 

* inquired about the incident, at which time MC MILLAN told 

" “* this*^ reporter the details of the MARY FRANCES ODOM incident 
as set forth above. MC MILLAN has no idea how this reporter 
learned of the incident or of MC MILLAN’s whereabouts, but 


states this reported suggested he should tell his Congressman 
about it. Thereafter, MC MILLAN contacted a representative 
of some Congressional Committee named TIM (last name unknown) 
in Washington, D.C.. MC MILLAN obtained TIM’s telephone number 
through telephone information and told him about the MARY 
FRANCES ODOM incident. 


About a month or so ago, BOB SIRKIN of Channel 8 
News at Dallas, Texas, called MC MILLAN to arrange an inter- 
view with him concerning the MARY FRANCES ODOM incident. ; , ; 
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Before consenting to such interview, MC MILLAN telephoned 

Till (last name unknown), supra, to determine if it was okay 

to give the interview and TIM told him to go ahead. SIRKIN 

came to Gainesville, Texas and interviewed MC MILLAN, during 

which time MC MILLAN related the information concerning the .-,i 

incident involving MARY FRANCES ODOM. This interview was , . * ' 

taped for television and MC MILLAN states he told SIRKIN " 

he was not particularly interested in having his photograph 

appear on television because of his employment with the 

youths at the Gainesville State School. He subsequently 

was told by SIRKIN that the information furnished by MC MILLAN 

could not be used because some of it could not be verified. 

MC MILLAN recalled that SIRKIN indicated he had located some 

woman named MARY FRANCES ODOM who he believes was from 

Saq Antonio, Texas. *

When MC MILLAN was advised that SA GERALD E. PITTS 
of the Ardmore, Oklahoma Resident Agency of the FBI was not 
transferred to Oklahoma until 1965, MC MILLAN explained that 
there may have been some other Agent with SA SNIFFER when 
he gave SHIFFER the information on November 22, 1963. MC MILLAN 
explained that during the period he was employed at the Ardmore, 
Oklahoma Police Department, from June, 1963 to October, 1967, 
he was acquainted with SAs SHIFFER, PITTS and another Agent 
from the Lawton, Oklahoma Resident Agency, BOB (last name 
unknown). He explained it was possible SA PITTS was not 
present when he gave the information to SA SHIFFER. 

When questioned as to why the Ardmore Police 
Department records do not reflect a copy of the activity 
report concerning MARY FRANCES ODOM, MC MILLAN stated, this 
is typical of the record keeping at the Ardmore Police 
Department. He also stated he had been dismissed from the 
Ardmore Police Department in 1967 by the then Chief of Police 
DOMINIC (last name unknown), because a bank robber, JAMES ’ 
KENNETH JOIINSON, who MC MILLAN had arrested, had allegedly ' 
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told DOMINIC that MC MILLAN was trying to get JOHNSON to fv < ? 

obtain a photograph of DOMINIC 

so such photograph could be useoto get DOMINIC fired. . •• • 

MC MILLAN then went to work as a Deputy Sheriff 
at Walters, Oklahoma, for about six months; then to Cyril, - 
Oklahoma where he was hired as City Marshal. He stayed at 
Cyril, Oklahoma for approximately seven yea rs until May, 1975, 
when he was dismissed 

which MC MILLAN stateswere never proved. In May, 1975, ' ; 

MC MILLAN took a job with the Gainesville Water Department, 
Gainesville, Texas, where he worked until he started his 
present position at the Gainesville State School in Octber, 
1975. 

*• * 

- ' . MC MILLAN states he has discussed the incident 

involving MARY FRANCES ODOM with many of his associates 
over the years. When asked to furnish names of individuals 
with whom he had discussed this incident, he mentioned his 
younger brother GERALD MC MILLAN, unknown address, Richardson, 
Texas, who is a potato, broker in the Farmers Market area 
of Dallas; and PAUL RHODES, Mayor, Cyril, Oklahoma. MC-MIhLAN 
was most emphatic that if SA GERALD E. PITTS was not the Agent 
accompanying S1IIFFER on the afternoon of November 22, 1963, 
when he furnished the information to SHIFFER, there was some 
other Agent with him who, if located, could verify tint he 
did actually give such information. 

MC MILLAN also stated that he recalls contacting 
the Dallas Police Department at Dallas, Texas by telephone 
from his residence in the 500 block of West Stanley, Ardmore, 
Oklahoma, on the night of November 22, 1963, at which time 
he gave some unknown Dalis police officer the same information 
about MARY FRANCES ODOM as set forth above.

The files of the Dallas Office of the FBI reflect 
that in 1967, during the investigation of Clay Shaw by District 
Attorney James Garrison in New Orleans, Louisiana, it was 
revealed that a notebook seized from Shaw's effects referred 
to name, "Lee Odom, P.O. Box 19106, Dallas, Tex," Thereafter, 
the Dallas Times Hearld, Dallas, Texas, of May 17, 1967, 
carried an interview of Lee Odom by Staff writer Jim Lehrer. 
This article did not reflect the residence of Lee Odom but 
indicated his residence was in an apartment complex in a 
suburban city of Dallas County, Texas from the summer of 1966 
until October or November, 1966. The post office box was 
located in the Medical Center postal station at Knight and 
.Maple Streets, Dallas, Texas, in the .name of a barbecue company 
Odom was operating. . This article indicated Odom had been in 
New' Orleans in November, 1966, to promote a bullfight and 
was in contact with Clay Shaw about a suitable location for 
such bullfight, at which time Odom gave Shaw his business 
> card. Odom Indicated he had no contact with Shaw thereafter. 

* It also reflected that post office box 19106 did not come 
injo existence until mid 1965. «-•

Dallas files also reflect that in 1967 Odom was 
living with his wife and two children, no names reflected, 
at the Sands Apartments located at O'Connor and 6th Street, 
Irving, Texas, and had P.O. Box 174, Irving, Texas. He was 
not Interviewed by the FBI concerning his relationship with 

Clay Shaw nor concerning the assassination investigation.

Epstein intends to "take issue with" a number of these — probably 
in the Appendix to his book. In this connection, he was ^ 
given a copy of Deputy Associate Director Adams' October 21, ; 

1975, statement before the House Subcommittee on Civil and 
Constitutional Rights — which statement deals with (1) the 
note that Lee Harvey Oswald left at the Dallas Field Office 
in November, 1963, (2) the question of whether Jack Ruby was 
a paid FBI informant, and (3) the teletype warning of a possible 
assassination attempt that a former clerical employee of the 
New Orleans Office, William S. Walter, claims was sent from 
FBIHQ in November, 1963^"'* •

Epstein said that his book will be devoted primarily 
to Lee Harvey Oswald and will attempt to trace all phases of 
his life and hi§ whereabouts from birth to death. He hopes 
to interviey^tjswald's widow, Marina, and he also is soliciting 
cooperation of CIA and the State Department in an effort to 
separate truth from fiction with regard to Oswald's activities 
in Russia and Mexico. 

Epstein has asked questions regarding the late former 
SAC Guy Banister, the identities of other Americans who defected 
to Russia at approximately the same time as Oswald, employments 
of Oswald in the United States and possible fingerprint and/or 
name check requests the FBI may have received in connection with 

th£^e jobs, as well as other questions.

building at the time of the shooting, this would be significant 
when compared to the "Dillard" photograph. Roy could not 
further identify the "Dillard" photograph but stated a com- 
^parison of the two would show movement. 

Roy desired this information be brought to the 
attention of the appropriate FBI officials so they can go.

He requested the telephone company 
to check the line for a possible wiretap and was to be called 
at his office on Thursday by Mrs. Beach of the telephone company, 
He states he also requested that the old telephone number have a 
reco rdin g to the effect, "This number is no longer in service." 
Mr. states that someone, apparently from the telephone 

company, called his 12-year old stepdaughter on Wednesday, 
January 28, 1976, and told her the telephone was not tapped. 

On Thursday, January 29, 1976, Mrs. Beach of the telephone 
company did not call him as she had said she would and on that 
evening the call from "Mrs. Gertz" was received. He states he 
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called the telephone number of the company Mrs. Gertz : 
represented and received no answer. He also learned that 
the telephone company changed the old telephone number V 
recording back to "At the customers request, the number

The report of SA Robert P. Gemberling dated November 
30, 1963, at Dallas, Texas, in captioned matter reflects inter- 
views with Roger Craig on November 22, 1963 (page 69), and 
November 25, 1963, (pages 71 and 72). In the first interview, 
Craig, who was employed as a Deputy Sheriff of Dallas County', 
Texas, stated shortly after the assassination, he saw ah 
. individual run down the grassy area' from the direction of the 
Texas School Book Depository; that this individual whistled 
and a white Rambler station wagon driven by a Negro male 
pulled over to the curb, picked up the individual and headed 
toward the Dallas-Fort Worth Turnpike. Craig stated that 
later that day he was given the opportunity to observe Lee 
Harvey Oswald at the Dallas Police Department, and he was 
positive Oswald was identical to the individual he observed 
getting into the station wagon. 

When reinterviewed on November 25, 1963, Craig 
again reiterated the above information but described the 
driver of the station wagon as a white male, stating that 
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since he had previously been interviewed, he had decided the 
driver was a white male* - 

The testimony of Craig before the Warren Commission ' 
to the foregoing infarnation is set forth in Volume VI, Pages 
260-273, of the Warren Commission report. 

The "Dallas Times Herald" newspaper on November 2, 

1967, carried an article captioned "Garrison Probe Figure 
Claims Shot." This article stated that Roger Craig, former 
Dallas County Deputy Sheriff, who resigned from the Dallas 
County Sheriff*s Office in July, 1967, to become a private 
Investigator, had stated someone shot at him on November 1, 

‘.1967, in a parking lot in East Dallas. The article continued 
.that Craig said he believed his going to New Orleans the previous 
week for interrogation by District Attorney James Garrison was 
probably connected with the attempt on his life. This article 
also stated that Craig had indicated he was "tailed" while in 
New Orleans on October 25 and 26, 1967, and was still being 
"tailed" in Dallas. * .

' An article in the New Orleans Times Picayune on 

February 14, 1969, indicated Craig testified as a prosecution 
witness in the Clay Shaw trial at New Orleans, again reiterating 
the information about observing a man believed to be Oswald 
getting into a station wagon shortly after the assassination. 

A newspaper article in the Dallas Horning News on 
May 16, 1975, reflects that Craig had apparently committed 
suicide at his father*s home on May 15, 1975, while his 
father was in the back yard working on a lawn mower. It 
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was indicated that Craig left a note saying he was sorry for yyy 
what he had to do, but he could not stand the pain. According 
to Craig's father, Craig had been taking pain killing medication 
for injuries from a car wreck two years before and for a gunshot 
wound in the shoulder which he had received at Waxahachie, Texas, 
abut six months before* The article stated that Craig had 
reported to Waxahachie police that a stranger appeared at the 
door of a house where Craig was waiting for a woman friend and y 
shot Craig with a shotgun when Craig answered the knock on the

In response to Epstein’s requests, he h'&s been" 
advised that former SAC Banister entered on dustbin Novest** 
ber, 1934, and retired in December, 1954 — at which time he 
was SAC at Chicago. Epstein has been told that Banister was 
Assistant Superintendent of Police in New Orleans from 1955 to 
1957 and that he subsequently ’operated Guy Eanister Associates, 
.IncT, in New Orleans until he died in June, 1964. Epstein plans 
to visit New Orleans, and it has been pointed out to him that the 
morgues of New Orleans-area newspapers should contain a large 
number of clippings regarding Banister's activities in that 
city from 1955 to 1964. 


With regard to Epstein's request for the identities 
of other defectors to the Soviet Union, he was told that 
extensive publicity has been given to the defection to Russia 
and subsequent return to America of Robert Edward Webster of 
Ohio, Nicholas Petrulli of New York, and Libero JU-ccardblli 
of Massachusetts — in the 1959-62 period. ^

She 
added that she has never resided in a suburb in Dallas,-

Mrs. Odom related that on an unrecalled date 
in the recent past she was telephonicallv contacted by 
an individual who identified himself as beinp emploved 
by a television station in Dallas, Texas (name not 
recalled) who desired to interview her concerning the 
assassination of President Kennedy. She advised this 
individual she had no knowledge of the assassination 
of President Kennedy and was extremely concerned as to 
whv this individual would contact her. She stated that 
this individual concluded the conversation bv advising 
that he must have the wrong woman and she has not 
been recontacted by this individual.

Other handwritten notes recounted 
a plan to assassinate Kennedy during 
“the dedication of a lake or dam in Wis> , 
consin," Preston said. 1 

(Law authorities in Wisconsin had • 
speculated in December, 1963, that 
such a plan may have existed after they 
found what appeared to be Oswald’! 
signature Sept 16, 1963, on the registry 
of a restaurant in Hubertus, Wis. , 
Kennedy had made speeches Sept 24 at 
Ashland, Wis., and Duluth, Minn., as 4 
part of a national conservation tour. 

(The FBI later dismissed the possi- 
% bility that the signature was Oswald’s. 

\ • The incident, however, received little 

publicity outside of Wisconsin.) 

"We kept quiet about all this," Cash 
said.

In recent months, news reports 
about possible Oswald and Ruby con* 
tacts in Mexico or Cuba r ekindled/ 
Yherr curi osity, Cash said. 


■ FiesiotTsaid much of the handwrit- 
ing was on stationery of Paramount 
Pictures Corp., where the woman who 
asked him to get the papers was em- 
ployed at the time. 

"He had used a lot of her letterheads 
that she undoubtedly had used at the 
office," Preston said “He had scribbled 
all over them and had a lot of dates and 
figures. I mean, it was Just page after 
page— several of them. And he had 
notes on little notebooks." 

Cash remembers that the pile of 
papers and clippings "was quite exten- 
sive. He went into the time between 
the firing of the shots" at the Texas 
Book Depository Building. 

Cash and Preston said the writings 
noted "another gun" at the assassina- 
tion scene, but they couldn’t remember 
other details except Cash’s recollection 
of a “.25 caliber automatic." 

Cash speculated that the writer had 
his girl friend keep the notes as . 
"protection* against being "fingered" 
later on. 


Wade said it “might well have hap- 
pened" that he was given the box from 
Love’s office, "but I know whatever 
they had didn’t amount to nothing." 

"You can see how much it would 
have helped us in the trial (of Ruby) if 
we could prove Ruby and Oswald were 
together," Wade said. "We never found 
any substantial proof that they knew 
each other. Everything that indicated 
there might be a connection was 
checked out more carefully than any- 
thing else by our office."

Memos regarding the Cuban defec- 
tor wefe gmjngsome 1.500 pages of CIA 


documents released lo The Associated 
Press. Also included is a 1975 GA memdf 
stating that the Warren Report shoul<| 
have given more credence to the possijj 
bility of a foreign -conspracy in light or 
promising leads that were not pursued. 

l*he documents originally were pro- 
vided to the Rockefeller Commission 
on the CIA and have since been turned 
over to theSenate intelligence commit- 
tee. where a subcommittee headed by 
Sen. "Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa^ is 
investigating the Kennedy assassin k 
tion, Schweiker has predicted that th* 
Warren RejKirt will "collapse like i 
bouse of cards." *' ; * , 

THE MEMOS REGARDING the Cuban 
delector quote him as saying "I have no 
personal knowledge of Lee Haney Os- 
wald or his activities and I do not know 
that Oswald was an agent ... of the 
Cuban government"* However, thrf 
same memos offer differing account! 
of what the unnamed defector saiii 
about the possibility of a contact bei 
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tween Oswald and Cuban intelligence 

i igents. 

The first mention of the defectr ap- 
pears in a May. 1964. interna] QA 
memo in which he is quoted as saying 
that Oswald *V$s in contact** with 
three Cuban agents “before, during 
and after" his visits to the Cuban and 
Soviet embassies in Mexico City in late 
September and early October 1963.

of President John F. Kennedy. 

Again, we say such an investiga- 
tion would be a waste of time and 
end up dealing in minor aspects of 
.the assassination, _ 

‘.Worse still, such an investigation 
wftuld create a forum for every 
unsavory character in the country 
who wants to exploit wild theories 
for personal profit 
Congress should, as it has before, 
reject any attempt to conduct a new 
investigation without having evi- 
dence that the basic conclusions of 
the Warren Commission are false. 


So far, no one has offered such 
evidence although some new infor- 
mation has come to public 
knowledge about insignificant 
details either of the assassination or 
the main participants in one of 
history’s most tragic times. . 

As a practical matter, it is Dear* 
impossible to reconstruct evidence 
almost 13 years after the assassina- 
tion when many of the witnesses are 
deceased or have blurred memories. 

We have concluded there are likely 
to always be some things unknown 
or disputed about the Kennedy: 
assassinatioa But the main conclu- 
sions of the Warren Commission f 
remain as the historical view ofj 
what happened. There is no seriousf

played poker with in the Kemah, Texas, area; one of those • ; 
friends was JACK RUBY who shot LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He 
explained that JACK RUBY was, at £hat time, involved in the 1 
business of selling guns to FIDEL'CASTRO in Cuba. He further 
explained that , ..during the middle *1950 ’ s , the United States was 
not too concerned with FIDEL CASTRO inasmuctv.as. CASTRO had. 
not gained control of Cuba, and it was not known at that time 
that CASTRO had Communist connections. 

-Mr. JAMES E. BEAIRD advised that JACK RUBY ’stored 
guns and ammunition in a two-story house between the water- 
front and. railroad tracks in Kamah, Texas , "and would take the* 
guns and ammunition to Cuba,. mostly on weekends. He related * 
that he personally saw many boxes oF'jiew guns, including 
automatic rifles and handguns , stored in the two-story house 
and placed on a boat for shipment.

He remarked, however, that a DILL DE MAK, who had a memory • 
act at the Carousel Club at the time of the assassination, 
mentioned t» him several times aftex* the assassination that 
OSWALD was in the Carousel Club three times during the 
week of tiie assassination and sat at a back table with RUBY 
for long periods of time, lie sa id~.DE MAR acted like he 
was pleading fox* someone to believe him and told LEONARD 
he had gone to the authorities with his information but no 
one would believe him. LEONARD states he had heard DE MAR 
died in Florida but docs not recall his source fox* this 
. information. 

It was pointed out to Mr. LEONARD that. DE MAR 
had been intex’vicwcd by the FBI during the assassination 
. investigation and that he was also called to testify before 
the warren Commission. • .

At 11:30 P.M. I tuned fn to aerogram broadcast on Channel 6, 
Itnc-TV, Conducted by Geraldo Rivera, "Special*, Goodnight America." The 
beginning of the program was not interesting -to me, so I turned it-off.- 
Later on'I*'tuned in again with the picture showing, beside Mr. Rivera^ 
two people--one a nan (I was too late- to get bis name), the other a ~ v ' 
very talkative woman - who kept interrupting Mr. Rivera «*■ and who I 
think is the sister of Jack Ruby. Then Mr. Rivera presented'and inter- 
viewed the following: Jack Sturgis ( who served 14 months in jail as 

an accomplice in the Watergate break-in); Lee harvey Oswald's mother, 
and Jack Anderson. All of the interviewing was concerned with the 
killing of President Kennedy, Jack Sturgis' connection-with Lee Harvey 
Oswald, Jack Ruby, and Fidel Castro, their meetings and involvement in 
the murder of JFK. The Warren Commission was also mentioned. 

It is *my thought that you may be interested in getting a transcript 
of the program.

This group 
consisted of Miguel Amador Fuentes, Antonio Ventura Bart, Bart's 
wife, Cecelia Bart and a Mr. Sousay This group furnished him 
with a Russian made rifle and attempted to recruit him for 
their plot but he refused to take -part and left the Miami area. 
Extensive investigation in Miami failed to identify Trapnell'* 
coconspirators or to locate buildings allegedly used by the • 
conspirators as meeting places. Contact with various exile

Trapnell was reinterviewed at the Clifton T. Perkins • 
Hospital for Mental Defectives at JVs'sup, Maryland, on- 
November 23, 1963, after he claimed to recognize a picture of . 

Lee Harvey Oswald as one of the four persons he had previously 
reported as plotting to kill Attorney General Robert Kennedy. 

He said Oswald was introduced to him by the name^ Oswaldo. In 
this interview he named members of the group as Marta (first 
name unknown), Oswaldo and first name unknown (FNU)'V last 
name unknown (LNU) . It is noted he had previously named the members 
of the group as Antonio Ventura Bart, Cecelia Bart, Miguel Amador 
Fuentes and % FNU Sousa. It is further noted that Trapnell claimed 
to have been in the Army with Miguel Amador Fuentes but a review 
of Army records failed to show that Fuentes was ever in the Army.

He was of the opinion that JACK RUBY and ' ">f> 

LEE HARVEY OSWALD knew each otbsr before the assasination 
of l resident KENNEDY and offered the following as the 
basis for his beliefs S: ?*:■' 

Approximately three weeks before the assasination * 
of President KENNEDY, he was performing at _ghe .Carousel 
Club in Dallas, Texas, and at approximately 11:00 PM one v. 
evening he observed an individual standing approximately 
ten feet :£rom JACK RUBY near the •back. door. At .the, time ■> 

-he observed this individual,. WESSON was standing approxi- 
mately three feet from the edge of the stage and at this 
distance could see four or five rows of people sitting ." - — 
in the audience. 

Shortly after he observed this individual ' V- 

standing at the back, near the door, he noticed the *’ 
individual was coming down the aisle toward him. His 
first thought was that he was aware that the club was 
full of people and he wondered where the individual was 
going to sit down. The individual stopped in front of 
him rather than sitting down, and pointed, believed to be 
with his left hand, at WESTON, and stated, "I believe you 
are a Communist”. WESTON replied to the effect that such 
a statement was ridiculous and "I'm an American, why don't 
you sit down?” N * 

The Individual stood there, and WESTON continued 
with his monologue. In a minute or two; however, he noticed 
that JACK RUBY was coming down the aisle toward him and at 
about this time the individual who was still standing in 
front of the stage again repeated his remark, "I still say 
you're a Communist”. 

At this point, WESTON jumped from the stage and 
the individual swung at him, but missed. V7EST0N responded 
by striking the individual on the jaw, knocking him backwards

At this point he heard RUBY remark to the individual * 

"You son-of-a-bitch, I told you never to come in here 
again." RUBY then carried tne individual to the stairs ‘ ‘ 
and threw him down them. 


WESTON resumed his monologue after a brief 
applause from the audience and continued with the show * ; 
trnt evening. After the show was over he apologized A . .,■:»>* ■. 
to RUBY for haying jumped from the stage and struck a 
customer and ROBY passed it off as if It did not matter, ' 
with a remark something to the effect forget it,*he - 
wasn't much anyway. 


- -e_ _ Approximately Ifive days prior to the assaslnation 

of President KENNEDY, WESTON left the employment at the 
Carousel % Club and went to Oklahoma City, Where he wss 
working at the Derby Club. He had returned to Dallas, 
however, for a -visit and was watching television the .day 
that JACK RUBY ‘was televised shooting LEE HARVEY — 
OSWALD. Several days thereafter, exact date unrecalled/ 
Sheriff DECKER called WESTON and said that JACK RUBY 


wanted to see him. 



He visited RUBY as requested and during -this 
interview RUBY asked him to return to the Carousel Club ; 
as Master of Ceremonies and also to manage the show. 

V Things did not go well and approximately three 

weeks after the shooting of President KENNEDY, the employees 
were having a meeting as they had not been paid. They were 
meeting with RALPH (last name unknown), who was a partner 
in the Carousel Club with JACK RUBY and it was hoped that 
RALPH would take care of the back pay. 


During this meeting he was talking with KATHY 
KAY in' the presence of BILLY WILLIS, a drummer, about 
JACK RUBY killing LEE HARVEY OSWALD. KAY told him that 
she had danced with the man Who shot President KENNEDY ...j/v 
about one month before the shooting, which was about a '/ 
week before WESTON slugged the customer who called him a - 
Communist. " KAY remarked that it was the same man that 
shot President KENNEDY that she had danced with earlier 
and'ttiat WESTON had slugged. 
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When KATHY KAY made these remarks, he then 
realized that he had recognized the man he had hit v 
as being LEE HARVEY OSWALD, the man vho allegedly .• V. 
shot President KENNEDY. He had not coroe to this t/. a 


conclusion prior to this time, although the face had 
been appearing in his mind over and over, but he could 
not make the connection. 


It is possible that TAMMY TRUE, a stripper ... ; v 
at the Carousel Club, and the gtfrl that RALPH (last -,v ••• 
name unknown),. .the co-partner of "JACK RUBY was dating ' ' • 
may have some information. He recalled that TRUE made -■ 
a remark to the effect that this subject should not be ' V 5- 
brought up outside of the group and the drummer, BILLY 
WILLIS, said that he did not want -to get involved and \ - 
—--the matter -was "too deep for him”. 

,_.He also recalled that approximately three weeks .?• ’ 
before JACK RUBY was hospitalized following nis arrest 
for shooting LEE HARVEY OSWALD, Sheriff DECKER called him, 
stating that RUBY wanted to see him. He had visited" RUBY 
on numerous occasions, but responded to this call and '* 
visited RUBY in Jail. 

At this time, RUBY had lost much weight and 
remarked that his appetite was gone. RUBY also said he 
felt like he was going to die. .... 

During this Interview, RUBY tfiade a remark, 
exact words unrecalled, but to the effect that now they 
are going to find out about my trips 'to Cuba, my trips 
to New Orleans, and the guns and everything. He asked 
RUBY what he meant by the remark but RUBY said just 
forget about it. He did not question RUBY further and 
there were no other remarks like this made. 

During the many years that he was employed • w 
’* by RUBY'at the Carousel Club he could only recall three 
or four times that RUBY was not in the club. This 
Included Saturdays and Sundays, inasmuch as they worked 
a seven day week. He had no personal knowledge of RUBY 
making any trips to Cuba or New Orleans and had never 
heard RUBY speak of trips to Cuba or New Orleans previously, 
or mention guns in any way.

He did not mention the above incidents to 1 
anyone during the past thirteen years as he was afraid 
to do so because or the many things that happened to „ 
people who were connected with the assasination of 
President KENNEDY in and around Dallas. He had also

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With respect to the information that either some 7 or several days before 
the assassination Lee Harvey Oswald came to the Dallas Office of the FBI 
and was mad because the FBI had his wife Marina under surveillance. He 
supposedly wanted Agent James P. Hosty to quit harassing Marina. He also,,; * 
supposedly made a threat against Hosty and left a threatening letter. 1 
certainly have no knowledge whatsoever erf Lee Harvey Oswald ever coming to the 
Dallas Office, have no knowledge of any letter he may have left, or the fact 
the letter may have been destroyed after the assassination. In this connection 
I do seem to remember that after the assassination some attendant in the 
garage which was immediately adjacent to the Dallas Office at that time reportedly 
s had seen Oswald in the garage possibly driving a car. I am certain that this 
incident was checked out because I do recall that while'Oswald was reported 
to have been seen driving a car on a number of occasions it was actually 
almost conclusively determined Jthat he did-not even drive. I belie ve that 
.. this instance should have been included in a report which has gone to the 

Warren Commission. There were numerous wild allegations made concerning . 
Oswald's connection with the FBI and one in particular that surfaced on a 
number of occasions was that he was an informant of the FBL I recall - f '\ 
that an article written by Lonnie Hudgins at that time a reporter for a Houston . 
paper, claimed that Oswald was rumored to be an informant of the FBI, 
that he allegedly had in his notebook Agent Hosty's name and the office 
telephone number of the FBI, as well as the license number, of the car driven 
by Hosty. 

Hosty was, of course, questioned and I am certain that this was part of 
his testimony before the Warren Commission and he denied ever having seen 
Oswald prior to the afternoon of the assassination. Extensive investigation 
was conducted and it was definite that Hosty had found out that Oswald was 
employed in the School Book Depository Building and had given an address 
out in Irving, Texas. Hosty had gone out and attempted to verify Oswald's 
address. He had interviewed a Mrs. Payne at whose residence Marina 
Oswald was living at the time. Mrs. Payne stated that Oswald was rooming 
in Dallas Monday through Thursday but she did not know his address. Hosty 
- did leave his telephone number and name with Mrs. Payne and I think she 
was supposed to contact him when she determined Oswald's address. As the 
car was driving off, Marina took down the license number. As I recall she 
got one of the numbers wrong. This explained Hosty's name being in the 
address book. 







As I recall, further evidence showing that Hosty did not know Oswald 
or Oswald know Hosty, on the afternoon after the assassination Hosty i- ‘ 
went to the Police Department aid was introduced as being Hosty of the FBIo ? 
Oswald is supposed to have said, ’Oh, so you are Hosty. ” 


I desire to make this observation — white I am certain we would have 
included his visit to the office under our attempting to show his almost hourly 
activities during the period before the assassination the real threat here 
seems to have been made against Agent Hosty and allegedly the letter was 
the same. There would have been no dissemination or need to disseminate 


this information to Secret Service or the Dallas Police. Department because 


it would appear to be strictly a threatened assault against an Agent which 
matter would ordinarily have been opened and presented to the appropriate

With regard to the second episode mentioned I do recall that sometime 
Saturday night, possibly shortly before midnight, a telephone call was *. 
received at the switchboard of the Dallas Office. The operator ^ 

taking the call reported that he heard music I think in the background, K |4 ^ 

that some male Individual said that we are going to kill Oswald at the 
time he is moved on Sunday. This information was relayed to me at 
home (which was approximately 11 PM as I recall and the first time I had 
been home since the assassination occurred). The supervisor relaying 
the information was told to contact Chief 61 Police Curry immediately. yf 

v He later called me back and stated he couldn't get anyone to answer at 
Curry's home as apparently the phone was off the hook. l.canBback to the 
Dallas Office again and attempted on numerous occasions to contact Curry. 
Finally early Sunday morning I talked to the Deputy Chief of Police Charles 
Batche lOr , now 'deceased, and as I recall "he went out to Curry*s"home and 
insisted that be talk to me. I then relayed the information to him concerning 
the threat. He assured me that all possible precautions had been taken - * 

and that they* were going to have two armored cars. He would be placed in 
one and the other one would be used for diversionary car. On that morning ' 
however, when they brought the armored cars to the Police Department 
they found they were too tall or too high to get down the ramps and this, 
of course, resulted in change of plans and a delay.

The 
master fingerprint card was found filed in the proper location in the Technical 
Section on the same date and the master index card was located in its proper 
place in the Card Index Section on* that date. v- All have been charged out in 
the~’re§pective sections to the Assistant Director, Identification Division. 

LEE HARVEY OSWALD, FBI #327 925 D. the fingerprint jacket, - 
master fingerprint card and master index card \yere located 1-7-77 in the 
office of Assistant Director, Identification Division, where it has been filed 
since 1-6-65. This record, which is stamped Dead, has been re-charged to 
the Assistant Director. 

MARINA NIKOLAEVNA OSWALD, DOB 7-15-41, IN-U.S.S.R. 

A single alien fingerprint card, submitted by Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, U. S. Department of Justice, 7-21-62, was found misfiled in the 
male Civil File, Technical Section, on 1-7-77. The civil index card was 
found in its proper location in Card Index. The address of the person finger- 
printed is indicated as 7313 Davanport, Fort Worth, Texas, Alien Registra- 
tion number A12-530-645. This record may be identical to Marina Oswald, 
wife of Lee Harvey Oswald. This fingerprint card has been researched and 
no additional record found. Both the fingerprint card and master civil index 
card have been charged to Assistant Director, Identification Division. 

JACK LEON RUBY, FBI #693 083 E. The fingerprint jacket 
(deceased) was found 1-7-77, in the Latent Fingerprint Section Special Dead 
File. The master fingerprint card and master index card were not with the 
jacket and after an extensive search, neither could be located in the Identifi- 
cation Division files. The missing master fingerprint card is for an arrest 
-*by PoliceJDepartment, Dallas, Texas, of Jack Leon Ruby, #36398, on 12-5-54, 
charged with Investigation Violation State Liquor Law.

notice submitted by Sheriff’s Office, Dallas, Texas. This notice was 
executed 1-9-67 and was received by the Identification Division on 1-16-67.%** 
On that date the Identification Division processed this death notice. The 
processing would have required the retrieval of appropriate index cards • " 4 ^ 
from the Card Index Section, the master fingerprint card from the Technical 
Section, and the fingerprint jacket from the Assembly Section. The master 
index cord would have been charged out in tfie Dead Files of the Card Index 
v Section. The records. should have then been forwarded to the Dead Desk, 
Assembly Section, to be handled. The master fingerprint card should have 
then been charged out in the reference file of the Technical Section,' • ; 

indicating on the charge card that subject was deceased. This charge card 
. . shq.uld.have been destroyed after 60 days. The fingerprint jacket would have 
then been charged out in Assembly as a dead jacket, 1^17-67. The record 
would have been^ready to be microfilmed at that point."*; * — . 

Prior to August, 1969, the master fingerprint cards were not 
microfiiled with the fingerprint jackets as is now done. The master print 
. should have been stamped Dead, and information obtained from the death 
notice would have been written on the back of the print. The master finger- 
print card should then have been routed to the Technical Section to be filed in 
the Dead File. All documents in the fingerprint jacket were microfilmed and, 
according to procedure, after insuring that the entire jacket had been captured 
on film, the jacket would have been destroyed under normal circumstances. 

In this particular case, the jacket was not destroyed, probably due to the 
possibility that the original jacket might be needed for some reason, since 
latent fingerprint examinations had been conducted using the fingerprint cards 
in this jacket. 

At that time, 1-19-69, a decision was made to retain this jacket 
in the Special Dead File in the Latent Fingerprint Section. The master finger- 
-print card,- which had been stamped Dead, had already been routed to the 
Technical Section Dead File and the master index card likewise should have 
been routed and filed in the Dead File in the Card Index Section. 

In January, 1975, a Dead File purge began in the Technical 
Section. All master prints in the Dead File were reviewed and when it was > 
determined by examining the stamp and information on the back of the mas- 
ter that the 4 individual had been dead for seven years or more, the master

print would have been pulled, routed to Card Index to have all Index cards > 
pulled, and thereafter destroyed. No definite proof can be given that this is ^;r 
the procedure followed in this particular case; however, it is a fact that a 
purge of the Dead File in the Technical Section began in January, 1975, and ^ 
subjects deceased seven years or more were removed from the file and 
destroyed. Since index cards are only taken from file when dead masters 
are pulled by the Technical Section, it is reasonable to assume that since v -v.- 
neither master print nor index card for Ruby can be found, then they were 
v purged during a routine dead purge. There-is no indication in the fingerprint 
jacket for Ruby that any other disposition was made of the master print. 

Ruby’s fingerprint jacket has been charged to Assistant Director, Identifica- 
tion Division. - .

MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., FBI #169 2J3 C. On 1-7-77, the 
deceased fingerprint jacket of King was also located in the Latent Fingerprint 
Section Special Dead File. The master fingerprint card and master index > 
. card were not with the jacket and after extensive search cannot be located in r 
Identification Division files. .The missing master fingerprint card is for an 
„ arrest by Police Department, Montgomery, Alabama, of Martin Luther 
King, Jr. , #80161, on 1-26-56, charged with Speeding. The disposition on 
the docket sheet shows ”$10 & cost appealed.” 


King died 4-4-68, according to information received 4-5-68, 
from SAC, Memphis. This jacket was processed and microfilmed 5-6-68, 
and bears a notation that it is to be retained in Special Dead File for a period 
of 60 days, pending additional instructions. The record, including the mas- 
ter fingerprint card and master index card, should have been handled as a 
deceased record in a manner identical to that described above for Jack Leon 
Ruby. There are no notations in the record which would indicate any other 
disposition of the master fingerprint card and master index card other than a 
routine Dead File purge. A copy card or charge card using alias M. L. 

** King, Jr. , was found filed in the Card Index Dead File. This would indicate 
that the alias card was not pulled when the deceased master fingerprint card 
was handled. Alias cards are destroyed on deceased individuals provided 
that no more than five cards separate the master card or other alias cards on 
subject. If more than five cards separate the alias card from master, the 
alias card is not purged.

Additionally, 
the position of the President's h ead . tupped to the left . 

and slumped on his chest , negates theory of the 

fatal bullet being fired from the left rear. Additionally, 
a review of the testimony of Commander James Humes, Seni6*r 
Pathologist, Bethesda Naval Hospital, before the Warren 
Commission concerning the fatal head wound (Exhibit 388 ) 
indicate that the characteristics of this wound "are not 
consistent with the characteristics of a wound inflicted by 
a bullet fired from an AR-15. 

Most witnesses agree that they heard three shots 
fired.

It was pointed out to Mr. Dowdy that 
Hoffman should put in writing in detail everything he

"On June 28, 1967, Virgil E. Hoffman appeared at 
the Dallas Office of the FBI and advised he resided at 424 . 
Grand Prairie Road, Grand Prairie, Texas, and was employed 
at Texas Instruments, Dallas. He said he parked his auto- 
mobile near the railroad tracks on Stemmons Freeway in

Hoffman 
said he observed two white males, clutching something dark 
to their chests with both hands, running from the rear of 
the Texas School Book Depository building. The men were 
running north on the railroad, then turned east, and Hoffman 
lost sight of both of the men. 

"Approximately two hours after the above interview 
with Hoffman, he returned to the Dallas Office of the FBI 
and advised he had just returned from the spot on Stemmons 
Freeway where he had parked his automobile and had decided 
he could not have seen the men running because of a fence 
west of the Texas School Book Depository building. He 
said it was possible that he saw these two men on the fence

Texas School Book Depository, advised there is a fence 
approximately 6 feet tall running from the parking lot

"On July 5, 1967, Mr. E. Hoffman, father of 
Virgil E. Hoffman, andFred Hoffman, brother of Virgil 
Hoffman, were interviewed at 428 West Main Street, Grand 
Prairie, Texas. Both advised that Virgil Hoffman has been 
a deaf mute his entire life and has in the past distorted 
facts of events observed by him.

Mr. Hoffman attempted to communicate the same ; v 
basic Information that he previously furnished to the 
Dallas FBI, as set forth in Dallas FBI memorandum dated 
June 28, 1967. In addition to that information, Hoffman 
attempted to communicate that he saw two men, one with a 
rifle and one with a handgun, behind a wooden fence at 
the moment he saw the presidential motorcade speed north 
on Stemmons Freeway. Hoffman made hand motions indicating 
that one of the men disassembled the rifle and placed it 
in a suitcase or similar container. Hoffman indicated that 
he saw smoke prior to that. The two men ran north on 
the railroad tracks and he lost sight of them.

Hoffman was standing on Stemmons Freeway watching the ^ -_V 

presidential motorcade, looking in an easterly direction . . 
when the motorcade sped away and headed north on Stemmons 
Freeway. Hoffman communicated that this must have been 
right after President Kennedy was shot. Hoffman saw two 
men, one with a rifle and one with a handgun, behind a wooden 
fence, approximately six feet in height, at this moment. 

This fence is located on the same side of Elm Street as 

the Texa.s School Book Depository building but closer to ' 

Stemmons Freeway. Since he is deaf, he naturally could 

not hear any shots but thought he saw a puff of smoke 

in the vicinity of where the two men were standing. As 

soon as he saw the motorcade speed away and saw the puff of 

smoke in the vicinity of the two men, the man with the 

rifle looked like he was breaking tjie rifle down by 

removing the barrel from the Stockland placing it in some 

dark type of suitcase that the other man was holding. 

The two men then ran north on the railroad tracks by 
actually running on the tracks. Hoffman was standing 
approximately 75 yards from this fence. This fence was 
at approximately the same height or level as the ground 
floor of the Texas School Book Depository Building. ?

He could not see the presi- 
dential motorcade as it was proceeding west on Elm Street 
toward the Triple Underpass. He saw the motorcade speed 
up as it emerged on Stemmons Freeway heading north. His 
.line of vision was due east looking from Stemmons Freeway 
toward the Texas School Book Depository building. The 
two men he saw were behind the wooden fence above the 
grassy knoll north of Elm Street and just before the 
Triple Underpass. He indicated he saw smoke in that 
vicinity and saw the man with the rifle disassembling the 
rifle near some type of railroad track control box located 
-close to the railroad tracks. Both men ran north on the

At approximately 9:30 A.M., Thursday, 4/14/77, 
a Mr. HARRY YoNGMUIR, a Reporter for the National Inquirer, 
formerly with' the Daily Mail, .Northcliffe House, . London 
E.C.4 England, called in person at the El Paso Division 
and spoke to me. /'.V''- ^ 

Mr. LONGMUIR did not possess any specific 
credentials showing him to be with the National Inquirer 
but he did show his credentials with the Daily Mail. . 

He said he only recently had gone to work,with the National 
Inquirer. He cave me the name of WILLIAM nICK, Editor, 
of the National Inquirer, Lantana, Florida, 00463, 
telephone number { 5 0 5 ) 536-1111, and suggested that I 
may w’ish to speak with Mr. DICK to verify his present 
status with the National Inquirer as a Reporter. I told 
him I didn't think that it was necessary and that I v/ould 
wait on his questions to make a determination whether I 
would respond or seek further verification of his status, 
as a Reporter. 

Mr. LONGMUIR indicated that someone by the name 
• of ORESTESN^ENA in New Orleans had some time ago indicated 
that he had seen me in the presence of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
prior to the assassination. I explained to Mr. LONGMUIR 
that I had been released from the Secrecy Act for an 
interview by a CBS Reporter in late 1975. I had been - 
-advised that I could respond to any other press inquiry 
having to do with questions asked and answers given by 
me in that CBS documentary. For that reason, I would be 
limited in my responses. Mr. LONGMUIR referred to the 
CBS documentary and inquired had not that question come 
up in the CBS documentary, speaking of the statement made, 
by Mr. PENA. I advised him that the question had arisen 
and that I had categorically denied ever having known LEE 





°d> 


HARVEY OSWALD personally or ever having Knowingly seen him 
or Knowingly have talked to him. 

I explained that after viewing the CBS documentary 
on the Assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, I had 
been left with the distinct impression that anyone viewing 
that documentary conceivably could have been disposed to 
believe that possibly I had known OSWALD and that possibly 
OSWALD had been my informant. I explained to Mr. LONGMUIR 
that because of that conjecture on my part, I had in late 
1975 or early in January, 1976, requested my Headquarters 
(FBI) to obtain permission from the Church Committee for 
me to testify under oath before that Committee that I did 
not know OSWALD personally and had never knowingly met or 
spoken to him. I mentioned that I did in effect appear 
before the staff of the Church Committee and responded to 
questions by the staff and by Senator RICHARD S. SCHWEIKER 
for approximately 3*j hours. I mentioned that I believed 
that the questioning took place in late January, 1976. 

I specifically commented that sometime after the questions • - 

had commenced, I estimate after a half hour or 45 minutes 
of questioning, I asked that I be permitted to state under 
oath that I aid not personally know OSWALD, that I had rever 
knowingly spoken to him, or knowingly seen him in person. 

I also advised Mr. LONGMUIR that I made the suggestion to 
Senator SCHWEIKER and to the staff of the Church Committee

to make his comments under oath to the effect that he had 
seen me in the presence of OSWALD prior to the assassination. 

I explained also that the rest of the responses which I 
freely gave under oath to tfte staff of the Church Committee 
had to do with other matters about which I was not free to 
make comment. I also explained to Mr. LONGMUIR that my 
release from the Secrecy Act given me by the former Attorney 
General of the United States was limited to responses to 
questions concerning any aspect of the OSWALD investigation 
in the New Orleans area. I was not given any release to 
discuss any aspects of the FBI investigation in the Dallas 
area. Accordingly, I told him I would decline to answer 
any such questions. I did state, however, that I would be 
most happy to give candid responses to any questions where 
given permission by the Attorney General of the United 
States. I stated that I had nothing to hide and that I 
thought that some of my comments perhaps could clarify some 
areas previously considered cloudy based on false rumors 
and irresponsible statements made by various people verbally 
or in the many books that may have been written on the 
assassination. • r - 

• Mr. LONGMUIR asked me about OSWALD’S arrest in -v-vS-', 

New Orleans when he was a resident prior to the assassination* 

I explained to : r. LONGMUIR that based solely on memory v, 
after the passage of almost 14 years, I was able to recall 
that OSWALD was arrested on Canal Street in New Orleans v : 
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because of some aJtercation he had gotten into with sore 
anti-Castro Cuban cr Cubans. I also recall that he had 
given out some pamphlets for the Fair Play for Cuba Ccrvittee 
in Now Orleans, as Dost I could recall, about almost the 
same time that he was arrested for his altercation on Canal 
Street. Mr. LONGMUIR mentioned that he wasn't quite certain 
but believed that OSWALD had been interviewed by an FEI 
Agent in the local jail after his arrest in New Orleans 
for the aforementioned altercation. I told Mr. LONGMU I ?. 
that I was not the Agent who interviewed OSWALD. Mr. 

LONGMUIR brought up the comments that there was an alle ration 
that OSWALD had asked to talk to an FBI Agent. I responded 
something tc the effect that it was not unusual for persons 
arrested on local charges to ask to speak to an FBI Ager.c 
if some Federal aspect was involved. I did not recall 
specifically on what basis OSWALD may have asked to speak 
to an FBI Agent. I explained to him that while I canncz 
be certain that I received the results of such an interview 
of OSWALD in the First District New Orleans Police Jail. I 
am almost certain that anything he said at that time wen Id 
have been channelized to the Fair Play for Cuba Committee 
case that I whs investigating as OSWALD, to my knowledge, 
at that time was trying to form a chapter of the FPCC. 

In essence, I indicated that I didn't think it necessarily 
unusual for OSWALD to have spoken to an FBI Agent while 
in jail on local charges. I was unable to recall whether 
the Agent who spoke to him was at that time assignee tc 
liaison with the First District Police Station and would 
logically have been the one to interview OSWALD or whether 
possibly the Agent who did interview him simply happened 
to be in the New Orleans Office when the First District 
Police Station called for an Agent to possibly interview , 
OSWALD. In any event, I did not feel that such an interview 
would necessarily be unusual or significant. 


I also mentioned that I recalled that I made a 
determination that OSWALD was the only member of the New 
Orleans Chapter of the FPCC. I did indicate that I 
recalled that on some of the pamphle'ts or material of 
the FPCC there was a name of HIDELL. Subsequent investigation 
by me caused me to conclude that HIDELL was not a real 
person. I mentioned that I recalled that OSWALD'S widow, . 
MARINA, had indicated that to be the case and that OSWALD 
had used the name HIDELL, a fiction, because he thought it' . 
rhymed with FIDEL, the first name of FIDEL CASTRO. 

All of the above questions were posed by Mr. 

LONGMUIR in the light of what may have been said by me 
in ‘the CBS documentary. I told him that if he wanted tc 
ask more extensive questions that he would have to firsc 
get approval through my Headquarters of the Attorney General.

On February 16, 1977, Mrs. Betty**T>outhit, 631 South 
Inman Road, West Covina, California, advised that in 1964 
and 1965, her former deceased husband, Robert Kenneth^Young, 
was manager of the Club Vegas, 3508 Oak Lawn Avenue, Dallas, 

Texas. When they took over management of the club, Douthit 
and her deceased husband cleaned out the storage area located 
on the first floor of the club. At the time, they found various 
business records and what appeared to be personal address books 
belonging to Jack Ruby, the former owner of Club Vegas.- Douthit 
further advised that she recently read an article in a collectors 
magazine in which a signature of Lee Harvey Oswald was being . . 

offered for sale for $2,000. She further advised that she 
planned to offer for sale the various signatures on records 
she had found at the Club Vegas. She stated that prior to 
offering these records for sale, she wanted the FBI to review 
them so that she would not later be accused of holding 
or destroying evidence. ’ 

She advised that she and her husband left the 
Dallas area in June, 1967, when he was transferred to the 
Santa Fe Springs office of the Mobil Oil Company, where he was 
employed as a Geophysicist. At that time they brought the 
records with them to the California area, and they have been 
in storage ever since. She advised that while the records . 
were in her possession, they were never reviewed by either 
the Dallas Police Department, the FBI, or any other 
governmental agency or commission. 

Mrs. Douthit furnished a cardboard box of material 
to be reviewed by Special Agents of the Los Angeles Office. 

This material was reviewed by Special Agents of the Los Angeles 
Office and most of the material was found to be old business 
records. Nothing in any of this material gave any indication 
of contacts or connections between Lee Harvey Oswald and Jack 
Ruby. Copies were made of the two address books in order that 
these copies could be retained by the FBI.

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In 1967 CBS investigated the Warren 
Report of the 1963 assassination of 
President John F . Kennedy, and tele- 
vised its /tndings shortly afterward in 
a four-part series. 

It had several gunning experts 
make test-firings with the same make 
and model of the Mannlicher-Carcano 
Italian rifle Lee Harvey Orn-ald is said 
to hare used. During these tests , How- 
ard Donahue became the only man on 
record to equal and surpass Oswald's 
alleged ability with that type firearm. 
Under conditions nearly identical to 
those of the assassination, Mr. Dona- 
hue scored three accurate shots well 
within a much-disputed 6.5-second pe- 
riod, the time the assassin is thought to 
have had to fire. 

This involvement intrigued Mr, 
Donahue, a gunsmith, and led him into 
a personal study o/ ballistic aspects of 
the assassination . After 10 years of 
trying to disprove his own reluctant 
conclusion, he is now convinced he 
knows who fired the shot that killed the 
President. He says it was not Lee 
Harvey Oswald.

a S HE read all evidence and specula- 
tion he could find about the assassination, 
Howard Donahue realized he might 
be lured into the trap which had ensnared 
the more vitriolic critics of the Warren 
Report Most, he felt, had perpetuated oft-, 
repeated criticisms of the report, empha- 
sizing certain aspects while playing down 
or ignoring evidence which didn’t fit their 
theories. 

He reorganized the information he 
had assembled, then went carefully 
through it again, considering each item for 
its possibilities or impossibilities as a rifle 
expert and marksman would see them. 

He decided not to concern himself with 
the many and often bizarre theories of as- 
sassination conspiracies. 

"Perhaps there was a conspiracy to 
murder the President,” he says. "Perhaps 
there wasn’t I haven’t given that enough , 
thought to even form an opinion." 




When Mr. Donahue had read the news 
stories of the assassination be had noted 
ballistic inconsistencies, but attributed 
them to either careless reporting or well 
meaning but incorrect statements by 
spokesmen who weren’t familiar with 
firearms. After he saw that many incon- 
sistencies were included in widely accept- 
ed reports, he began scrutinizing them. 

In his re-study, even the basic ballistics 
reported and accepted looked wrong. 

"To oversimplify an example of ballis- 
tics performance,” Mr. Donahue explains, 
"fasten a tin can to a fence post and shoot, 
a hole through it with a .22 rifle. Run a so- 
da straw through the holes in the can and 
(with the can in its original position) the 
straw will define the line of fire. 

"A bullet fired from a window on the 
sixth floor of the Texas School Book De- 
pository, the one which the Warren Report 
accepts as the fatal bullet, should have en- 
tered the rear, right, upper side of the 
President’s head, and exited at the left, 
front, lower part of the skull But, accord- 
ing to the evidence given to the Warren 
Commission, the bullet entered the right, 
rear part of the skull, somehow made a 
right turn after it penetrated, and blew 
out a right, front section of the skull, an 
area almost as large as a saucer. 

"I realize bullets can take strange 
courses after they enter a body. Forensic 
medical Investigations report many of 
them. But to accept this ballistical bit of 
evidence, we must accept it blindly as a 
highly unusual, completely unexplained 
factor." 

Other evidence Mr. Donahue found 
hard to accept was a statement Roy Kell- 
erman, a Secret Service agent, made after 

the assassination. Mr. Kellerman, who had 
been riding in the right front seat of the 
presidential limousine, testified that as 
the firing began, he had heard the Presi- 
dent exclaim: "My God, I am hit!” The 
agent was positive in this assertion. 

"The fcapruder film," Mr. Donahue 
says, "indicates the President’s first vio- 
lent reaction to having been hit was from 
the bullet which entered his back, passed 
through his throat, nicked his necktie and 
went through Governor Connalty’s upper 
body and wrist and lodged in his thigh. 

"That high-velocity bullet moved fast- 
er than the speed of sound. It would have 
been impossible for anybody in the 
presidential car to have heard tfte shoLb e- 
•fbFTlffr bullet hit,” Mr. Donahue says. 


"With his larynx shattered bjLHnbullet, 
fiowcouTd the President baveeiclalmed 
anything?” 

Inconsistencies in the comparative be- 
havior of the two bullets that hit the Presi- 
dent also bothered Mr. Donahue. 

The bullet that entered the President’s 
back and tore through his throat passed 
through Governor Cormally’s right side, 
near the armpit, shattering a portion of 
his right fifth rib. It came out of the Gov- 
ernor’s right chest, just below the nipple, 
fractured a bone as it passed on through 
his wrist, and moved on to lodge in his 
thigh. * 

“This performance” Mr. Donahue 
says, "was normal for this particular type 
of bullet. It is a long, heavy, metal-jacket- 
ed, high-velocity bullet designed to pene- 
trate and pass through cleanly, no matter 
what part of a body it strikes How well 
that bullet performed as it was designed 
to can be seen by the fact that after hav- 
ing passed through the President, then 
twice shattering bone, breaking Governor 
Connally’s rib and wrist, it remained in- 
tact It still held its clean shape, remain- 
ing close enough to its original form that 
it has often been referred to in of fie k re- 
ports as ‘the pristine bullet’ 

"Now let’s compare the *twin bullet* 
which seconds later inflicted the Presi- 
dent’s fatal head wound. It is accepted by 
the Warren Report that this was fired by 
Oswald, and was an identical piece of am- 
munition fired from the same rifle. 

"But how drastically different can two 
pieces of supposedly identical ammunition 
perform? This second one did not come 
close to passing cleanly through. Upon 
penetration, it blew the President’s skull 
apart in an explosion of fragments, leav- 
ing a huge exit portal It performed not as 
a bullet encased in a rigid metal jacket 
would have performed, but more as a 
frangible, soft or hollow-nosed missile, 
with a thin metal jacket (if any at all) 
traveling at a high velocity which might 
measure at around 3,000 feet per second. 
Among other metal fragments, 30 to 40 
dustlike particles of the disintegrated bul- 
let are said to have been visible on head 
X-rays taken after the President’s death. 

"Had this type of bullet entered the 
President’s back, it would have killed him 
• instantly" 

Mr. Donahue studied pictures of shell 
jacket and other bullet fragments re- 
moved from the President’s skj, d) .d urin g 
an autopsy performed at the National Na- 


vjlJdedical Center at Betbesda, Md., un- 
der the direction of Cmdr. James'*. 
Humes He (Mr. Donahue) was convinced 
that two of the fragments were from two 
different types of ammunition. He wrote 
to the National Archives and Records 
Service of the United States General Ser- 
vices Administration, asking for more in- 
formation. 

. . The two bullet fragments to which 
you refer are Commission Exhibit 843/* 
answered Miss Jane Smith, director of the 
Civil Archives Division. "We shall be 
pleased to show you this exhibit in the Na- 
tional Archives.’* 

But in the following paragraph Miss 
Smith wrote: 

"Enclosed is a copy of our regulations 
concerning access to security classified 
documents. We are not auare of any 
researchers u>ho hat>e been given ac- 
cess to classified documents in the rec- 
ords of the Commission by the agencies 
that prepared the documents, through the 
procedures listed in these regulations." 
(Italics added.) 

Mr. Donahue replied, trying to learn If 
there were some reason he shouldn’t be 
given permission to look at the evidence, 
but he never heard from the agency. 

He wrote to the Secret Service, asking 
for the names of the agents riding in the 
car behind the President. He asked if they 
were still agents and, if so, In what capaci- 
ty; what weapons they had, their caliber, 
and if any changes had been made in the 
agency’s weapons since the assassination. 

He received a copy of a letter the Chief 
of Secret Service had written in answering 
similar questions (from the President’s 
Commission on the Assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy) four years earlier. 
The President’s follow-up car had been 
driven by Samuel Kinney, and also had 
been occupied by Emory Roberts, Clinton 
Hill, William McIntyre, John Ready, Paul 
Landis, Glen Bennett and George Hickey, 
all Secret Service special agents. Also in 
the car were Dave Powers and Kenneth 
O’Donnell, assistants to President Kenne- 
dy, who were not armed 

In answer to a subsequent letter to the 
agency, in which he repeated his ques- 
tions, Mr. Donahue was informed that the 
Secret Service did not disclose the types of 
weapons it used, other than its Issue of .38- 
caliber revolvers, and that no shots were 
fired by the Secret Service at the time of 
the assassination. 

"As a gunsmith," Mr. Donahue recalls, 
"I had a natural curiosity about the differ- 
ent kind s of firearms and am munitio n 
"Known U> have been in and around l>ealy 


Plara on the day of the assassmationjTje 
difference between the legal anTtHTTUe- , 
gal ammunition known to have been there « 
would be as different as black and white. ! 

‘The type of penetrating military bul- ; 
let fired by Oswald, for example, although 
a good choice for a sniper, would never be 
carried by bodyguards or anybody else • 
who might have to fire at somebody in a 
crowd. That type of bullet could pass 
through three or four people and possibly 
kill the fifth. 

"For use in a crowd a bodyguard’s 
weapons could sensibly be loaded only 
with frangible, self -destructive bullets. A 
high-velocity automatic or semi-automat- 
ic .22, such as the M-16, would be an ideal 
weapon. Loaded with hollow-point or thin- 
jacketed bullets, soft-nosed missiles like 
the Hornady super explosive would satisfy 
two most important requirements— they 
would Immobilize an enemy instantly by 
creating shock and a massive wound, and 
they would disintegrate in whatever they 
hit, moving do farther to harm anybody 
else" 

Mr. Donahue’s continuing study of the 
President’s head wound turned up a pux- 
zling inconsistency. The Warren Report 
had accepted the idea that the bullet that 
inflicted the fatal wound bad entered the 
right, rear area of the skull at a point 
somewhat below the outermost protuber- 
ance; at about the same level, for exam- 
ple, as the upper part of the ear. Appar- 
ently, he says, the accepted diagram of the 
wound was drawn freehand during or al- 
ter autopsy proceedings. 

The gunsmith had accepted this dia- 
grammed evidence, too, until he read a re- 
port prepared by a panel of four physi- 
cians who met in 1968, at the request of 
Ramsey Clark, the Attorney General, "to 
examine various photographs. X-rays, 
films, documents and other evidence per- 
taining to the death of President Kennedy, 
and to evaluate their significance in rela- 
tion to medical conclusions recorded in 
the Autopsy Report on the body of Presi- 
dent Kennedy. ..." the report which had 
been signed by Commander (now Admi- 
ral) Humes and his associates at the au- 
topsy. 

The team of investigating physicians 
included two from Baltimore: Dr. Russell 
S. Fisher, professor of forensic pathology 
at the University of Maryland and chief 
medical examiner for the state of Mary- 
land, and Dr. Russell H. Morgan, professor 
of radiology at the School of Medicine and 
♦professor of radiological science at the 
Sc hool of .H ygiene and Public .Health . jl 
the Johns Hopkins University. The other 


li?o_w£rf Dr. William H. Carnes, professor 
of pathology at the University oiUtah ai» 
a member of that state’s Medical Exan in- 
er’s Commission, and Dr Alan R Mortiz, 
professor of pathology at Case Western 
1 Reserve University and former professor 
of forensic medicine at Harvard. 

None of these physicians had any 
connection with prior investigations of the 
assassination. 

T was puzzled to read in their report/* 
Mr. Donahue says, "that the four doctors 
found the point of entry to be 'approxi- 
mately 100mm above the external oc- 
cipital protuberance That would put it 
about 100mm away from the point of en- 
try accepted by the W’arren Report I 
smiled a forgiving smile and concluded 
that obviously the report of the 1968 Panel 
doctors had contained a typographical er- 
ror, obviously meaning a distance of 
10mm. That would be less than half an 
inch, and would be an understandable and 
admissible error, even in the medical re- 
port turned in by the original autopsy 
team. 

"But later I learned that the report 
meant exactly what it stated. The differ- 
ence in point-of-entry locations indicated 
by the two autopsy teams actually mea- 
sured about 100mm. I was astounded. A 
discrepency of 10mm I could understand. 
Less than half an inch. But a difference of 
100mm! That’s about 4 inches! A new dia- 
gram of the head wound, executed by 
careful measurements from pictures and 
X-rays, put the bullet’s point of entry at 
the fop of the skull" 

Mr. Donahue ran into another startling 
discovery when he obtained two plaster 
casts of a human skull and marked on one 
the path of the bullet the Commission had 
accepted, on the other the path indicated 

by the 1968 Panel’s new medical report 
drawings. 

"The path of the bullet, indicated in the 
second autopsy report," Mr. Donahue 
says, "was from left-rear to right-front It 
is beyond my comprehension how anybody 
could deduce from that drawing that the 
bullet had moved from right-rear to left- 
front 

"This left me with the puzzling conclu- 
sion that, considering the President’s posi- 
tion in the car, and the position of his head 
at the time he received the fatal wound, 
the shot that killed him could not possibly 
have come from the Texas School Book 
Depository, which was located behind and 
to the right 

r JThe Ffr esident’s head at th e instant of 
the fatal wound was tilted slightly for- 
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w^j-d^sEi-inclined very slightly io t lh e left 
Tbe Zapruder films bear this out, ami so 
do the Muchmore films and various still 
pictures taken by news photographers. 

“The President’s body position at that 
time is an ironic thing. Had his chronic 
back trouble not necessitated his wearing 
a brace, which held his body in an inflexi- 
ble position, he might have slumped after 
that first shot passed through him and into 
Governor Connally. Had he slumped in a 
natural manner, the fatal bullet probably 
would have inflicted only a shallow 
wound, or 'crease/ in his scalp One- ha If 
Inch would have made the difference be- 
tween a hit and a miss." 

Something else Mr. Donahue hadn't no- 
ticed earlier turned up in the 1968 Panel 
report . . Also there is, embedded in tbe 
outer table of the skull close to the lower 
edge of the (point of entry] hole, a large 
metallic fragment which on the antero- 
posterior film (1) lies 25mm to the right 
of the midline. This fragment as seen in 
the latter film is round and measures 
6 5mn; in diameter. . 

‘T looked into that aspect of the re- 
port,” Mr. Donahue says. “What It 
amounts to. with no disrespect intended 
for the doctors' medical terminology, is 
that the metal fragment broke the skin but 
not the bone, imbedding itself in, but not 
piercing, the skull" 

Mr. Donahue was also vaguely aware 
of some irritating inconsistencies which 
he couldn't immediately identify. Finally 
he recalled an eyewitness’s account of the 
assassination, that of Ralph Yarborough, 
the Texas senator who had been riding 
with Vice President Johnson two cars be- 
hind the President’s limousine. Speaking 
later of the tragedy and of the terrible 
minutes which followed, in which the pro- 
cession sped to the emergency entrance of 
Parkland Memorial Hospital, Mr. Yarbor- 
ough said again and again: “I smelled the 
gunpowder ... It clung to the car nearly 
all the way to the hospitaL" 

The smell of gunpowder! 

Some 90 yards from Oswald’s position 
on the sixth floor of the Texas School Book 
Depository, even farther away from the 
much discussed grassy knoll and the 
bridge atop the triple underpass, from 
which some assassination theorists believe 
at least part of the gunfire originated. 
Senator Yarborough had smelled gunpow- 
der! 

Seth Kantor, a Scripps-Howard news- 
paperman riding in the press bus farther 

backJnJJie procession, also had smelled 
gunpowder. — ■ - * — -

^nMr Jy^pahue relumed to his^ensdng li- 
brary of assassination books and articles ! 
and read the testimony of S. M. Holland, 
an elderly man who wears eyeglasses, 
who had viewed the assassination from 
the bridge. Mr. Holland had drawn consid- 
erable attention by claiming to have seen 
the now much discussed puff of smoke 
nearby. 

In "The Scavengers and Critics of tbe 
Warren Report," a book written by Rich- 
ard Warren Lewis baLsed on an investiga- 
tion by Lawrence Schiller, the investiga- 
tor destroyed some of the credibility of 
Mr. Holland’s remarks After describing 
the puff of smoke he claimed to have seen, 
Mr. Holland said he had also seen a Secret 
Service man stand up in the presidential 
car. The Zapruder film discredited this, 
showing only two Secret Service men in 
the presidential car— William Greer, who 
was driving and had both hands on the 
wheel, and Roy Kellerman, who remained ; 
seated. 

However, Mi. Holland had asserted 

/. Just about the same lime the Presi- 
dent was shot the second time. He [the Se- 
cret Service man] jumped up in the seat 
and was standing up in the, on the seat 
Now I actually thought when they started 
up, I actually thought he was shot, too, be- 
cause he fell backwards just like he was 
shot, but it jerked him down when they 
started off ..." ^ 

When asked what the Secret Service 
man had done when he stood up, Mr. Hol- 
land replied: "He pointed this machine gun 
right towards that grassy knoll behind 
that picket fence." 

In his ‘The Death of a President,** Wil- 
liam Manchester did not mention an Inter- 
view with S. M. Holland, but he did refer 
to the President’s follow-up car in which 
Secret Service men were riding. He spoke 
of two agents in the back seat, . and on 
the seat between them lay an AR-15 .222 
automatic rifle, with a muzzle velocity so 
powerful that should a bullet strike a 
man’s chest it would blow his head off . . " 
A few pages later, describing the mo- 
ments of panic which followed the shots, 
Manchester includes the observation of an 
agent as he . raises the barrel of the 
AR-15 and points U about aimlessly . . " 
(Mr. Donahue believes Secret Service 
agents actually are armed with another 
automatic weapon, the M-16, quite similar 
In appearance and performance to the 
^R -15. Th e two, he says, coul d easily b e 
k confused)

^ J>n No vember 24, 1967, almost four 
years to the day after the amSTnafibn, 
Life magazine published Gov. John Con* 
rally's version of the tragedy. It was well 
illustrated with photographs. Mr. Donahue 
had glanced through the magazine, but 
hadn’t read it carefully. 

"It wasn’t until much later," he recalls, 
"in 1969, that I was brooding over the pic- 
tures in that magazine one evening when 
all parts of the puzzle which bad been bug- 
ging me suddenly fell into place. 

"My perplexed curiosity was at last 
satisfied. I would have bet my last dollar 
then, and I would bet it now, that at last 1 
had stumbled upon the source of the bullet 
which killed President Kennedy. 

"In front of me was a photograph, and 
among other individuals in tbe photograph 
were two men, one of whom must have 
fired the fatal shot 

"I didn’t want to accept the working 
hypothesis which had leaped out at me j 
from that magazine picture. In the months 
since 1969 I have tried, point by point, to 
discredit it I haven’t been able to disprove 
or even shake a single factor of it 

"Here, In my sad judgment* is what 
happened: 

"I accept the evidence that Lee Harvey 
Oswald was trying to kill the President 
Don’t ask me why. Who knows what goes 
on in the mind of a man like that? 

"I think Oswald’s first shot missed the ... 
presidential car, hit the pavement and 
broke up, spraying fragments of metal. It 
is a matter of record that five metal frag- 
ments were picked up later in the car, 
There is pictorial evidence of their hitting 
the windshield and also denting a piece of 
chromework near the rearview mirror. 

"Such a fragment, hitting the President 
in the back of the head, was that 6.5mm 
piece of metal the 1968 Panel doctors 
found lodged between skin and bone. It 
would sting, as a shot from a BB gun 
would sting, and after having been hit by 
it the President could have made the ex- 
clamation Roy Kellerman said he made, 
‘My God* 1 am hitT 

"Oswald's second shot was the so- 
called miracle bullet which pierced the 
President’s back and throat and passed 
through Governor Connally. Unlikely as it 
may seem* that high-velocity bullet would 
be easily capable of doing exactly what 
the Warren Report accepted as actuality. 

"I thin k that was the full exte nt of the 
damageiPswald inflicted upon the Presi- 



<Jonl^and for it alone be could have oem 
booked only for attempted munfeTTthrrer* 
oor Conn ally recovered from his wounds. I 

think the President could have, too, al- 
though possibly his voice might have been 
Impaired. 

“As to the source of the fatal shot, we 
must go back to the part of Mr. Holland’* 
testimony which dealt with his having 
seen a Secret Service man standing op 
with a machine gun, and stumbling. 

“I realize Mr. Holland said he saw that 
man In the presidential car, and that later 
it was determined that nobody actually 
had stood up in the presidential car. But I 
think it certainly within the realm of un- 
derstandable human error that what Hol- 
land saw was not in the presidential, but in 
the follow-up car. God knows that most of 
the scores of witnesses who saw what hap- 
pened during the minutes of panic during 
the tragedy came up with different stories

— 1 *The President's brother, th e late Rob - 
ert Kennedy, was the take-charge sorTof 
man who might have made the decision to 
withhold the fact that our country’s Chief 
Executive had been killed accidentally by 
one of his own bodyguard*. 

“Perhaps it wasn’t so much a deliber- 
ate decision to cover up, but merely a 
numbed, heartbroken acceptance to con- 
tinue a cover-up that had already set in. 

“Many incidents that transpired in the 
wake of the assassination fall neatly into 
place to support my conclusion*. 

“A glaring inconsistency is the way in 
which the President s body was removed, 
firmly, quickly and illegally, from Dallas, 
and flown across the country to a military 
hospital where all phases of the pathologi-

“But if any one of those tapes differs 1 
from the others, then a second type of bal- 
let, fired by somebody else, from a differ- 
ent position and with a different type of 
firearm, was without a doubt one of the 
bullets which killed President Kennedy.

"I lived in Pensacola, Fla. at the time of 
his death. I had never been in Dallas, never heard of 
Jack Ruby or Candy Bar until this happened. 


"I knew this man and his wife who later were 


divorced. 


"The story as is this man was a real hoodlum, 
anything for a fast dollar. 

"What I am going to tell you about this • 

man is no prank. I am honest in what I am writing you. 

I don’t drink or take drugs. I am a reliable citizen. 

And this has been on my mind ever since this happen. 

I think it should be known true or not. So I’m going 
to tell you just the way I got the story. 

"This man’s home was in Pensacola, Fla. his family 
lives there. His name was Henry Kellam known to his friends 
as Red Kellam. At the time bf President Kennedy's death 
Henry Kellam was living in Dallas, Texas. A wk. or so later 
after this he arrives back in Pensacola. His family called 
his ex-wife to come to their home. Red Henry Kellam was 
there when she went to see what they wanted. 

"This Henry was really messed up. He kept 
repeating over and over. They are after me they are going 
to kill me because I helped kill President Kennedy So his 
family kept him locked in the house for more than a wk. 

Then one night a wk. later he managed to get out. . While 
everyone was sleeping He managed to get to the main street 
in downtown Pensacola. The bars closed at 2:30 am. I 
imagine he was trying to get to the bar where his ex-wife 
was So at 2:30 am. they found him dead on the corner of 
Intendencia and Palafax Street. There was a gift shop 
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there on that corner. They .^stuffed alligators in the window 
So they said he had jumped through this plate glass window. > 
But when the police 'found him he was hanging on a parking ~ 7 
meter and died. Now this man was about 6 ft. 3 in., and 
weighed around 240 pounds. Don't you think If a man of 
his size jumped through a plate glass window he would have 
had cuts and scratches. But only his throat was cut and his 
diamond ring was missing which was never found. But really 
he had such bad background. Nobody cared enough to really 
find out what happened so they ruled it suicide and forgot - 
all about it. 

"He has one brother in Fla. His name is Jack 
Kellam. he was a car salesman. He lived with his mother 
but I am pretty sure she has passed on for she was so 
old and Sick when I moved to Dallas. This Henry Kellam* s 
ex-wife was married again when I moved. She married Larry 
Woods. He played in the band at this night club on Palafax 
St. the name of the place was Trader Johns. And her mother^s ; 
name was Myrtle Hendricks. She lived in Myrtle Grove there in 
Pensacola. I am sure they would probably deny any of this. 

But from my heart this is the true story I got from her his 
ex-wife. And now you can decide what you think But knowing^ 
this I am sure if there was a dollar in for him he was willing.'

Gertrude Hendricks told she obtaine d inf ormation 

from Henry Killam and Killam's family. advised she 

moved to Dallas, Texas, approximately 10 years ago and that .. 
she has lost contact with Gertrude Hendricks and does not 
know her present location. Gertrude Hendricks has been 
married at least four times and after she was divorced from 
Killam, she married a Larry Woods. 

advised that when she lived in Pensacola, 
Florida, sne^worked at the Southsea Bar and the Anchor Bar, 
located on Palafax Street foj 20 years. Gertrude worked at 
Trader John's Nightclub which was located in the 
same vicinity, and they became friends. 

advised that she did not know Wanda Killam.

For the purpose of background information, the 
following previously conducted investigation is set forth 
concerning Henry Thomas Killam and Wanda Joyce Killam. Also 
attached hereto are three copies of newspaper articles which 
in part deal with the Killam allegations. 
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On January 22, 1964, HENRY THOMAS KILLAN, 8114~~^ 
Newport Avenue, Tampa, Florida, employed Wheels, Inc. t Tampa, 
advised SA JOHN R. BRETT he had been in JACK RUBY's club in 
Pallas approximately three tines and did not know RUBY well. 
He said he considered RUBY to be a violent man, basing this 
on two incidents, one being when his wife; an employee of 
RUBY, fed some pizza to RUBY’s dog and RUBY became so enraged 
that Mrs. KILLAN was afraid he was going to attack her. 

On another occasion KILLAN overheard a bartender 
telling RUBY about seme customers heckling the emcee, and 
RUBY asked the bartender why he did not hit them in the head. 
.KILLAN stated he had no information on RUBY’s background or 
associates^ that he did not know LEE OSWALD, and knew of no 
.connection between RUBY and OSWALD, . 
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WANDA JOYCE KILLAU, also known as Davis, 1351 Galloway 
Avenue, furnished the following informations 

She has known JACK RUBY for about 15 years through her 
patronizing of the clubs in the Dallas area. In July, 1963, she 
went to work for RUBY at the Carovsel Club as a waitress and/or 
cigarette girl. RUBY asked her to leave about one month ago, 
when her husband HANK KILLAU continued to come to the club while 
she was on duty and RUBY felt it was interfering with her work. 
She went back to work at the Carousel Club about one week ago, 
after her husband left town. 

She likes JACK RUBY and feels he is a wonderful employe 
even if he is very tempermental. She last saw RUBY about one 
month ago. She does not know of any trips made by RUBY and has 
never seen RUBY with a gun. 

She does not know LEE HARVEY OSWALD and has no informa- 
tion regarding any connection between RUBY and OSWALD. However, 
JOHN CARTER, a close friend of her husband's, lives at the room 
house where OSWALD resided. CARTER has never been at the Carou 
Club, to her knowledge, and is not acquainted with RUBY. 

The only Dallas policemen she has ever seen at the 
Carousel, to her knowledge, were two uniformed patrolmen and one 
uniformed sergeant, all of whom appeared to be on business at the 

time. -

Laboratory technicians took the four 
men to a basement range where tbe Fitch- 
ett brothers and Mr. Donahue fired three 
sets of three shots each from a 6.5mm 
Mannlicher-Carcano rifle. None had ever 
fired a Mannlicher, but Mr. Donahue rec- 
ognized it as a cheaply produced weapon 
turned out for the Italian army in World 
War II. He also recognized it as the rifle 
make and model Lee Harvey Oswald is 
said to have fired at President Kennedy in 
Dallas on November 22, 1962. 

Like that rifle, tbe weapon used was 
equipped with a four-power scope sight. 
Bit by bit, Mr. Donahue and his friends 
were filled in on the test. Many had criti- 
cized the Warren Report for its one-assas- 
sin theory, claiming it was impossible to 
fire the Mannlicher-Carcano three times 
in the 6.5 seconds the assassin is thought 
to have bad to fire at tbe President The 
Columbia Broadcasting System, in a tele- 
vised testing program later to be narrated 
principally by Walter Cronkite, was trying 
either to prove or disprove the claim. 

Like the Oswald rifle, the test weapon 
was equipped with a makeshift sling. 

Tbe three men were told to fire three 
series of three shots each at a target about 
150 feet away, each series as close as pos- 
sible to five seconds. Mr.’ Donahue noticed 
that (he cartridges handed him, although 
of the same type Oswald had fired, were 
not new ammunition, but reloads. 

He also noticed that some of the 

f ence's -t erminal lights weren't working. 
caving the target less visible than he 
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t wntiirt jgy c liked. And the target Itself fa 
already well peppered with ballet boles, 
. which would make U Impossible to deter 
miDe his accuracy. 

No matter, the three marksmen were 
told; this phase of the test Tiring wasn’t 
being made to prove accuracy, but merely 
to let them familiarise themselves with 
1 the Mannlicber-Carcano. 

It required familiarization. It is a six* 
, dint rifle which operates with a bolt ac- 

' lion similar to that of the .30-caliber 1003 
Springfield used by most American draft- 
| ees in basic training in both World Wan. 
But its bolt action is much stiffer, even 
awkward. After a spent shell is ejected by 
the drawn back bolt, the bolt must be 
thrust forward with considerable force by 
the heel ot the hand to insert a new shell 
Into the breech. 

The offhand approach to the test firing, 
Mr. Donahue learned, was deliberate. CBS 
had given none of its test marksmen any 
more advance notice than necessary, ap- 
parently feeling that If any of them had 
time to practice with the Mannlicher, the 
test scores would have been meaningless. 
The marksman also learned they were not 
to be paid for their time and trouble, re- 
gardless of what kind of scores they shot, 
another CBS measure in the interests of 
impartiality. *- 

After firing, the men left the basement 
range and moved to a hilly, heavily wood- 
ed spot on the laboratory grounds Here 
they found a partial reconstruction of the 
Dealy Plaza site In Dallas where Presi- 
dent Kennedy had been shot. Workmen 
had constructed a 60-foot wooden tower. 
Running past. In a route which had been 
surveyed and staked out to duplicate Elm 
street in Dallas, was a miniature railroad 
track. On it was an electrically powered 
vehicle which could be made to travel at 
about 11 miles an hour, the speed of the 
presidential procession as It moved along 
Elm street on that fateful day. Mounted 
on the vehicle was a standard FBI rapid- 
fire training target, the lifesize silhouette 
of a man’s bead and shoulders. 

"I could see a lot of planning had gone 
into the CBS test,” Mr. Donahue recalls. 
“FBI and military marksmen bad test- 
fired Oswald’s rifle for the Warren Com- 
mission’s fact finding on the rifle’s capa- 
bilities. The questions at band had dealt 
with how the rifle would perform against 
a moving target But the FBI had done Its 
test-firing at stationary targets. It did 
no t explain w hy." 

The FBI marksmen also bad fired from 


"l a elevati on of only about 30 feet, CB S > 
was later to explain In its broadcasts— j 
about half the height ot the sixth floor of 
the school book depository from which Q»- 
. waid allegedly fired. 

At the base of the higher tower CBS 
had built Mr. Donahue was handed anoth- 
er Mannlicber-Carcano. 

1 was giving my full attention to the 
business at hand. It didn’t hit me until lat- 
er— like a dash of cold water— that I bad ' 
noticed the serial number on that rifle. Be- 
cause most military firearms have at 
least six- or seven-digit serial numbers, 
this one caught my attention. I remember 
It as C 3766. 

“In all honesty, I must admit my Imag- 
ination could play tricks on roe as readily 
as with the next man, and It la possible 
! that my subconscious mind is still working 
overtime on this Incident But in my heart 
I still feel 100 per cent sure I remember 
that number correctly. The serial number 
oo the rifle Oswald used, I later ascer- 
tained by checking the Warren Report, J 
was C 3766. That weapon is supposed to ; 
have been locked up, along with other as- j 
sassination evidence, in the National Ar- j 
chives." | 

The day had turned windy and cloudy, 
and Mr. Donahue felt the tower shudder as 
• wind hit It At t b» top level were other 
{ members of the test group, three slate po* 

] lice men In uniform, two wearing pistol ex- 
pert medals, the third with a sharpshooter 
rating. 

“The three of us who comprised the a* 

*■ vilian half of the six-man test team repre- 
sented ji varied background. Set Fitcbett 
is an excellent all-around marksman, • 
highly skilled with pistol, rifle and shot- 
gun. As a varmint hunter, be is thoroughly 
familiar with the scope sight 
I “His brother Bill (William Wells 
Fitcbett) is an excellent shot with rifle or 
. shotgun, not only a good target marksman 
but also one of the finest field shots I 
know. 

“As for my own background, I have 
been a pretty decent marksman since I 
have been big enough to lift a rifle. Long 
ago I took the INRA target shooting course 
In Towson Armory and became an expert 
small bore rifleman. My principal sports 
targets for some yean have been clay pi- 
geons. My NRA rating with the scatter gun 
Is expert 

“However, toward the end of World 
War U I bought a .357 Roberts Bullgun, a 
> target rifle made by Winchester. It is 
equipped with an eight-power s qong. and

!• Atop the tower, Mr. Donahue found the 
small area crowded with seven other men, 
plus banks of CBS photographic and re- 
i cording equipment. He was surprised to 
: note the windowsill, built as a copy of that 
I in the Texas School Book Depository, was 
only 14% inches from the floor. A few 
packing cases were scattered around, as 
they bad been on the sixth floor of the Tex- 
as School Book Depository. 

Mr. Donahue had taken off the coat of 
his business suit and put on a light woolen 
hunting shirt which allowed freedom of 
movement Along with the other marks- 
men, he was told be could fire in any posi- 
tion he chose, and could rig up any kind of 
a rifle rest be liked with the scattered car- 
tom. 

“The police officers fired first from 
various positions. Some moved tbe boxes 
around to use as rifle rests. Everybody 
had a lot of trouble stabilizing tbe rifle. 
Tbe bolt action was so clumsy that after a ■ 
man squeezed off a shot^ ejected the emp- 
ty cartridge, and rammed in a new one 
with that stiff bolt mechanism, his rifle . 
remained nowhere near oo-target, and he 
bad to find the target in his scope sight 
and aim all over again.” 

Firing was further complicated be- 
cause time was such an important factor. 

. As the silhouette target moved at 11 miles 
( an hour it passed two stakes. Tbe first rep- 
1 resented tbe first instant and spot in which 
Oswald would have bad a possible shot at 
tbe President The second marked tbe po- 
; xltion of tbe presidential car when tbe Za- 
prnder films and other evidence had 
' shown that tbe last shot was fired. 

Test marksmen were not allowed to 
fire until tbe vehicle passed the first stake, 
and shots squeezed off after it passed the 
second stake were not recorded in the 
elaborate set up of cameras, timing de- 
vices and other measuring instruments. 

As the test proceeded rain began to 
fall, tbe wind rose and tbe tower swayed 
with each gust j 

“When it came my turn to fire, I dedd- ! 
ed on tbe position Oswald might have rim- 
sen," Mr. Donahue recalls, “because we 
were about the same size. Oswald was 5-1 
and weighed 169 pounds. I am an inch 
shorter and, at the time of the test, 8 

p ounds hea vier."

Actually, it was more of a squat, with 
- his left leg bent under him, his right knee 
bent, his buttock resting oo the heel of his 
right foot It b a position be had earlier 
found comfortable and effective in field 
shooting. 

He twined tbe rifle sling aronnd his left 
arm in an arrangement known as the 
hasty sling. 

Due to a stock bolt, Mr. Donahue got 
off only one shot in his first series. (“It’s 
hard for me to believe Oswald was a pro- 
fessional hit man, as many people say he 
was. I can’t imagine a real pro trying to 
do a Job with a weapon as cheap, shoddy 
and unreliable as that Mannlicber.”) Mr. 
Donahue says be was still working the bolt 
Imperfectly in his second series and he got 
oft only two shots. Goth, however, were 
hits. They were recorded by a motion pic- 
ture camera mounted on the carriage of 
the moving target • ~ 

“In my third series of three, I fired tbe 
split-second the target passed the first 
stake. With my right hand I hit the bolt 
handle to eject It was stuck again. Realiz- 
, lng how little time I had, I hit tbe bolt with 
all the force possible, ejecting tbe empty. I 
: felt more than half my time had passed 
when I slammed the bolt forward to insert

He was not Informed until several days 
later that, oat of scores of test firings 
which had been made to tbe three previous 
years by CBS, bis performance with the 
Mannlicber-Carcano was the only one 
which equaled or excelled that attributed 
to Lee Harvey Oswald. 

CBS televised its test findings the fol- 
lowing month during a widely heralded 
news inquiry, “The Warren Report,” 
which began with an hour of commentary 
from 10 to 11 Pit oo Sunday, June 25, 
and continued with additional boor-long 
tegmenta on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

Walter Oonkite, tbe principal com- 
mentator, stated as the opinion of CBS 
News that “tbe role of tbe FBI ai weO a* 
tbe Secret Service, both to the assassina- 
tion and its aftermath, has been less than 
glorious,” and said performances of tbe 
two agencies had weakened tbe credibility 
of the Warren Report 

CBS had concluded, Mr. Cronkite said, 
that Lee Harvey Oswald shot President 
Kennedy, but to the following sentence he 
pointed out ”... we drew tbe line between 
Oswald as a killer, and Oswald as the kill- 
er." * 

The commentator also noted that “al- 
though tbe Warren Commission had full 
power to conduct its own independent in- 
vestigation, it permitted the FBI and CIA 
to investigate themselves— and so cast a 
permanent shadow on tbe answers.” 

It was Us sense of having contributed a 
service that whetted Mr. Donahue’s inter- 
est to the assassination. He bought and 
read a condensation of tbe Warren Report, 
and later began readiog different books 
critical of the report 

He read “Whitewash,” written by a for- 
mer OSS intelligence analyst turned chick- 
en farmer, “Rush to Judgment” by Mark 
Lane, an attorney and former New York 
state assemblyman; “Six Seconds to Dal- 
las." by Josiah Thompson, a professor of 
philosophy, books by newspapermen, law 
enforcement agents and others. 

He found nothing to change his opinioo 
of the Warren Report but he did cooclude 
that most of the authors criticizing it had 
little knowledge of ballistics and capabili- 
ties of weapons. 

Too many, Mr, Donahue felt had ae- 
| cepted careless, broad and generalized de- 
scriptive terms, and based their argo- 
ny nts on t hem.

■ ] him out as a competent rapid-fire and ac- 
j curate marksman. 

i “But tbe most glaring error was tbe 
; way Mr. Fra rier was s hown manipulating 
tbe bolt As I mentioned, tbe Mannlicber- 
Carcano bolt b a stiff, awkward affair. 
Moving it back and forth to eject an emp- 
ty shell and reload requires effort, so 
much so that with tbe palm of hb hand the 
marksman must hit the bolt forcibly, in 
both the forward and backward strokes. 
There isn’t enough time between shots for 
, tbe most competent marksman to dose

I “I examined the picture with disbelief. 

; Frazier was grasping the bolt with hb 
thumb and fingers, as yon would bold the 
handle of a teacup." 

! Later Mr. Donahue read to Thomas G. 
Buchanan’s book “Who Killed Kennedy?”: 
“It b doubtful if a single man exists 
who could have fired this weapon with the 
skill required (in the time required].

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President Kennedy and Governor Connai- 
ly, as a low-io-raedium-powerta military 
cartridge which could not possibly have 
penetrated two men. 

“The fact is,* Mr. Donahue says, •‘that 
the cartridge Is extremely powerful Its 
caliber is .264. Its long, heavy, 160-grain 
bullet leaves the rifle muzzle at 2,234 feet 
per second. It was designed for deep pene- 
tration In fact, Koromojo Bell, an African 
big game hunter, has used a 6.5mm Mann- 
licher— with ammunition ballistics simi- 
lar to that of Oswald’s rifle— to kill scores 
of elephants with single head shots. And 
still there are so-called experts who claim 
the cartridge fired by Oswald hadn’t the 
power to penetrate two living men." 

In bis nine-year study Mr. Donahue has 
sought not to discredit the Warren Report, 
but to support it He still believes the re- 
port to have been put together honestly-^ 
on the basis of the information given to 
the commission. He believes, however, 
that its members did not have evidence 
which would have changed the report 

Mr. Donahue believes today that do 
premeditated murder was committed in 
Dealy Plaza in Dallas on November 22, 
1963. 

He believes that, but for a freakish, 
once-in-a-million turn of events, John F 
Kennedy might be alive today, with Lee 
Harvey Oswald serving a prison sentence 
for his attempted murder. 

And he believes be knows how Presi- 
dent Kennedy was killed. □

In a periodic r eport, me Roman Catholic order said It sent $2 
million to foreign missions in 1976, more than its entire con- 
tribution to overseas relief from 1L'70 to 1975. 

Between 1970 and 1375. the Paliottihes collected $62 million in 
charitable donations but spent much of it on business and real 
estate ventures, including purchase of several Florida resort . 
motels. 

Follow ing news accounts about the order Atty. Gen. Francis

vestment activities. In a unique agreement w ith Burch, the or- 
der promised to sell its real estate interests and recall $2.6 
million in loans by August 1978.

Thompson’s first involvement in the 
Kennedy case came as a Yaie grad- 
uate student, when ne wandered into 
the New Haven, Conn.

W ho you know can be as 
important as what you know i:i gelling a 
good job. A discreet gift, sometimes a 
blatant bribe, can help put someone's 
name at the top of the list for a bigger 
apartment or a new car. 

In the Soviet Union, gelling ahead 
does not simply mean moving up the 
professional and pay ladder. Very often, 
promotions are valued less for the pay 
raise involved than for the privileges 
they open up. 

These include — besides shopping 
privileges — such benefits as foreign trav- 
el, guaranteed reservations in preferred 
health resorts, preference in getting 
new housing.

Average' industrial pay is 14 1 rubles’ a 
month. Minimum pay for janitors, office 
boys and other unskilled workers is sup- 
posed to be 00 to 70 rubles per month, 
though on-the-job interviews by West- 
ern journalists show that numerous peo- 
ple get only about half that much. 

Many factory managers earn 500 to 
700 rubles monthly, including bonuses. 
Highest -paid workers of all probably are 
Siberian oil-well drilling-crew foremen, 
who get more than 1,000 rubles per 
month, including hardship bonuses. 

Soviet workers are well aware of these 
pay differentials, but generally do not 
seem to resent them. A typical comment 
came re^ntl^from a power-dim main- 
tenance worker at Novaya Kakhova in 
the Ukraine; ”1 am not one of the belter- 
paid workers, but there is always butter 
on the table." 

Special shops . Some Russians sta- 
tioned far above the maintenance work- 
er, however, not only eat far better, but 
pay less for high-quality food.

The National Security Agency is 
LU the Jorge Luis Borges fable of the in- 
finite library' Ln which all of the planet's 
•know ledge and information reside, mad- 
deningly encoded. Into the NSa’s heav- 
ily guarded, three-story headquarters 
outside Washington every- week the 
world's secrets How from US. spy ships, 
surveillance planes, satellites and hun- 
dreds of electronic listening posts round 
the globe. Unlike the CIA and other U5 
intelligence agencies, the NSa’s mission 
is strictly communications — electronics 
and cryptology. It is the ultimate bug, 
the source of most of the nation's for- 
eign intelligence information and, like 
the CIA. a source of growing controversy. 

“Compared with the NSA, the CIA is 
as open as a New Hampshire town meet- 
ing. The NSA welcomes its confusion 
with NASA and the National Security 
Council It is the one federal agency 
that claims — and gets — total exemption 
from the Freedom of Information Act. 
When Haro Truman started the NSA 
under the Defense Department's author- 
ity in » 952. only a handful of people even 
knew of his order. 

Four Missions. By one estimate, 
the NSA spends SL2 billion a year and 
employs 25,000 people, compared with 
the CIa's S750 million and 16,500 work- 
ers. At its Fort Meade, Md., headquar- 
ters, variously known as “Disneyland” 
and “the Puzzle Palace” the NSA la- 
bors in extraordinary anonymity to 
monitor communications throughout 
the world and ii.en decipher the coded 
messages. Ire that task it is reputed to 
employ everything from the worlds 
largest bank of computers to blind peo- 
ple whose acute hearing can pick up 
signals on tapes that sighted people 
might miss. 

The NSa has come under increasing 
congressional attention. The troubles 
began last June when the Rockefeller 
c* m mission revealed that the NSA had 
fed 1,100 pages of material on U.S. cit- 
izens to the CIA’s “Operation Chaos,” 
which was aimed at uncovering foreign 
influences among U.S. radical groups. 
Las: w eek despite vigorous White House 
lobbying against it, the Senate intelli- 


gence committee called NSA Director 
Leu Allen, 50. an Air Force lieutenant 
general with a doctorate in nuclear phys- 
ics, to explain some of his agency ’s op- 
erations. it was the first time an \sa 
chief has ever testified in public about 
the agency's specific activities. 

The committee was most interested 
in the NSA s monitoring of international 
telephone and cable traffic involving 
American citizens from 1967-1973. Al- 
len testified that the NSA. under ‘ Proj- 
ect Minaret,” received “watch lists" of 
U.S. citizens about whom other agen- 
cies such as the CIA, the Defense In- 
telligence Agency ai d the rm wanted 
information. In all, said Allen, the NSA 
intercepted the international calls or ca- 
bles of 1.6S0 American ci*i?ens and 
groups and of 5.925 foreign nationals 
and groups. 

The watch lists covered four basic 
areas. One was international drug traf- 
fic. Another was keeping track of po- 
tential presidential assassins. The other 
tw'o areas were terrorism and possible 
foreign support for civil disturbances. 
Cryptically, Allen told the Senators that 
the watch-list monitoring had prevented 
“a major terrorist act” in an American 
city. The episode apparently involved a 
plan by Arab terrorists to hide explo- 
sives in a car parked on a New York 
City street and detonate them w hen Is- 
raeli Premier Golda Mcir. w ho was vis- 
iting the city, passed by. 

The monitoring of U.S. dissidents 
began with Lyndon Johnson’s anxiety 
that foreigners were financing and or- 
ganizing antiwar groups seeking to drive 
him from office. The FBI and CIA sub- 
mitted watch lists. The Defense Intel- 
ligence Agency had the NSA monitor the 
foreign communications of about 20 
Americans who were traveling to North 
Viet Nam. 

The legality of the operations is 
questionable. The committee arranged

Making a Splash, Missing the Point 


Chairman Otis Pike was piqued. His 
House Select Committee on Intelligence 
had subpoenaed an internal State De- 
partment memo, and Secretary Henry 
Kissinger had refused to hand it over. 
Convaccd that the Secretary was cov- 
ering up. Pike pressed his committee to 
cite Kissinger for contempt of Congress. 

Then Robert McCieskey, the Suite 
Department's liaison man with Capitol 
Hill, swung into action. He persuaded 
I Ion? c leaders that such a contempt, ci- 
tation would badly damage Kissinger's 
prestige abroad. Thereupon, these men 
mounted a quiet campaign of friendly 
persuasion among committee members. 
The result: Pike $ colleagues overruled 
him and voted 8 to 5 merely to invite 
Kissinger to explain in person why he 
refused to release the memo. 

Protecting Dissent. Last week Kis- 
singer reiterated to Pike's panel that he 
was not suppressing any embarrassing 
information, but trying to maintain State 
Department r. orate and efficiency. At 
issue was a memo written by a desk of- 
ficer criticizing U.S. policy in Cyprus. 
Kissinger argued persuasively that low- 
er-level policy recommendations should 
not be turned over to Congress with the 
names of life authors attached Reason: 
State Department staffers might then 
hedge their recommendations for fear 
that they could be dragged before Con- 
gress to justify them— as happened in 
the Joe McCarthy era. Kissinger again 
offered lo supply summaries of dissent- 
ing recommendations; the authors could 
testify about fac*s. but not about their 
advice. The effort at compromise re- 
sumes this week. ^ 

The scrar with Kissinger was im- 
portant for another reason. It typified 
the way in which congressional commit- 
tees investigating the U.S. intelligence 
community have diverted themselves 
from their objective: lo find methods to 
belter watch over the CIA. FBI and sim- 


ilar agencies Both the House committee 
and its Senate counterpart headed by 
Frank Church have been on the job 
since early this year, and both have 
spent too much time buttling the Ad- 
ministration or grabbing for headlines 
by concentrating on flashy issues. One 
motive: peppery an <* aggressive Pike 
yearns lo run for the Senate in 1976, 
and Church may well announce his can- 
didacy for President by year's end. 

The House committee has been less 
cfiecli\c than the Senate's. True enough 
it has learned a good deal about the sub 
rosa financing arrangements enjoyed by 
intelligence agencies: that the General 
Accounting Office, which is supposed to 
monitor federal spending, keeps its 
hands off the CIA; the CIA alumni in the 
Office of Management and Budget han- 
dle the purse strings of their alma mater. 

But many of the House committee's 
charges have been inexcusably glib and 
unfair. The committee heard former Cl \ 
Analyst Samuel A. Adams, an^ outspo- 
ken critic of the CIA. charge That top 
U.S. officials had deliberately c. mealed 
the true strength of the Viet Cong be- 
fore the Ter offensive; then Pike refused 
to call the accused, as welj as other wit- 
nesses in a position lo rebut the charge. 
He also concluded that the intelligence 
community had shown incompetence by 
failing to predict the Yom Kippur War 
in the Middle Last and the Portuguese 
coup. But these indictments neglected 
' to consider that the Israelis also had 
been caught olF guard and that while 
the CtA should have been more aware 
of the power of the Portuguese Com- 
munists. it cannot watch every thing or 
be right every lime. The intelligence 
agencies' many successes are almost al- 
ways kept secret. 

In the Senate, Frank Church's com- 
mittee has explored the misuse of the 
Internal Revenue Service by the Nix- 
on Administration to hound its polit- 


ical enemies, the ox's illegal reading 
of citizens' mail and other abuses. Since 
it disrovered in February, however, that 
the CIa had been involved in foreign 
assassination plots, that subject has oc- 
cupied more of the committee's time 
than all other topics combined. The 
record b-lges to well over 11.000 p ages 
Church became fascinated with dart 
guns, shellfish toxins and other periph- 
eral exotica of co.cn operations. Bj: 
the committee was unable to pin down 
who was responsible for the vague plots 
to kill Fidel Castro, the Congo's Pa- 
trice Lumumba and lesser undesirables. 
Doing so, says Committee Member Wal- 
ter Mondaic, is like "trying to nail Jell- 

0 to a wall " 

Future Plans. Though the commit- 
tee docs not plan to release its report on 
the assassinations for another few 
weeks, it is already the subject of con- 
troversy. In a letter that was hand -de- 
livered to each member. President Ford 
urged that it be kept secret. Church and 
other Democrats have accused the Ad- 
ministration of trying to suppress the 
findings, and probably no more inan 
three of the committee's cle\en mem- 
bers will support Ford. 

On Feb. 29 the committee's man- 
date expires, and much rcma.ns ;o be 
done. The schedule is jammed with 
hearings on the C!A role in Chile, al- 
legations oBthe FBI harassment of po- 
litical dissidents and. finally, the peed 
for lighter congressional and While 

1 louse control over the intelligence com- 
munity. Unfortunately, there will not be 
nearly enough lime lo give the last sub- 
ject the attention it deserves. 

In the end the committees probably 
will make sound proposals for watching 
over the intelligence agencies and their 
finances, a join: congressional panel, 
perhaps, e r. powered to question intel- 
ligence officials under oath. Such a sys- 
tem of accountability promises to reduce 
future abuses. But some political lead- 
ers at home and abroad wili still won- 
der whether that wtis worth bruising the 
prestige and credibility of the CtA and 
its fellow agencies.

But he stresses it should be a quality 
piece, "so that if you want to resell it, 
vrj’re not or the defensive.” 

He continues, "You’re getting 
more from Georgian silver than from 
any other form of art. It has a better 
track record — for centuries it has 
been considered the finest, and it will 
always be so.”

any Government litigation, or any matter which may 
involve litigation, is authorized to determine, as h e 
deems necessary or desirable to the discharge of his 
official duties, what information secured by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) shall be made available 
to a court, either during or preparatory to a judicial 
proceeding, to which the United States is a party, 
including any agent or Department thereof. No such 
attorney shall reveal or furnish any documents or 
information when by so doing, in his opinion, injury 
might be done to the public interest. 

Furthermore, Title 28, Code of Federal 
Regulations (CFR) , Section 16.21, et seq ., sets 
forth procedures concerning the production or ' *;• - 

disclosure of information in response to subpoenas 
or demands of courts or other ’ authorities. These 
regulations provide that when a:i Agent of the FBI 
receives a demand for production or disclosure of 
information relating to material contained in the 
files of the Department of Justice, the agent must 
immediately notify the United States Attorney who 
shall immediately request instructions from the 
appropriate Departmental official who is authorized 
to approve production or disclosure. Absent appro- 
priate Departmental authorization, an FBI Agent is 
not allowed to give testimony regarding information 
which has been the subject of an FBI investigation. 

In instances where testimony of an Agent 
has been authorized, the Agent is instructed to give 
his official status by stating that he is a Special 
Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and to 
testify clearly, modestly, without bias or display 
of emotion, without exaggeration or misrepresentation. 

He is further instructed to avoid giving testimony not 
relevant to the case, and to prevent prejudice to the 
rights of the accused. Agents, during attendance at 
any trial, should avoid unnecessary contact or conversa- 
tion with jurors or witnesses.

In a previous letter to you of April 25, 1977, I Indicated that a Dutch 
journalist, Willem Oltifians, had made serious charges against my father, the 
late H.L. Hunt* based upon an alleged relationship which my father was 
supposed to have had with one George de Mohrenschlldt. Mr. Oltmans then 
quoted de Mohrenschildt as saying my father had in some way been connected 
with the President's death. The adverse publicity resulting from that 
unsubstantiated charge reflected very negatively upon my father's memory. 



Not as widely reported, but nevertheless of major significance, was a - 
subsequent report by Dallas Morning flews reporter, John Geddie dated August 31, 
1977 in The Dallas Morning News , following a stormy press conference which Mr. 
Oltmans had had with American journalists in Washington on August 30. 

As the enclosed newspaper report Indicates, along with a prepared statement 
released from our offices, Mr. Oltmans has now changed his story and has 
admitted that his Initial charge was Incorrect and Inaccurate and that H.L. Hunt 
was In no way Involved. Thus, Mr. Oltmans has withdrawn his prior allegations.
